1945 GRAIN SOUGHUMS LOAN PROGRAM 
BULLETIN 

Commodity Credit Corporation has 
authorized the making of loans, in ac¬ 
cordance with this bulletin, on grain 
sorghums stored on farms or in approved 
public grain warehouses. 
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Authority: {§ 263.1 to 263.21, inclusive. 
Issued under sec. 302 of the Agricultural Ad¬ 
justment Act of 1938, as amended (52 Stat. 
43; 7 U.S.C., 1302) , 

§ 263.1 Eligible producer. Any per¬ 
son, partnership, association, or corpo¬ 
ration. producing grain sorghums in 
1945 as landowner, landlord, or tenant, 
shall be eligible for such loans. 

§ 263.2 Eligible grain sorghums. 
Grain sorghums grading No. 4 or better 
(except grain sorghums grading dis¬ 
colored. weevily, or smutty, or containing 
in excess of 13 percent moisture in the 


case of grain sorghums stored on the 
farm, or in excess of 14 percent in the 
case of grain sorghums stored in pub¬ 
lic warehouses), which were produced 
in 1945, the beneficial interest in which 
is now in the producer, and always has 
been in him, or has been in him and a 
former producer whom he succeeded be¬ 
fore the grain sorghums were harvested, 
shall be eligible as collateral for such 
loans. 

§ 263.3 Eligible storage. Eligible 
storage shall include farm storage struc¬ 
tures meeting the requirements for safe 
storage as prescribed by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Agency, and public grain 
warehouses which meet the requirements 
of' Commodity Credit Corporation and 
which have executed the Uniform Grain 
Storage Agreement. Such warehouses 
may be situated either at terminal, sub¬ 
terminal, or country points. 

§ 263.4 Areas in which loans will be 
made. Loans will be made on eligible 
grain sorghums stored in approved pub¬ 
lic grain warehouses wherever located. 

Loans are available on eligible grain 
sorghums stored on farms in the follow¬ 
ing areas: 

All counties in the States of Arizona, Cali¬ 
fornia, Colorado, Kansas. Nebraska. New 
Mexico, and South Dakota, and the following 
counties of Oklahoma and Texas:

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§ 263.5 Basic loan rate at terminal 
markets . 1945 grain sorghums loan 
rates per 100 pounds for No. 2 or better 
grain sorghums at terminal basic mar¬ 
kets are as follows:

All grain sorghums eligible for loan at 
the foregoing loan rates must have been 
shipped on a domestic freight rate basis. 
The loan rate at the designated terminal 
market will be reduced by the difference 
between the freight paid and the domes¬ 
tic rate on any wheat shipped at other 
than the domestic rate. 

The foregoing schedule of loan rates 
applies to grain sorghums delivered to 
any of the above designated terminal 
markets in carload lots which have been 
shipped by rail from a country shipping 
point to one of the designated terminal 
markets, as evidenced by paid freight 
bills duly registered for transit privileges 
and other documents as required herein; 
Provided, That, in the event the amount 
of paid-in freight is insufficient to guar¬ 
antee minimum proportional rate from 
the terminal market, there shall be de¬ 
ducted from the applicable terminal loan 


rate the difference between the amount 
of freight actually paid in and the 
amount required to be paid in to guar¬ 
antee minimum proportional basis on the 
outbound movement; And provided fur - 
ther, That Commodity Credit Corpora¬ 
tion will accept, in lieu of such bills, ware¬ 
house receipts on whiclr-a statement, 
signed by the warehouseman, has been 
typed in the form hereinafter set forth, 
or a certificate of the warehouseman con¬ 
taining such a certification, or such other 
form of certification as may be approved 
by Commodity Credit Corporation. A 
deduction of 10 cents per 100 pounds 
shall be made if evidence is not sub¬ 
mitted that paid freight bills have been 
registered for transit privileges.

The above-described paid freight bill has 
been officially registered for transit and will 
be held in accordance with the provisions of 
paragraph 22 of the Uniform Grain Storage 
Agreement.

Grain sorghums trucked to a desig¬ 
nated terminal market and stored in a 
warehouse shall have a loan rate equal 
to the higher of (a) the terminal loan 
rate minus 10 cents per 100 pounds, or, 
(b> the county loan rate for the county 
In which the grain sorghums are stored. 

§ 263.6 Basic loan rates at country 
points. Commodity Credit Corporation 
will determine county loan rates on grain 
sorghums in storage on the farm or in 
country warehouses by deducting from 
the designated terminal market loan 
value an amount equal to 6 cents more 
than the applicable county average 
freight rate, plus freight tax, to such 
terminal market. 

Each approved warehouse will be ad¬ 
vised as to the loan rate applicable to 
grain sorghums stored in such ware¬ 
house. Producers may obtain from their 
respective county committees the loan 
rates applicable to grain sorghums stored 
on farms and in the public warehouses. 
Loan rates are published in C. C. C. Grain 
Sorghums Bulletin 1—Supplement 1. 

The loan rate for eligible grain sor¬ 
ghums stored in approved warehouses 
(other than those situated in the desig¬ 
nated terminal markets) which were 
shipped by rail may be determined by 
deducing from the appropriate desig¬ 
nated terminal market loan value an 
amount equal to the transit balance of 
the through freight rate from point of 
origin for such grain sorghums to such 
^rminal market, plus freight tax on such 
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transit balance: Provided, That in the 
case of grain sorghums stored at any 
railroad transit point, taking a penalty 
by reason of out-of-line movement, or 
for any other reason, to the appropriate 
designated market, there shall be added 
to such transit balance an amount equal 
to any out-of-line or other costs, as de¬ 
termined by Commodity Credit Corpora¬ 
tion, incurred in storing loan grain sor¬ 
ghums in such position. Arrangements 
have been made for the railroads to in¬ 
dicate transit balance of the through 
rate on the inbound paid freight bills 
on a basis of 100 pounds. To obtain the 
loan rate as determined above, the ware¬ 
house receipts, in addition to other re¬ 
quired documents, must be accompanied 
by the original paid freight bills duly 
registered for transit privileges: Pro¬ 
vided, That Commodity Credit Corpora¬ 
tion will accept, in lieu of such bills, a 
statement, signed by the warehouseman, 
typed on the warehouse receipt or on a 
supplemental certificate containing the 
certification set forth in § 263.5 of this 
part, with the following additional in¬ 
formation added:

§ 263.7 Variations for grades. The 
loan rate for grain sorghums which grade 
No. 3 shall be 8 cents per 100 pounds less 
than the basic loan rate. The loan rate 
for grain sorghums which grade No. 4 
shall be 16 cents per 100 younds less than 
the basic loan rate. In addition, there 
shall be a discount of 3 cents per 100 
pounds for mixed grain sorghums. 

§ 263.8 Storage payment. There shall 
be no storage allowance for grain sor¬ 
ghums in farm storage. On grain sor¬ 
ghums stored in public warehouses, 12 
cents per 100 pounds shall be deducted 
from the applicable loan rate unless evi¬ 
dence of prepaid storage is submitted 
in substantially the following form: 

Storage charges through April 30. 1946, on 
the grain sorghums represented by this ware¬ 
house receipt have been paid or otherwise 
provided for, and lien for such charges will 
not be claimed by the warehouseman from 
Commodity Credit Corporation or any sub¬ 
sequent holder of this warehouse receipt.

§ 263.9 Determination of quantity of 
grain sorghums. Loans shall be made on 
the basis of 100-pound units. A unit of 
100 pounds shall be determined to be 
100 pounds of grain sorghums, free of 
dockage, when determined by weight, or 
2.25 cubic feet of grain sorghums having 
test weight of 56 pounds per bushel when 
determined by measurement. In de¬ 
termining the quantity of grain sor¬ 
ghums in farm storage by measurement, 
fractional units of less than 100 pounds 
will be disregarded. The quantity of 
100-pound units determined by measure¬ 
ment of grain sorghums of test weights 
less than 56 pounds per bushel shall be 
the following percentages of the quantity 
for grain sorghums of test weight of 56 
pounds per bushel:

For grain sorghums testing 55 pounds or 

over, but less than 56 pounds- 93 

For grain sorghums testing 54 pounds or 

over, but less than 55 pounds- 96 

For grain sorghums testing 53 pounds or 

over, but less than 54 pounds- 95 

For grain sorghums testing 52 pounds or 

over, but less than 53 pounds..- 93 

For grain sorghums testing 51 pounds or

For grain sorghums testing 49 pounds or 
over, but less than 50 pounds- C7 


§ 263.10 Farm storage. Grain sor¬ 
ghums stored on the farm must have been 
stored in the granary at least 30 days 
prior to their inspection for measure¬ 
ment, sampling, and sealing, except as 
approved by State agricultural conserva¬ 
tion committees. Chattel mortgages cov¬ 
ering the grain sorghums must be exe¬ 
cuted and filed in accordance with the 
applicable State law. 

§ 263.11 Warehouse storage. Com¬ 
modity Credit Corporation will accept 
only insured negotiable warehouse re¬ 
ceipts covering eligible grain sorghums 
pledged as collateral to notes on C. C. C. 
Grain Form B. or C. C. C. Commodity 
Form B, issued by any public grain ware¬ 
house which has executed the Uniform 
Grain Storage Agreement as amended, 
and has been approved by Commodity 
Credit Corporation. Warehousemen de¬ 
siring approval are advised to communi¬ 
cate with the regional director of Com¬ 
modity Credit Corporation serving the 
area in which the warehouse is located. 
A list of approved warehouses for the 
area and their location is available at 
the office of the regional director. A list 
of approved warehouses for the area 
may also be obtained at any State or 
county agricultural conservation office. 
All grain sorghums pledged as security 
for a particular loan must be stored in 
the same warehouse. 

§ 263.12 Warehouse receipts. Ware¬ 
house receipts must be issued in the 
name of the producer, must be dated on 
or prior to the date of the related note, 
must be properly assigned by an endorse¬ 
ment in blank so as to vest title in the 
holder, and must be issued by an ap¬ 
proved warehouseman. Unless the ware¬ 
house receipts are stamped or printed 
"insured” there must be attached and 
included in the certificate of the ware¬ 
houseman a statement that the grain 
sorghums are insured for not less than 
the market value against the hazards of 
fire, lightning, inherent explosion, wind¬ 
storm, cyclone, and tornado. Commodity 
Credit Corporation will not accept ware¬ 
house receipts indicating any lien for 
charges prior to unloading in or delivery 
to the warehouse issuing such receipts. 
Lien for handling and storage charges 
will be recognized only from May 15.1945, 
or the date of the warehouse receipt, 
whichever is later. Such receipts must 
set out in their written or printed terms 
the gross weight, the grade, class, sub¬ 
class, test weight, and all other factors 
and statements required to be stated in 


the written or printed terms of nego¬ 
tiable warehouse receipts under the pro¬ 
visions of section 2 of the Uniform Ware¬ 
house Receipts Act. or be accompanied 
by a certificate of the warehouseman, 
identified with such warehouse receipt, 
setting forth such information, and shall 
be based on the inbound movement or 
delivery of the grain sorghums to the 
warehouse. 

§ 263.13 Liens. The grain sorghums 
securing the loan must be free and clear 
of all liens or proper waivers must be 
secured from each lienholder. 

§ 263.14 Maturity and interest rate. 
Grain sorghums loans will mature ci 
demand but not later than April 30. 
1946. All loans will bear interest at the 
rate of 3 percent per annum. 

§ 263.15 Lending agency. Any bank, 
cooperative marketing association, cr 
other corporation, partnership, or per¬ 
son, making loans in accordance with 
these instructions, which has executed 
the contract to purchase, on 1940 C. C. C. 
Form E, may act as a lending agency 
in connection with the 1945 Grain Sor¬ 
ghums Loan Program. 

§ 263.16 JSligible paper. Eligible 
paper shall consist of notes of the pro¬ 
ducer on C. C. C. Grain Form A (Revised) 
secured by chattel mortgages on C. C. C. 
Grain Form AA (Revised), or notes on 
C. C. C. Commodity Form A secured 
by chattel mortgages on C. C. C. Com¬ 
modity Form AA, or notes and loan 
agreements on C. C. C. Grain Form B, 
or C. C. C. Commodity Form B, secured 
by warehouse receipts representing grain 
sorghums in existence and undamaged, 
executed in accordance with these in¬ 
structions and approved by a member of 
the county agricultural conservation 
committee, with State documentary rev¬ 
enue stamps affixed thereto where re¬ 
quired by law*. Notes executed by an 
administrator, executor, or trustee, will 
be acceptable only where legally valid. 

§ 263.17 Purchase of loans. Com¬ 
modity Credit Corporation taill purchase, 
without recourse, eligible paper, as de¬ 
fined above, from lending agencies which 
have executed and delivered, to the re¬ 
gional office of Commodity Credit Cor¬ 
poration to which notes are submitted. 
Contract to Purchase. 1940 C. C. C. Form 
E, forms of which contract are obtainable 
from such offices. Notes held by lending 
agencies must be tendered to Commodity 
Credit Corporation for immediate or de¬ 
ferred purchase within 10 days of written 
request and, in the absence of such re¬ 
quest, at least 10 days prior to maturity. 
The purchase price to be paid by Com¬ 
modity Credit Corporation for notes ac¬ 
cepted will be the face amount of such 
notes, plus accrued interest at the rate of 
iy 2 percent per annum, from the respec¬ 
tive dates of the disbursements of the 
loans to the date of payment of the pur¬ 
chase price. Under the terms of the 
contract to purchase, lending agencies 
are required to report weekly, on C. C. C. 
Commodity Form F, all payments or col¬ 
lections on producers* notes held by them, 
and to remit, with such report, to Com- 
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modity Credit Corporation, an amount 
equivalent to IV 2 percent interest per 
annum on the principal amount collected 
from the date of the note to the date of 
payment. 

§ 263.18 Insurance —(a) Grain sor¬ 
ghums stored on farms. Commodity 
Credit Corporation will not require pro¬ 
ducers to insure their 1945 farm-stored 
grain sorghums'placed under loan. In 
case of a total loss of collateral resulting 
from an external cause, with the excep¬ 
tion of a loss caused by conversion by the 
producer, or his negligence, or caused by 
vermin, the producer will not be held 
personally liable on the note. In case of 
partial physical loss of collateral result¬ 
ing from an external cause, with the ex¬ 
ceptions aforesaid, the producer will not 
be held liable for that part of the indebt¬ 
edness secured by the grain sorghums 
lost. No loss will be assumed by the Cor¬ 
poration if it is determined that there 
is a fraudulent representation on the 
part of the borrower in connection with 
the loan. 

(b) Grain sorghums stored in ap¬ 
proved warehouses. Warehousemen 
shall provide insurance against the 
perils of fire, lightning, inherent explo¬ 
sion. windstorm, cyclone, and tornado, 
for the full market value of grain sor¬ 
ghums stored in their warehouses as 
long as receipts are outstanding. 

§ 263.19 Offices of Commodity Credit 
Corporation.

§ 263.20 County agricultural conser¬ 
vation committees. Forms may be ob¬ 
tained from county agricultural con¬ 
servation committees in the areas desig¬ 
nated in § 263.4 of this part and copies, 
for the purpose of information, may be 
obtained from such committees or from 
the office of the regional director serv¬ 
ing the area*, listed in § 263.19 of this** 
part. All loan documents will be com¬ 
pleted and approved by the county com¬ 
mittee. In order to meet the cost of the 
local expenses, county agricultural con¬ 
servation associations will collect a 
service fee for all loans. 

§ 263.21 Release of collateral. A 
producer may obtain release of the grain 
sorghums by paying to the lending 
agency or Commodity Credit Corpora¬ 
tion, whichever holds the note, the 
principal amount due thereon, plus in¬ 
terest. If the note is held by an out- 


of-town lending agency or by Commodity 
Credit Corporation, the producer may 
request that the note be forwarded to a 
local bank for collection. In such case, 
the local bank will be instructed to re¬ 
turn the note to the sender if payment 
is not effected within 15 days. All 
charges in connection with the collec¬ 
tion of the note shall be paid by the 
producer. Upon payment of the farm 
storage loan, the county agricultural 
conservation committee should be re¬ 
quested to release the mortgage by filing 
an instrument of release with the county 
recorder or by a marginal release on the 
county recorder’s records. Producers 
may obtain partial releases of the grain 
sorghums by paying to the holder of the 
note the loan value and accrued interest 
for the grain sorghums released. In 
the case of warehouse-stored grain sor¬ 
ghums, each partial release must cover 
all the grain sorghums under one ware¬ 
house receipt.

OF MILK 

§ 965.1 Findings and determinations — 
(a) Findings upon the basis of hearing 
record. Pursuant to the act and the 
rules of practice and procedure gov¬ 
erning the formulation of marketing 
agreements and marketing orders (7 
CFR, 1941 Supp., 900.1-900.17; 7 F.R. 
3350, 8 F.R. 2815), a public hearing 
was held upon certain proposed amend¬ 
ments to the tentatively approved 
marketing agreement apd to the or¬ 
der, as amended, regulating the han¬ 
dling of milk in the Cincinnati, Ohio, 
marketing area. It is hereby found upon 
the evidence introduced at such hearing, 
said findings being in addition to the 
findings previously made upon the evi¬ 
dence introduced at the original hearing 
on said order and at hearings on the 
amendments thereto, and to the other 
findings made prior to or at the time of 
the original issuance of said order and 
prior to or at the time of the issuance 
of the amendments thereto (all of which 
findings are hereby ratified and affirmed, 
save only as such findings are in conflict 
with the findings hereinafter set forth), 
that; 

(1) The order regulating the handling 
of milk in the said marketing area, as 
amended and as hereby amended, and all 
of the terms and conditions thereof, will 
tend to effectuate the declared policy of 
the act; 


(2) The prices calculated to give milk 
produced for sale in the Cincinnati, 
Ohio, marketing area a purchasing power 
equivalent to the purchasing power of 
such milk, as determined pursuant to 
sections 2 and 8 (e) of the act, are not 
reasonable in view of the price of feeds, 
available supplies of feeds, and other 
economic conditions which affect market 
supplies of and demand for such milk, 
and the minimum prices set forth in the 
said order, as amended and as hereby 
amended, are such prices as will reflect 
the aforesaid factors, insure a sufficient 
quantity of pure and wholesome milk, 
and be in the public interest; and 

(3) The said order, as amended and 
as hereby amended, regulates the han¬ 
dling of milk in the same manner, and 
is applicable only to persons in the re¬ 
spective classes of industrial and com¬ 
mercial activity specified in a marketing 
agreement upon which a hearing has 
been held. 

(b> Determinations. It is hereby de¬ 
termined that handlers (excluding co¬ 
operative associations of producers who 
are not engaged in processing, distribut¬ 
ing, or shipping milk covered by this 
order, as amended) of at least 50 per¬ 
cent of the volume of milk covered by 
this order, which is marketed within the 
Cincinnati, Ohio, marketing area, re¬ 
fused or failed to. sign the tentatively 
approved marketing agreement regulat¬ 
ing the handling of milk in the said mar¬ 
keting area; and it is hereby further 
determined that: 

(D The refusal or failure of such 
handlers to sign said tentatively ap¬ 
proved marketing agreement tends to 
prevent the effectuation of the declared 
policy of the act; 

(2) The issuance of the said order, 
as amended and as hereby amended, is 
the only practical means pursuant to 
the declared policy of the act of ad¬ 
vancing the interests of producers of 
milk which is produced for sale in the 
said marketing area; and 

(3) The issuance of the order, as 
amended and as hereby amended, is ap¬ 
proved or favored by at least two-thirds 
of the producers who, during April 1945 
(determined to be a representative 
period), were engaged in the production 
of milk for sale in the said marketing 
area. % 

Order Relative to Handling 

It is hereby ordered. That such han¬ 
dling of milk in the Cincinnati, Ohio, 
marketing area as is in the current of 
interstate commerce or as directly bur¬ 
dens, obstructs, or affects interstate 
commerce, shall from the effective date 
hereof be in compliance with the terms 
and conditions of the said order, as 
amended and as hereby amended; and 
the said order, as amended, is hereby 
amended as follows: 

Substitute a colon (:) for the period 
(.) at the end of § 965.6 (a) (3) and add 
the following proviso: "Provided further , 
That the price for milk made into but¬ 
ter during the delivery periods of June 
and July, 1945, shall be that resulting 
from the following computation by the 
market administrator: subtract 4 cents 
from the average price per pound of 92- 
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score butter at wholesale in the Chicago 
market (reported in the manner indi¬ 
cated above in this subparagraph) for 
the delivery period during which such 
milk was received, multiply the result by 
4.8 and add an amount computed by: 
subtracting 8.6 cents from the average 
price of spray and roller process dry skim 
milk (computed in the manner provided 
above in this subparagraph) and mul¬ 
tiplying the result by 8.5.

Directive Order Establishing National 
Telephone Commission 

By virtue of and pursuant to the pow¬ 
ers vested in it by Executive Order 9017 
of January 12,1942, Executive orders and 
regulations issued under the act of Con¬ 
gress of October 2, 1942, as amended.

and the War Labor Disputes Act of June 
25. 1943. the National War tabor Board 
hereby amends its resolution of Decem¬ 
ber 29. 1944. establishing the National 
Telephone Panel to read as follows: 

I. Organization. A National Tele¬ 
phone Commission, (hereafter called the 
“Commission”) is hereby established with 
headquarters at Washington, D. C., 
where, unless otherwise authorized by 
the National Board or the Executive Di¬ 
rector, it shall conduct any necessary 
proceedings. 

The National War Labor Board shall 
appoint the members of the Commission, 
two of whom shall be representatives of 
industry, two representatives of labor, 
and two representatives of the public. 
One public member shall serve as Chair¬ 
man and the other as Vice-Chairman. 
There may also be appointed by the 
Board substitute labor and industry 
members. 

Each member shall be entitled to one 
vote on any matter put to a vote before 
the Commission. Equality of voting 
shall be preserved among representatives 
of labor, industry and the public. Six 
members, including two representatives 
each of labor, industry and the public, 
shall constitute a quorum. At the dis¬ 
cretion of the Commission three mem¬ 
bers, including one representative each 
of labor, industry and the public, may 
be constituted a quorum of the Com¬ 
mission to act upon matters not involv¬ 
ing major policy questions. 

In any case coming before the Com¬ 
mission in which the employees are rep¬ 
resented by a union which is not repre¬ 
sented either directly or through an 
organization with which it is affiliated 
in the Commission membership, the pub¬ 
lic members of the Commission may, on 
request of the union involved in the case, 
designate a labor representative on the 
Commission for all of the purposes of 
the case. 

n. Jurisdiction. The jurisdiction of 
the Commission shall include all dispute 
and voluntary cases arising in the tele¬ 
phone industry. The Commission, un¬ 
less the Board otherwise directs, shall 
have jurisdiction of all issues in such 
cases. 

HI. Referral of cases to the Commis¬ 
sion. Any dispute case arising in the 
telephone industry shall be referred to 
the Commission by the New Case Com¬ 
mittee of the Board. Voluntary wage 
agreements shall be submitted on Form 
10 applications and may be submitted 
directly to the Commission by the party 
or parties filing the application. Any 
award by an arbitrator on a wage or 
salary issue shall be submitted to the 
Commission by the arbitrator in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of section 2.31 
(a) of the Board’s rules of organ'zation 
and procedure. 

The Commission shall have authority 
to refer to a Regional War Labor Board 
any voluntary case which it deems can 
be more effectively handled by a Re¬ 
gional Board. The Commission shall 
also have authority to recommend to the 
New Case Committee that any dispute 
case be referred to a Regional Board if 
the Commission decides the case can be 
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more effectively handled by a Regional 
Board. 

IV. Functions and procedure. The 
Commission shall have authority to de¬ 
cide all dispute or voluntary cases within 
its jurisdiction and to issue appropriate 
directive orders or rulings. The rulings 
of the Commission on wage or salary 
adjustments and its directive orders in 
dispute cases shall have the same effect, 
and be subject to stay and review by 
the National War Labor Board to the 
same extent, as rulings and orders of 
the Regional War Labor Boards, as set 
forth in Part VI of the Board’s rules of 
procedure, as amended. 

V. Services available to Commission. 
In any case within its jurisdiction the 
Commission shall utilize the services of 
the Board’s staff and, with the consent 
of any Regional Board, may avail itself 
of the services of the staff of such Re¬ 
gional Board. 

Effective date. This directive order 
shall take effect on and after June 15, 
1945.

Chapter IX—War Food Administration 
(Agricultural Labor) 

Part 1100—Regulations Relative to 
Salaries and Wages of Agricultural 
Labor 

On August 28, 1943, the Economic 
Stabilization Director promulgated re¬ 
vised regulations relating to wages and 
salaries (8 F.R. 11960,12139, 16702, 9 F.R. 
6035,14547), by virtue of authority vested 
in the President by the act of October 2, 
1942, entitled “An Act to Amend the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, to 
aid in preventing inflation, and for other 
purposes” (56 Stat. 765) as amended by 
the Fublic Debt Act of 1943, entitled “An 
Act to increase the debt limit of the 
United States and for other purposes,” 
(57 Stat. 63), and as amended by the 
Stabilization Extension Act of 1944. en¬ 
titled “An Act to Amend the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1942, as amended, 
and the Stabilization Act of October 2, 
1942, as amended, and for other pur¬ 
poses” (58 Stat. 632), and vested in turn 
by the President in the Economic Sta¬ 
bilization Director, under Executive Or¬ 
der 9328, dated April 8.1943 (3 CFR. Cum. 
Supp. p. 1267). These regulations con¬ 
ferred on the War Food Administrator 
authority to administer the provisions 
thereof relating to the stabilization and 
limitation of salaries and wages paid 
to agricultural labor. In the exercise of 
authority so conferred on the War Food 
Administrator, the following regulations 
relating to salaries and wages of agricul¬ 
tural labor issued on January 17, 1944. as 
amended (9 F.R. 655, 6011, 7378, 9G41), 
and as revised on October 3. 1944 (9 F.R. 
12117. 12611), are hereby amended and 
revised to read as follows:

§ 1100.1 Definitions. When used in 
this part, unless otherwise distinctly ex¬ 
pressed, or manifestly incompatible with 
the intent thereof: 

(a) The term “act” means the act of 
October 2. 1942 (56 Stat. 765), entitled 
“An Act to amend the Emergency Price 


Control Act of 1942, to aid in preventing 
inflation, and for other purposes”, as 
amended by the Public Debt Act of 1943, 
entitled “An Act to increase the debt 
limit of the United States and for other 
purposes” (57 Stat. 63 >, and as amended 
by the Stabilization Extension Act of 
1944, entitled “An Act to amend the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942. as 
amended, and the Stabilization Act of 
October 2, 1942, as amended, and for 
other purposes” (58 Stat. 632>. (Issued 
Jan. 17, 1944. and as amended Oct. 3, 
1944.) 

(b) The term “general regulations” 
means amended regulations (relating to 
wages and salaries). promulgated by the 
Economic Stabilization Director on Au¬ 
gust 28, 1943. as amended or supple¬ 
mented (8 F.R. 11960, 12139,16702. 9 F.R. 
6035,14547). (As issued Jan. 17,1944.) 

(c) The term “specific wage ceiling 
regulations” means the regulations pro¬ 
mulgated by the War Food Administra¬ 
tor on January 20. 1944 (9 F.R. 831) as 
revised on October 23. 1944 and March 
23. 1945 (9 F.R. 12807, 14206, 10 F.R. 3177, 
3518), and includes any supplements 
issued pursuant thereto. (Currently 
added.) 

(d) The term “supplements” means 
determinations made and public notices 
issued with respect to maximum wage 
rates for areas, crops, classes of employ¬ 
ers, or otherwise of agricultural labor, 
pursuant to § 4001.7 of the general regu¬ 
lations. (Currently added.) 

(e) The term “Administrator” means 
the War Food Administrator, and any 
person, or agency, authorized by him to 
carry out the purposes and provisions of 
these regulations and other regulations 
issued by him pursuant to his authority 
under the “general regulations.” (As 
issued Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(f) The term “Director” means the Di¬ 
rector of Labor, War Food Administra¬ 
tion. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944 and as cur¬ 
rently amended.) 

(g) The term “person” means any in¬ 
dividual, partnership, corporation, asso¬ 
ciation, business trust, or any other or¬ 
ganization or group of persons, whether 
incorporated or not, or any legal succes¬ 
sor or representative of any of the fore¬ 
going. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944, and as cur¬ 
rently amended.) 

(h) The term “in contravention of the 
act” means in contravention of the act 
of October 2, 1942, as amended (referred 
to in paragraph (a) above). Executive 
Order No. 9250 of October 3, 1942 <3 CFR, 
Cum. Supp. p. 1213), Executive Order 
No. 9328 of April 8. 1943 (3 CFR, Cum. 
Supp. p. 1267), the general regulations, 
these regulations, and any other orders, 
rulings, and regulations promulgated 
under said act. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944, 
and as currently amended.) 

(i) The term “agricultural labor” 
means persons who are employed in 
farming in any of its branches, including 
among other things the cultivation and 
tillage of the soil, dairying, the produc¬ 
tion, cultivation and harvesting of agri¬ 
cultural or horticultural commodities, 
and the raising of livestock, bees, or poul¬ 
try: Provided, however , That the term 
“agricultural labor” shall not include any 
person whose salary payments exclusive 
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of bonuses and additional compensation, 
and without regard to the contemplated 
adjustment, are at a rate computed on 
an annual basis which exceeds $5,000.00 
per annum. (As issued Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(j) The term “wages” or wage pay¬ 
ments” means all forms of direct or in¬ 
direct compensation which is computed 
on an hourly or dally basis, a piece work 
basis, or other comparable basis, for per¬ 
sonal services of an employee irrespec¬ 
tive of when rendered, including bonuses, 
additional compensation, gifts, commis¬ 
sions, loans, fees, and any other remu¬ 
neration in any form or medium whatso¬ 
ever (but excluding insurance and pen¬ 
sion benefits in a reasonable amount). 
(As issued Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(k) The term “salary” or “salary pay¬ 
ments” means all forms of direct or in¬ 
direct compensation which is paid on a 
weekly, monthly, annual, or other com¬ 
parable basis, except a wage basis, for 
personal services of an employee irre¬ 
spective of when rendered, including 
bonuses, additional compensation, gifts, 
loans, commissions, fees, and any other 
remuneration in any form or medium 
whatsoever (excluding insurance and 
pension benefits in a reasonable amount). 
(As issued Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(l) The term “salary rate” means the 
rate or other basis at which the salary 
for any particular work or service is paid, 
either under the terms of a contract or 
agreement, or in conformity with an es¬ 
tablished custom or usage. (As issued 
Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(m) The term “wage rate” means the 
rate or other basis at which the wage for 
any particular work or service is paid, 
either under the terms of a contract or 
agreement, or in conformity with an es¬ 
tablished custom or usage. (Currently 
added.) 

(n) The terms “approval of the Ad¬ 
ministrator” and “determination by the 
Administrator” shall include approval 
or determination by an agent or agents 
of the Administrator, duly authorized to 
perform such acts. (As issued Jan. 17, 
1944.) 

(o) The term “producer” means the 
person who is in charge of the farming 
operations on a farm. (As issued Oct. 
3, 1944.) 

(p) The term “employer” means any 
person for whom an individual performs 
any service for compensation, of what¬ 
ever nature, as the employee of such 
person. The factors characteristic of 
an employer, but not necessarily present 
in every case, are the right to hire, con¬ 
trol, and discharge, and the furnishing 
of tools, or of a place to work, to the in¬ 
dividual performing the services. An 
examination of the particular facts of 
each case will be made to determine who 
is the employer in the light of the gen¬ 
eral purposes of the act, the general 
regulations, this part and any other 
orders, rulings, and regulations promul¬ 
gated under the act. (Currently added.) 

§ 1100.2 Delegation. The adminis¬ 
tration of the program for stabilization 
of salaries and wages of agricultural 
labor established by the general regula¬ 
tions, this part, and other regulations 
promulgated by the Administrator, and 


the lowers conferred upon the Admin¬ 
istrator, with respect to such program, 
including but not limited to the author¬ 
ity to determine whether or not salary 
or wage payments have been made in 
contravention of the act, the authority 
to impose sanctions and the authority 
to certify the amount determined to any 
executive department or other agency 
of the Federal Government, are hereby 
delegated to the Director of Labor, War 
Food Administration, who is hereby au¬ 
thorized to redelegate any such powers 
to employees of the War Food Admin¬ 
istration. The Director shall be assisted 
in the administration of the program for 
the stabilization of salaries and wages 
of agricultural labor by such employees 
of the War Food Administration as he 
may designate, and such designated em¬ 
ployees are hereby authorized to assist 
in the administration of such program. 
(Issued Jan. 17, 1944, amended Oct. 3, 
1944. and as currently amended.) 

§ 1100.3 Jurisdiction. Under the gen¬ 
eral regulations, the Administrator has 
the authority to determine whether sal¬ 
ary or wage payments to agricultural 
labor are made in contravention of the 
act. Such authority does not include 
determinations with respect to salaries 
over $5,000.00 per annum. Thus, where 
salary payments are at a rate computed 
on an annual basis of more than $5,000.00 
per annum, jurisdiction over such salaries 
is with the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. However, increases in bonuses 
or other forms of additional compensa¬ 
tion, where the salary payments are at 
a rate computed on an annual basis of 
$5,000 or less, and increases in such salary 
payments which have the effect of rais¬ 
ing them from below $5,000 per annum 
to more than $5,000 per annum, are 
within the jurisdiction of the Adminis¬ 
trator. 

Nothing contained in this part shall 
be construed to affect any jurisdiction 
which the National War Labor Board 
may have by virtue of the War Labor 
Disputes Act of 1943 (57 Stat. 163) and 
Executive Order No. 9017 (3 CFR, Cum. 
Supp. 1075) as extended by section 1, 
Title III of Executive Order No. 9250 (3 
CFR Cum. Supp. 1214). However, no 
person, including any Federal, State, or 
other Governmental agency, or any offi¬ 
cer thereof, shall have authority to over¬ 
rule, amend, change, or modify, directly 
or indirectly, any supplement to the 
specific wage ceiling regulations issued 
by the Administrator pursuant to § 4001.7 
of the general regulations and as de¬ 
scribed in § 1100.7 hereof. (Issued Jan. 
17, 1944, amended Oct. 3, 1944, and as 
currently amended.) 

§ 1100.4 Wage boards. From time to 
time the Director may establish wage 
boards for the various States. Such 
boards shall be known as State WFA 
Wage Boards. Such boards as have 
heretofore been established shall con¬ 
tinue to function under this part and the 
specific wage ceiling regulations de¬ 
scribed in § 1100.7 hereof. The person¬ 
nel of such boards shall be appointed by 
the Director, and shall be persons whom 
the Director determines to be qualified 
to perform the functions of the board. 


The Director, in his discretion, is author¬ 
ized to appoint alternates, to fill vacan¬ 
cies, and to remove and replace mem¬ 
bers of such boards. Such boards are 
hereby authorized to hold public hear¬ 
ings in order to recommend to the Ad¬ 
ministrator areas, crops, classes of em¬ 
ployers, or otherwise, for which wage 
rates should be established as authorized 
in § 4001.7 of the general regulations. 
Such boards shall have the authority to 
hold hearings in order that the Admin¬ 
istrator may determine whether there 
have been violations of this part or of 
specific wage ceiling regulations and 
supplements thereto issued by the Ad¬ 
ministrator. Such boards may, in the 
discretion of the Director, be given au¬ 
thority to pass upon applications for 
increases or decreases in wages or sal¬ 
aries of agricultural labor in their States 
in accordance with the provisions of 
this part. Such boards may exercise 
such further functions as the Adminis¬ 
trator or the Director may prescribe. 
Alternate members of a wage board may, 
when acting, perform all the functions 
of the regular members of the board. 
(Issued Jan. 17. 1944, amended Oct. 3. 
1944, and as currently amended.) 

§ 1100.5 Interpretation of the term 
“agricultural labor.” The meaning of 
the term “agricultural labor” as used in 
the general regulations and this part is 
not free from difficulty in its application 
to specific cases. While the definition in 
the general regulations and this part will 
enable those affected to determine then- 
status in the vast majority of cases, there 
are always borderline cases which may 
leave affected persons in doubt. The 
War Food Administrator is authorized 
by § 4001.1 (1> of the general regulations 
to issue such interpretations of the defi¬ 
nition of “agricultural labor” as he finds 
necessary. It is the purpose of this in¬ 
terpretation to clarify such borderline 
cases insofar as experience to date will 
permit. The situations covered below 
will constitute or will not constitute agri¬ 
cultural labor as the case may be, for 
the purpose of this part. However, the 
Administrator may supplement this in¬ 
terpretation from time to time, as more 
specific cases are brought to his atten¬ 
tion, and reserves the right to determine 
in specific cases whether employees are 
employed in agricultural labor. 

Employees engaged in the following 
described operations are agricultural 
labor for the purpose of the general reg¬ 
ulations and this part, unless otherwise 
herein specifically stated to the con¬ 
trary i 

(a) Cultivation and tillage of the soil. 
Preparation of a suitable seedbed; elimi¬ 
nation of competing weed growth, and 
improvement of physical condition of 
the soil. Includes services performed in 
connection with the operation of main¬ 
tenance of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or 
waterways used exclusively for supply¬ 
ing and storing water for farm pui - 
poses. 

(b) Dairying. Milking of cows or 
goats, putting the milk into tins, cool¬ 
ing it, and storing it on the farm. If 
the milk is obtained from the employer’s 
cows or goats, his employees engaged 
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in operations such as separating the 
cream from the milk, bottling such 
cream or milk or making butter and 
cheese out of such milk and cream, are 
agricultural labor. (Issued Jan. 17,1944, 
and as amended Oct. 3. 1944.) 

(c) Production, cultivation, growing , 
harvesting of agricultural or horticul- 
tural commodities. Includes all custo¬ 
mary operations in connection with the 
raising of any agricultural or horticul¬ 
tural commodity, and all operations cus¬ 
tomarily performed in connection with 
the removal of such commodities from 
the place where they are grown. See 
also paragraph (g) (1) hereof. 

Agricultural or horticultural commodi¬ 
ties include grains, forage crops, fruits, 
vegetables, nuts, sugar crops, fiber crops, 
tobacco, nursery products, and eggs. 

Employees engaged in growing or har¬ 
vesting agricultural commodities are ag¬ 
ricultural labor, even though the com¬ 
modities are raised in a greenhouse, nurs¬ 
ery, enclosed shed, or hotbed. (As issued 
Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(d) Raising of livestock. Includes the 
breeding, feeding, and general care of 
the following animals among others: 
cattle, sheep, swine, horses, mules, jack¬ 
asses, or goats. It does not include any 
labor employed at stockyards. (As is¬ 
sued Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(e) Raising of bees. Includes all ac¬ 
tivities customarily performed in con¬ 
nection with the handling and keeping 
of bees, including treatment of disease, 
and the raising of queens. (As issued 
Jan. 17, 1944.) 

(f) Raising poultry. Includes the 
breeding, hatching, feeding and general 
care of poultry, whether such activities 
are performed on a farm, in hatcheries 
or elsewhere. The word “poultry” in¬ 
cludes domestic fowl and game birds. 
(Issued Jan. 17, 1944, and as amended 
Oct. 3, 1944.) 

(g) Miscellaneous situations. (1) Em¬ 
ployees engaged in packing, or other 
preparation of agricultural commodities 
for market, delivery of such commodi¬ 
ties to storage or market, or to a carrier 
for transportation to market, generally 
are not agricultural labor. However, if 
an employee is engaged primarily in an 
occupation that is classified in this part 
as agricultural labor, and incidentally 
aids in packing, or otherwise preparing 
agricultural commodities for market, de¬ 
livery of such commodities to storage or 
market or to a carrier for transportation 
to market, and such commodities are 
produced by the employer who has em¬ 
ployed him for his primary occupation, 
such an employee shall be considered ag¬ 
ricultural labor: Provided , however, That 
such an employee shall not be considered 
to be employed in agricultural labor to 
the extent that he works in a packing 
shed or other establishment preparing 
agricultural commodities for market 
which employs more than eight employ¬ 
ees in packing or other preparation of 
agricultural commodities for market, 
even though such employees are working 
on a commodity produced exclusively on 
the farm and even though the shed is 
located at the situs of the farming op¬ 
erations. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944, and as 
amended Oct. 3, 1944.) 


(2) Employees who are agricultural 
labor as defined herein will continue to 
remain in that status, even though they 
are employed in forestry and lumber op¬ 
erations, so long as the operations consti¬ 
tute a subordinate and established part 
of the employer's farm activities. Em¬ 
ployees engaged totally or a majority of 
their time in such operations are not 
agricultural labor, even though their em¬ 
ployer also conducts farm operations 
which are classified herein as agricul¬ 
tural. If the employer is engaged in 
lumbering operations on logs or timber 
grown on other farms as well as his own, 
his employees engaged in such operations 
are not agricultural labor. Logging or 
sawmill operations performed by em¬ 
ployees of persons other than the oper¬ 
ator of the farm are not agricultural 
labor. (As issued Jan. 17,1944.) 

(3) Clerical help, mechanics, mainte¬ 
nance workers, and night watchmen are 
agricultural labor when they are directly 
employed to aid in farming operations. 
(This does not include independent con¬ 
tractors, or their employees, who are en¬ 
gaged in performing any of the above 
types of work.) Such persons are not to 
be considered agricultural labor when 
they work at an establishment which is 
not located at the site of the farming 
operations. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944, and 
as amended Oct. 3, 1944.) 

<4) Farm managers or farm superin¬ 
tendents who spend a majority of their 
time engaged in or directly supervising 
agricultural activities as described in par¬ 
agraphs (a), (b), (c), (d>, <e). and (f) 
herein are agricultural labor. However, 
such persons are not agricultural labor 
if they are employed by independent 
contractors. (As issued Oct. 3, 1944.) 

(5) The raising of fur-bearing animals 
is not included in the definition of agri¬ 
cultural labor, and employees engaged 
in raising such animals are not agricul¬ 
tural labor, as that term is used in the 
general regulations and this part. (As 
issued Jan. 17, 1944.) 

§ 1100.6 Applicable to employers of a 
single employee. Section 4001.16 of the 
general regulations is not applicable to 
agricultural labor and employers of ag¬ 
ricultural labor are subect to the provi¬ 
sions of the act, the general regulations, 
this part, or other orders, rulings, and 
regulations promulgated under the act, 
irrespective of the number of employees 
which they employ. (As issued Jan. 17, 
1944.) 

§ 1100.7 Specific wage ceiling regula¬ 
tions. In accordance with the provisions 
of § 4001.7 of the general regulations, 
increases may be made in salary and 
w r age payments to agricultural labor, so 
long as such payments are not more than 
$2,400.00 per annum, without the prior 
approval of the Administrator. How¬ 
ever, the Administrator has authority 
under the provisions of that section to 
determine that, with respect to areas, 
crops, classes of employers, or otherwise, 
such increases or payments may no long¬ 
er be made without the approval of the 
Administrator. Specific wage ceiling 
regulations have been issued by the Ad¬ 
ministrator (9 F.R. 831, 12807, 14206, 10 
F.R. 3177, 3518) and with respect to the 


wages and salaries of certain employees 
engaged in working upon particular 
crops in designated areas, supplements 
to this part have been issued adapted to 
the particular crop and area. From time 
to time the Administrator may issue 
other supplements, relating to particular 
areas, crops, classes of employers, or oth¬ 
erwise. Nothing in this part is to be 
taken as superseding or amending such 
specific wage ceiling regulations or any 
supplement thereto which has already 
been issued, and nothing in any supple¬ 
ment issued hereafter shall be taken to 
supersede or amend this part unless so 
specifically stated in the supplement to 
the specific wage ceiling regulations. 
(Issued January 17,1944, amended Octo¬ 
ber 3, 1944. and as currently amended.) 

§ 1100.8 Procedure for recommending 
establishment of wage ceilings. When¬ 
ever it is directed by the Administrator 
or the Director a wage board shall, and 
upon its initiative may, hold a public 
hearing for the purpose of determining 
whether a majority of the producers of 
a commodity in a particular area par¬ 
ticipating in such hearing desire the in¬ 
tervention of the Administrator and for 
the purpose of aiding the Administrator 
in establishing a supplement to the spe¬ 
cific wage ceiling regulations as described 
in § 1100.7 hereof: Provided, That a wage 
board will not recommend a particular 
supplement to the specific wage ceiling 
regulations to the Administrator unless a 
majority of the producers of the com¬ 
modity covered thereby within the area 
affected attending such hearing request 
the intervention of the Administrator: 
And provided, further, That if the wage 
board is of the opinion that such ma¬ 
jority is not representative of the entire 
group of producers of such commodity in 
the area affected the wage board may 
withhold its recommendation for the es¬ 
tablishing of a wage ceiling until it can 
be ascertained that a majority of pro¬ 
ducers participating in a referendum 
conducted by the wage board for that 
purpose request the intervention of the 
Administrator. 

For the purpose of such a hearing a 
member of the staff of the Office of Labor 
may be appointed to sit as a non-voting 
member of the board. The board shall 
give public notice of such hearing at 
least three days prior to the hearing. 
Such notice shall contain the time and 
place of the hearing, the crop or crops 
to be affected, the area and type of work 
involved. Such public notice shall be 
given by posting in prominent places in 
the area to be affected, and in news 
stories or by paid advertisements in local 
newspapers of general circulation. The 
hearing shall be conducted by two or 
more members of the board as the board 
shall direct. The hearing shall be in¬ 
formal. Testimony shall be taken con¬ 
cerning the type of w T ork to be controlled, 
the exact areas to be subject to control, 
the crop or crops to be affected, the wage 
rates paid, and all related matters rela¬ 
tive to the establishment of a wage cell¬ 
ing. All interested persons may appear 
and testify. A transcript of the record 
shall be made. The presiding officer 
shall open the hearing with a statement 
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of its purpose and the rules which will 
govern. As soon as possible after the 
hearing is concluded, the board shall pre¬ 
pare its recommendations (which must 
be approved by at least a majority of the 
board) as to the types of employment, 
wage rates to be paid, crop or crops to 
be affected, the extent of the area to be 
subject to control, and other related mat¬ 
ters. and forward to the Administrator 
the report together with the transcript 
of the hearing and a record showing that 
a majority of the producers participating 
in the referendum or meeting request 
the intervention of the Administrator. 
Neither the testimony received nor the 
recommendations of the board are bind¬ 
ing upon the Administrator in establish¬ 
ing a supplement to the specific wage 
ceiling regulations. Any interested per¬ 
son may file a petition for reconsidera¬ 
tion of a supplement to the specific wage 
ceiling regulations with the wage board 
administering the regulations or with 
the Administrator. If such petition is 
filed with a wage board, such board shall 
forward the petition together with its 
recommendations to the Administrator. 
(Issued January 17, 1944, amended June 
1, 1944, July 1, 1944, August 8. 1944, 
October 3, 1944, and as currently 

amended.) 

§ 1100.9 Salary or wage control —(a) 
Scope of Administrator’s authority. The 
Administrator has jurisdiction over all 
wages of agricultural labor and over the 
salaries of agricultural labor of $5,000.00 
per annum or less. As provided in 
§ 1100.3 hereof, increases in salary pay¬ 
ments which have the effect of raising 
salaries from below $5,000.00 per annum 
to more than $5,000.00 per annum are 
also within the jurisdiction of the Ad¬ 
ministrator. 

Salaries and wages may be increased 
up to $2,400.00 per annum without the 
approval of the Administrator unless the 
Administrator has issued a supplement 
to the specific wage ceiling regulations, 
in which event salaries or wages may not 
exceed the maximum rates set forth in 
any such supplement. No increases shall 
be made in salary or wage payments to 
agricultural labor which are $2,400.00 
per annum or more, or which will raise 
salary or wage payments to more than 
$2,400.00 per annum without the prior 
approval of the Administrator. (Issued 
Jan. 17, 1944, amended June 1. 1944, and 
Oct. 3, 1944. and as currently amended.) 

(b) Equivalent rates. Section 4001.7 
of the general regulations provides that 
“the phrase ‘$2,400.00 per annum’ shall 
mean $200.00 a month or the equivalent 
weekly, hourly, piece-work rate or com¬ 
parable basis.” 

Difficulties may arise in computing the 
salary or wage rates equivalent to 
$2,400.00 per annum or $200.00 per 
month for employees who are hired for 
short-term seasonal work of less than a 
month duration and when employees are 
paid on a weekly, hourly, daily, piece¬ 
work rate or comparable basis. For the 
benefit of employers and to facilitate a 
uniform administration of the salary 
and wage stabilization program the Ad¬ 
ministrator will from time to time pub¬ 
lish weekly, hourly, daily, or piece-work 


rates or rates for a comparable basis, for 
a given area or for a specific crop, which 
the Administrator determines to be 
equivalent to a salary of $200.00 per 
month and such rates shall appear in the 
appendix to this part and shall be 
deemed a part hereof. Employers shall 
not pay a salary or wage rate in excess 
of such fixed equivalent rates without the 
prior approval of the Administrator, ex¬ 
cept as provided in § 1100.10. 

In every instance employers should ex¬ 
amine the rates published in the appen¬ 
dix hereto and be governed thereby. If 
such fixed rates are not applicable to the 
particular crop or area in which the in¬ 
dividual employer is interested, that em¬ 
ployer has the responsibility of prede¬ 
termining the equivalent salary and 
wage rates. Such a determination may 
be influenced by the work experience of 
the individual employer and other fac¬ 
tors which control the normal work day. 

In most instances whether or not a 
wage rate is equivalent to the rate of 
$200.00 per month can be calculated by 
an employer in the following manner: 

(1) For daily rates. Multiply the rate 
of compensation the employer proposes 
to pay per day by the customary num¬ 
ber of days normally worked per month 
by employees in the area. 

(2) For hourly rates. Multiply the 
rate of compensation the employer pro¬ 
poses to pay per hour by the customary 
number of hours per day the employee 
will normally work; then multiply the 
total daily earnings so determined, by 
the customary number of days normally 
worked per month by employees in the 
area to arrive at the total monthly wage. 

(3) Piece-work rate . Compute first the 
equivalent hourly rate as prescribed in 
subparagraph (2) hereof, then determine 
the number of units an employee of aver¬ 
age skill and speed (engaged in the par¬ 
ticular work) would ordinarily turn out 
if he were working at the customary rate 
of speed for hourly work; once the num¬ 
ber of units per hour has been determined 
divide the hourly wage rate by that num¬ 
ber of units and the result will be the 
equivalent piece-work rate. 

(4) Short-term employment. In de¬ 
termining equivalent rates for short¬ 
term seasonal operations which require 
employment of less than one month, or 
for employees who do not work the nor¬ 
mal number of days per month, whether 
payment is made on a weekly, daily, 
hourly or piece-work basis, consideration 
shall be given to the normal length work¬ 
day as well as the normal number of 
work-days per month generally worked 
by employees in the area. The wage rate 
for short-term employment and for em¬ 
ployees who do not work the normal 
number of days per month shall not ex¬ 
ceed the rate which could be paid under 
this part if the employee had worked the 
normal length workday for the cus¬ 
tomary number of days normally worked 
per month by employees in the area ir¬ 
respective of the fact that the particular 
operation does not continue for a month 
or irrespective of the fact that the em¬ 
ployee does not work the normal number 
of days per month. (Currently added) 

§ 1100.10 Salary or wage increases — 
(a) Rates requiring approval. No in¬ 


crease in salary or wage payments may 
be made to employees engaged in agri¬ 
cultural labor who on December 9, 1943, 
received such payments at the rate of 
$2,400.00 per annum or more, or when 
the effect of the increase will be to in¬ 
crease salary or wage payments to a rate 
in excess of $2,400.00 per annum, with¬ 
out the prior approval of the Adminis¬ 
trator. It makes no difference whether 
the salary or wage increase is accom-* 
plished by salary or wage increases per 
se, or by means of bonuses or other forms 
of additional compensation. All such 
payments which will have the effect of 
raising the earnings of an employee who 
earns $2,400.00 per annum or more, or ofc 
raising the earnings of the employee to 
more than $2,400.00 per annum must be 
approved to be lawful. 

When a supplement to the specific 
wage ceiling regulations relating to an 
area, crop, class of employer, or other¬ 
wise, is issued, as described in § 1100.7 
hereof, no payments above the rates de¬ 
scribed in such supplement may be made 
without the prior approval of the Ad¬ 
ministrator: Provided, That, if an em¬ 
ployer was paying a particular employee 
doing the same type of vrork at a higher 
wage or salary rate between January 1, 
1942 and September 15, 1942, such em¬ 
ployer may pay such employee at the 
wage or salary rate paid during that pe¬ 
riod. If approval of a wage or salary 
increase has been granted prior to the 
issuance of a supplement to the specific 
wage ceiling regulations relating to such 
an employee or group of employees, the 
supplement shall control. Payments 
may be made by those affected, up to and 
including the rates prescribed by such 
supplement without the approval of the 
Administrator. Except in those in¬ 
stances where a lower rate has been es¬ 
tablished by a supplement to the spe¬ 
cific wage ceiling regulations, no approv¬ 
al is required to increase salary or wage 
payments to agricultural labor up to 
$2,400.00 per annum ($200.00 per month). 

The existence of prior contracts for 
salary or wage payments or increases will 
not justify payments or increases with¬ 
out the prior approval of the Adminis¬ 
trator where such approval is required 
by these regulations or by any supple¬ 
ment to the specific wage ceiling regu¬ 
lations. 

Any increases in wage or salary pay¬ 
ments where approval is required will 
be in contravention of the act, if made 
without approval. Any increase will be 
lawful only from the date specified in 
the approval, if prior approval is re¬ 
quired. 

Nothing in this part is to be construed 
to prevent an increase, without prior 
approval, in the hours of employment or 
amount or volume of work performed on 
a piece rate basis. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944, 
amended June 1, 1944 and Oct. 3, 1944, 
and as currently amended.) 

(b) Conditional exceptions. Payments 
by the same employer of the same salary 
rates or wage rates for the same type of 
work for the similar period or season 
made lawfully between December 9, 1942 
and December 9,1943, may be made with¬ 
out approval of the Administrator, unless 
a supplement to the specific wage regula- 
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tions has established a salary or wage 
rate which is lower: Provided, however. 
That, the Administrator may cause an 
investigation to be made at any time 
and if it is found that the prevailing 
salary or wage rate paid between De¬ 
cember 9, 1S42 and December 9, 1943, in 
an area was less than the salary or wage 
rate being paid by any employer in the 
same area, the Administrator may re¬ 
quire the employer to furnish proof to 
establish that he lawfully paid the same 
salary or wage rates for the same type of 
work for a similar perior or season be¬ 
tween December 9,1942 and December 9. 
1943. In the event the employer is un¬ 
able to prove to the satisfaction of the 
Administrator that salary or wage pay¬ 
ments made by him during that period, 
in excess of $2,400.00 per annum were 
lawfully paid he shall be subject to the 
enforcement proceedings set forth herein 
and he may continue to pay salaries or 
wages at such higher rates only with the 
approval of the Administrator. In¬ 
creases in salary or wage rates to more 
than the rate of $2,400.00 or increases in 
such rates which are at a rate of $2,400.00 
or more per annum must be approved 
to be lawful. Nothing in this paragraph 
is to be construed as preventing the Ad¬ 
ministrator from investigating the sal¬ 
aries or wages paid by any individual 
employer or from causing appropriate 
enforcement action or actions to be in¬ 
stituted against any individual employer 
even though no determination of .the 
salaries or wages prevailing between De¬ 
cember 9.1942 and December 9, 1943 has 
been made. 

Payment of total compensation includ¬ 
ing bonuses, perquisites, and other addi¬ 
tional forms of compensation in the same 
amount or at the same rates as those 
made lawfully between December 9, 
1942 and December 9,1943, may be made 
without approval even though that com¬ 
pensation is more than $2,400.00 per 
annum. Bonus payments lawfully in ex¬ 
istence before December 9, 1943, based 
on a percentage of business or profits 
or other factor, may be paid without ap¬ 
proval regardless of the dollar amount 
of the bonus, as long as the basic salary 
or wage rate and the method of comput¬ 
ing the bonus are not changed, even 
though the total compensation is more 
than $2,400.00 per annum. A change 
from a salary to a commission basis of 
pay, however, or from a salary and bonus 
to a straight salary basis, requires prior 
approval. No change may be made in 
the method of payment which will have 
the effect of circumventing these regula¬ 
tions. (Issued June 1, 1944, amended 
Oct 1, 1944 and as currently amended.) 

(c) Overtime. Any increase in the 
rate of overtime or any payment of over¬ 
time where it was not the practice of 
the employer to pay overtime prior to 
December 9,1943, may not be made with¬ 
out prior approval of the Administra¬ 
tor. Lawful overtime payments need not 
be included in determining whether an 
employee receives “$2,400.00 per annum” 
but all other additional forms of com¬ 
pensation, such as bonuses, perquisites 
and the like must be included. (Issued 
Jan. 17, 1944, as amended Oct. 3. 1944.) 


(d) New job classifications. An em¬ 
ployer who has established a new job 
classification or who has begun business 
after December 9, 1943, must obtain ap¬ 
proval of the Administrator for the pay¬ 
ment of wages or salaries in excess of 
$2,400.00 per annum for such job clas¬ 
sification, or in such new business: Pro¬ 
vided, however, In the case of new em¬ 
ployees, if the w 7 age or salary rates in 
question are not in excess of the maxima 
of those prevailing for similar job clas¬ 
sifications within the employer's organi¬ 
zation, or if no such rates are available, 
then within the local area in the year 
preceding December 9, 1943, the ap¬ 
proval of the Administrator is not re¬ 
quired. An increase in the wage or sal¬ 
ary rate for job classifications estab¬ 
lished after December 9, 1943, where the 
rate of payment is $2,400.00 or more per 
annum or where the proposed increase 
will make the rate of payment more 
than $2,400.00 per annum, must have 
prior approval. No approval is neces¬ 
sary to employ additional persons at 
the same rate as that paid other em¬ 
ployees doing the same type of w T ork. 
Approval is not required to fill a va¬ 
cancy in a position as long as no greater 
payments are made to the new em¬ 
ployee hired to fill the vacancy than 
were paid to the employee who last pre¬ 
viously occupied the position except that 
this does not permit any payment to 
any employee greater than that estab¬ 
lished by a supplement to the specific 
wage ceiling regulations. (Issued June 
1. 1944, amended Oct. 3, 1944, and as 
currently amended.) 

(e) Adjustments. Adjustments in in¬ 
stances of promotions, reclassifications, 
merit increases and the like, may be 
made only with the approval of the Ad¬ 
ministrator, when such adjustments are 
w ith reference to wages or salaries which 
are at the rate of $2,400.00 or more per 
annum: Provided, however, That rea¬ 
sonable adjustments for the following 
purposes may be made without approval 
of the Administrator if made pursuant 
to a salary or wage or schedule sub¬ 
mitted to and approved by the Adminis¬ 
trator: 

(1) Individual promotions or reclas¬ 
sifications. 

(2) Individual merit increases within 
established wage or salary rate ranges. 

(3) Operation of an established plan 
of wage or salary increases based on 
length of service. 

(4) Increased productivity under in¬ 
centive plans. 

(5) Operation of a trainee system. 

(6) Such other reasons or circum¬ 
stances as may be prescribed in rules or 
regulations of the Administrator from 
time to time. 

Promotions and reclassifications for 
the purposes of the preceding paragraph 
comprehend only cases involving mate¬ 
rially increased responsibilities or a sub¬ 
stantial change in the nature of the work 
performed. Merit increases within a 
given salary range and Increases based 
upon length of service shall not exceed 
in frequency or in maximum amount the 
frequency or maximum amount given 
in such positions in that salary or wage 
range during a normal period, and there 
shall be no substantial increase in the 


average salary rate in any given job clas¬ 
sification range. (Issued June 1,1944, as 
amended Oct. 3, 1944, and as currently 
amended.) 

§ 11 CO. 11 How approval obtained. 
Approval for an increase in salary or 
wage payments when the employee, prior 
to the proposed increase, is receiving such 
payments in the amount of $2,400.00 per 
annum or more, or when the effect of 
the proposed increase will be to increase 
such payments to more than $2,400.00 
per annum, may be sought by sending an 
application for the approval of such in¬ 
crease to the Director, Office of Labor, 
War Pood Administration, Washington 
25, D. C.. or to the State WFA Wage 
Board in those States in which the au¬ 
thority to approve adustments pursuant 
to these regulations has been delegated. 
The burden of justifying an increase in 
salary or wage payments shall in every 
instance be upon the employer seeking to 
make such increase. Increases in such 
salary or wage payments will not be ap¬ 
proved except in the following cases: 

(a) Such adjustments as may be 
deemed proper and have not heretofore 
been made to compensate in accordance 
with the “Little Steel" formula as here¬ 
tofore defined by the National War La¬ 
bor Board, for the rise in the cost of liv¬ 
ing between January 1, 1941 and May 1. 
1942. 

(b) Salary and wage adjustment clear¬ 
ly necessary to adjust salaries or wages 
up to the minimum of the tested and 
going rates paid for the same work in the 
same or most nearly comparable areas 
in the same labor market, except in rare 
and unusual cases in which the critical 
needs of agricultural war production re¬ 
quire the setting of a salary or wage at 
some point above the minimum of the 
going salary or wage bracket. 

(c) Reasonable adjustments may be 
made in case of promotions, reclassifica¬ 
tions, merit increases, and incentive pay¬ 
ments: Provided, That such adjustments 
do not increase the level of production 
costs appreciably or furnish a basis either 
to increase prices or to resist otherwise 
justifiable reductions in prices. 

(d) Wage or salary adjustments may 
be made to correct inequalities between 
immediately inter-related job classifica¬ 
tions where such inequalities have arisen 
because of elimination of substandards 
of living or because of the applicability 
of the “Little Steel" formula, but only to 
the extent required to keep the minimum 
differentials necessary to maintain pro¬ 
ductive efficiency. Such adjustments 
are to be tapered off rigorously when ap¬ 
plied to higher job classifications. (Is¬ 
sued Jan. 17, 1944, amended June 1, 1944 
and Oct. 3, 1944.) 

§ 1100.12 Limitation on effect of in¬ 
creases. No increase in salary or wage 
payments which requires the approval 
of the Administrator shall furnish the 
basis either to increase prices or to resist 
otherwise justifiable reductions in prices, 
or furnish the basis for further wage or 
salary increases. (As issued Jan. 17, 
1944.) 

§ 1100.13 Salary or wage decreases. 

In the case of salary or wage payments 
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existing on December 9. 1943. by means 
of which an employee is paid $5,000.00 or 
less per annum for any particular work, 
the general rule is that no decrease can 
be made by an employer in such salary 
or wage rate below that paid for such 
work between January 1, 1942 and Sep¬ 
tember 15.1942. A decrease may be per¬ 
mitted. however, with the approval of the 
Administrator, in order to correct a gross 
inequity in any case or to aid in the ef¬ 
fective prosecution of the war. Where 
such decrease is permitted, the salary or 
wage rate may be reduced below the 
highest salary or wage rate paid for the 
work in question between January 1, 
1942 and September 15. 1942. Except as 
otherwise provided in this section, any 
decrease in such salary or wage rate shall 
be considered in contravention of the act 
if it is made prior to the approval thereof 
by the Administrator. Except as may be 
otherwise provided from time to time by 
the Administrator, an application for 
approval of any salary or wage decrease 
shall be filed in the same manner as in 
the case of an application for approval of 
a salary or wage increase. See § 1100.11. 

The Administrator’s approval is not re¬ 
quired. for example, in the following 
cases where salary or wage decreases are 
made: 

(a) The new salary or wage rate does 
not fall below the highest salary or wage 
rate existing between January 1, 1942 
and September 15, 1942 for the particu¬ 
lar work in question. 

(b) An employee has been demoted to 
a lower position than that filled by him 
between January 1. 1942 and September 
15. 1942 and the salary or wage rate for 
such lower position is not less than the 
highest salary or wage rate existing for 
that position during the same period. 

(c) An employee has been relieved of 
such specific duties and responsibilities 
as will justify the decrease. 

The words “for any particular work” 
in this § 1100.13 refer to the particular 
work of the particular employee and not 
to a particular type of work. 

If a supplement to the specific wage 
ceiling regulations as described in 
§ 1100.7 hereof has been issued which es¬ 
tablishes a lower salary or wage rate than 
that which an affected employee is re¬ 
ceiving, by contract or otherwise, the 
salary or wage payments of the em¬ 
ployee must be decreased to the salary or 
wage rate established by the supplement, 
and if an employer was paying a partic¬ 
ular employee doing the same type of 
work higher wages or salary payments 
between January 1. 1942 and September 
15, 1942, he shall pay no more than he 
paid during that period. No approval is 
required for such decreases. (Issued 
Jan. 17. 1944, amended June 1, 1944, Oct. 
3. 1944 and as currently amended.) 

§ 1100.14 Procedure lor determina¬ 
tion of violations —(a) Preliminary in¬ 
vestigation. Preliminary investigations 
of alleged unlawful salary or wage pay¬ 
ments shall be made by representatives 
of the Administrator. If the case is one 
to be handled by the Director the report 
of investigation shall be submitted to the 
Associate Soliictor in Charges of Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment, Crop Insurance, 


and Labor, for consideration. If the case 
is one to be handled by the State WFA 
Wage Board, the report of investigation 
shall be submitted to the Regional At¬ 
torney, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
within whose region the State involved 
lies, for consideration. The Associate 
Solicitor shall forward such reports as 
he receives, with his recommendations, 
to the Director. The Regional Attorneys 
shall forward such reports as they re¬ 
ceive, with their recommendations, to the 
wage board which has jurisdiction over 
the alleged violations. If after consid¬ 
eration of the report and the recom¬ 
mendations, the Director or the wage 
board, as the case may be, is of the opin¬ 
ion that there is reasonable cause to be¬ 
lieve that a violation has occurred, hear¬ 
ing proceedings shall be instituted. (Is¬ 
sued Jan. 17, 1944, and as currently 
amended.) 

(b) Authority to. hold hearings. Ail 
alleged violations will be handled by the 
Director for those States for which no 
State WFA Wage Board has been estab¬ 
lished, and by the State WFA Wage 
Board for those States for which wage 
boards have been established. The Di¬ 
rector or the wage boards may conduct 
hearings and shall prepare proposed 
findings of fact, conclusions of law, and 
recommended orders with respect to 
alleged violations. Where the hearing is 
conducted by a wage board, three mem¬ 
bers of the wage board shall constitute 
a quorum authorized to conduct such 
hearing, and the chairman of the wage 
board or temporary chairman in the 
absence of the regular chairman, shall 
act as presiding officer at the hearing, 
administer oaths and affirmations and 
rule on motions, requests, and on the 
admission and exclusion of evidence. 
The Director or the wage board, as the 
case may be, shall have authority to take 
all steps required by this section for the 
holding of hearings. (Issued Jan. 17. 
1944, amended June 1, 1944, and as cui- 
rently amended.) 

(c) Examiner. In the event the Di¬ 
rector or the wage board, as the case may 
be does not desire to conduct a hearing, 
the Director or wage board may order 
that such hearing shall be held before a 
person authorized to act as examiner, 
presiding officer, or referee by the desig¬ 
nation issued on October 25, 1943, en¬ 
titled “Designation of Persons to Hold 
Hearings, to Sign and Issue Subpoenas 
and Administer Oaths and Affirmations, 
(8 FR 14592) as amended. In those 
cases in which the Director or the wage 
board requires that a hearing shall be 
conducted by an authorized person, the 
Director or the wage board shall notify 
the Association Solicitor in Charge of 
Agricultural Adjustment, Crop Insur¬ 
ance, and Labor who shall assign an 
authorized person to preside at such 
hearings. The assigned person shall 
give notice of the hearing and shall take 
all other steps required by this section 
for the holding of hearings. (Issued 
Jan. 17, 1944, amended Oct. 3, 1944, and 
as currently amended.) 

(d) Notice. Notice of the hearing 
shall be served on the alleged violator by 
personal service or by registered mail not 
less than ten (10) days prior to the date 


of the hearing. Such notice shall set 
forth (1) the time and place of the hear¬ 
ing, (2) a citation of the regulations al¬ 
leged to have been violated, (3) a concise 
statement of the allegations of fact 
which constitute a basis for the proceed¬ 
ing, (4) a statement informing the al¬ 
leged violator that he may be represented 
by counsel at the hearing and will be 
given full opportunity to present written 
or oral testimony and to examine and 
cross-examine witnesses on all matters 
relating to the charges, and (5) a state¬ 
ment informing the alleged violator that 
failure to appear will neither preclude 
the Director, the wage board, or the ex¬ 
aminer from taking testimony, receiving 
proof and making findings and recom¬ 
mendations with respect to the charges, 
nor the Administrator or his authorized 
representative from making a determina¬ 
tion with respect thereto. (Issued Jan. 
17, 1944 and as currently amended.) 

(e) Consent order. At any time after 
the service of the notice, the Administra¬ 
tor. in his discretion, may allow the al¬ 
leged violator to consent to an order. 
In so consenting the alleged violator 
shall file for the record with the Director, 
the wage board, or the examiner a stip¬ 
ulation or statement in which he admits 
all of the facts, or at least the material 
facts, on which the charges against him 
are based and agrees that an order may 
be entered against him. Upon a record 
composed of the notice and the stipula¬ 
tion and agreement consenting to the or¬ 
der the Administrator may enter an ap¬ 
propriate order, which shall have the 
same force and effect as an order made 
after a hearing. The declination of the 
alleged violator to consent to an order 
will not affect or prejudice his rights or 
interests in any proceeding. (Currently 
added.) 

(f) Conduct of the hearing. The rules 
of evidence prevailing in courts of law 
and equity shall not be controlling. The 
test of admissibility shall be the reliabil¬ 
ity, relevancy, and probative force of the 
evidence offered. The hearing shall be 
held at the time scheduled and a deter¬ 
mination may be made by the Adminis¬ 
trator although the alleged violator fails 
to appear. 

All testimony shall be given under oath 
or affirmation and a written transcript 
of the hearing shall be made. 

The presiding officer shall afford rea¬ 
sonable opportunity for cross-examina¬ 
tion of the witnesses. At the close of the 
hearing, the presiding officer may, at his 
discretion, allow a short period for the 
presentation of oral argument, or for a 
summary of the facts disclosed at the 
hearing and, if he deems it advisable, 
may allow briefs to be filed within a pe¬ 
riod prescribed by him, not to exceed five 
(5) days. (Issued Jan. 17, 1944, and as 
currently amended.) 

(g) Findings and recommendations. 
Immediately following the hearing the 
Director, a majority of the members of 
the wage board who conducted the hear¬ 
ing, or the examiner, as the case may be, 
shall prepare proposed findings of fact, 
conclusions of law, and a recommended 
order and submit them, together with 
the transcript of the proceedings, to the 
Administrator. A copy of the proposed 
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findings of fact, conclusions of law and a 
recommended order shall be served on 
the alleged violator by registered mail, 
and he may within 10 days after the re¬ 
ceipt thereof file with the hearing clerk, 
Office of the Solicitor, United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Washington 25. 
D. C., exceptions or objections, in writ¬ 
ing, together with supporting briefs. 
After consideration of the record, includ¬ 
ing any exceptions or objections and 
briefs filed by the alleged violator, the 
Administrator shall determine whether 
the alleged violator has made wage or 
salary payments in contravention of the 
act and shall make appropriate findings 
and conclusions. A copy of such deter¬ 
mination and of such findings and con¬ 
clusions shall be served on the alleged 
violator by registered mail. (Issued Jan. 
17, 1944, amended June 1, 1944. Oct. 3, 
1944, and as currently amended.) 

<h) Petition for reconsideration. 
Within five (5) days after receipt of a 
copy of the Administrator’s determina¬ 
tion and findings and conclusions, the 
alleged violator may file with the Hear¬ 
ing Clerk, Office of the Solicitor, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington 25, D. C.. a petition for re¬ 
consideration of such determination. 
Such petition may be accompanied by 
any affidavits or briefs which the alleged 
violator desires to submit. Within a 
reasonable time after receiving such a 
request for reconsideration, the Admin¬ 
istrator shall affirm, modify, or reverse 
his original determination, or direct a 
further hearing to be held. Such further 
hearing shall follow the procedure pre¬ 
scribed for the original hearing. (Issued 
Jan. 17,1944, amended June 1, 1944, Oct. 
3. 1944 and as currently amended.) 

§ 1100.15 Effect of unlawful pay¬ 
ments —(a) Sarictions. In any c^se 
where the Administrator determines, 
under the procedure set forth herein, 
that a wage or salary has been paid or 
has accrued in contravention of the act, 
the entire amount of the wage or salary 
paid or accrued or a lesser amount as 
certified by the Administrator, shall be 
disregarded by any executive department 
or other agency of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, to which such certification is made, 
for the following purposes: 

(1) Determining costs or expenses of 
the employer for the purpose of any law 
or regulation, either heretofore or here¬ 
after enacted or promulgated, including 
the Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, 
as amended, or any maximum price 
regulation thereof. 

(2) Calculating deductions under the 
revenue laws of the United States: or 

(3) Determining costs or expenses 
under any contract made by or on be¬ 
half of the United States. 

A payment in contravention of the act 
may be disregarded for more than one 
of the foregoing purposes and the de¬ 
termination made by the Administrator 
shall be conclusive is every respect on 
the executive departments and agencies 
of the Federal Government which re¬ 
ceive such a certification. The Admin¬ 
istrator is authorized, under § 4001.15 of 
the general regulations, as amended 
November 30,1944 (9 F.R. 14547) to make 


such certification in the light of any 
extenuating circumstances found to be 
present in each case, and all other per¬ 
tinent considerations. (Issued Jan. 17, 
1944, and as currently amended.) 

(b) Criminal penalties . Any person 
whether an employer or employee who 
wilfully violates any provision of the act 
or of these regulations promulgated 
thereunder, shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be subject to a fine of not more 
than $1,000 or to imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. (Issued Jan. 17, 
1944 and as currently amended.) 

§ 1100.16 Inspection of records. 
Upon request of an authorized agent of 
the War Food Administrator, the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, or a State WFA 
Wage Board, any person, including an 
independent contractor, employing or 
paying agricultural labor shall make 
available for inspection and audit by 
such authorized agent all employment 
and wage records kept by such person, 
such inspection and audit to be made at 
a place designated by such authorized 
agent, unless such person prefers to have 
the audit and inspection made at such 
person’s place of business where such 
records are kept. (As issued Oct. 3. 
1944.) 

§ 1100.17 Evasions. The salary or 
wage limitations set forth in this part 
shall not be evaded either by direct or in¬ 
direct methods in connection with any 
contract of hire, offer, solicitation, or 
agreement for the payment of any agri¬ 
cultural labor coming within the provi¬ 
sions of this part, or by the payment, gift, 
or other compensation to any agricul¬ 
tural labor covered by these regulations, 
such compensation including, but not 
limited to wagers, bonuses, gifts, perqui¬ 
sites, excessive transportation allow¬ 
ances, salary, wage, allowance of pay¬ 
ment for not working, or payment for 
more volume or hours than those actu¬ 
ally worked. Nor shall any person either 
singly or in conjunction with others pay 
any agricultural labor any additional 
compensation of any kind whatsoever 
for performing work for which such em¬ 
ployee is receiving or will receive a salary 
or wage if such additional compensation 
will have the effect of increasing the to¬ 
tal compensation of such employee to 
more than is permitted by these regula¬ 
tions. (Issued October 3, 1944 and as 
currently amended.) 

§ 1100.18 Scope of regulations. The 
general regulations and this part shall 
apply only to salaries and wages paid for 
agricultural labor performed in any of 
the 48 states of the United States and the 
District of Columbia. (Issued October 
3, 1944 and as currently amended.) 

Effective date. This revision number 
2 of the Regulations Relative to Salaries 
and Wages of Agricultural Labor shall be 
effective on the 25th day of June 1945 at 
12:01 a. m., E. W. T., except that § 1100.8 
shall not become effective until the 1st 
day of July 1945,12:01 a. m., e. w. t.

The Great Northern Chair Company is 
an Illinois corporation, with its princi¬ 
pal place of business at 2500 Ogden Ave¬ 
nue, Chicago, Illinois, where it is engaged 
in the manufacture and crating of bent 
wood and metal furniture. It has failed 
to maintain accurate and complete rec¬ 
ords of its inventories of material and 
of the details of its transactions there¬ 
in in violation of Priorities Regulation 
No. 1. During the second, third and 
fourth calendar quarters of 1943 it con¬ 
sumed essential metal parts in the pro¬ 


duction of furniture, in the amount of 
$3,768 35 in excess of the quota of es¬ 
sential metal parts which it was per¬ 
mitted to consume during these quar¬ 
ters under the provisions of Limitation 
Order L-260, in wilful violation of that 
order. Through wilful violation of Lim¬ 
itation Order L-2S0. the company ob¬ 
tained an apparent quota for the use of 
wood under Limitation Order L-260-a 
which was greatly in excess of the quota 
of wood it would have been permitted 
to use had it conformed to the provisions 
of Limitation Order L-260. During the 
first, second and third calendar quarters 
of 1944 it used wood in the manufacture 
and crating of furniture in an amount 
of 178,983 board feet in excess of its ap¬ 
parent quota of wood under the provi¬ 
sions of Limitation Order L-260-a. in 
wilful vjplation of that order. 

These violations of orders and regula¬ 
tions of the War Production Board have 
diverted scarce materials to uses not au¬ 
thorized by the War Production Board.

PRODUCTION OF MEN’S COTTON WORK 

SOCKS IN THE THIRD QUARTER OF 1943 

The fulfillment of requirements for 
the defense of the United States has 
created a shortage in the supply of 
men's cotton work socks and of mate^_ 
rials and facilities used in the produc¬ 
tion of men’s cotton work socks for de¬ 
fense. for private account and for ex¬ 
port, and the following direction is 
deemed necessary and appropriate in 
the public interest and to promote the 
national defense: 

(a) Production quotas. Each person in 
the business of producing men’s cotton 
work socks who, in the third calendar quar¬ 
ter of 1943, produced any of the types of 
men’s cotton work socks listed in paragraph 

(b) below, shall produce in the third calen¬ 
dar quarter of 1945. at least as many dozens 
of each type as he produced in the corre¬ 
sponding calendar quarter of 1943. Produc¬ 
tion shall be maintained at such a rate that 
at least 25% of the quarterly quota will have 
been produced by the end of July and at 
least 60% by the end of August. Production 
of men’s cotton work socks on orders to or 
for the account of the United States Army or 
Navy or procurement agencies of the United 
States Government shall be included in com¬ 
puting these quotas. 

(b) Types of men's cotton work socks. 
The types of men’s cotton work socks covered 


by this direction are: Men’s cotton work 
socks with a finished weight of not less than 
one pound per dozen pairs, made of carded 
yarn in plain or two-tone colors, and with the 
body portion knit on one set of needles into 
plain flat knit fabric or on RI machines. 

(c) Any appeal from the provisions of this 

direction shall be made pursuant to the 
provisions of paragraph (g) (4) of Order 

M-328. 

(d) Each person covered by this direction 
may immediately apply an AA-3 rating to 
get up to 33%% of the year he needs to 
make the men’s cotton work socks required 
under this direction. This rating must be 
applied in the manner provided in Priorities 
Regulations 1 and 3. The following certifi¬ 
cation must be placed on all orders on which 
the rating is used: 

The undersigned purchaser hereby repre¬ 
sents to the seller and to the War Produc¬ 
tion Board that he is entitled to apply or 
extend the preference ratings Indicated op¬ 
posite the items shown on this order, and 
that such application or extension is in ac¬ 
cordance with Priorities Regulation 3 as 
amended, with the terms of which the un¬ 
dersigned is familiar. This rating is as¬ 
signed by Direction 17 to Order M-328.

Part 984— Lead 

(General Preference Order M-38. as Amended 
June 25. 1945 J 

The fulfillment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage in the supply of lead for de¬ 
fense for private account and for export; 
and the following order is deemed neces¬ 
sary and appropriate in the public in¬ 
terest and to promote the national de¬ 
fense: 

§ 984.1 General Preference Order M- 
(a) Scope of the order. This order 
controls generally the use of lead and 
lead products. Lead and lead products 
may be used only for the items and pur¬ 
poses set forth in the order. Other re¬ 
strictions may also be found in other or¬ 
ders of the War Production Board relat¬ 
ing to particular articles or parts. In 
such case the more restrictive provision 
governs. In no case shall any person use, 
purchase, sell, deliver or accept delivery 
of any lead in violation of this order. 

(b) Definitions. For the purpose of 
this order: 


(1) “Lead" means metallic lead, in¬ 
cluding any alloy containing 50% or more 
by weight of metallic lead. It includes 
soft and antimonial lead produced from 
foreign or domestic ores, scrap, drosses, 
or other lead bearing material, as well 
as scrap lead and alloys in which the 
lead content is 50% or more by weight. 

(2) “Lead product” means lead in the 
form of sheet, pipe, ingot, castings, and 
foil. 

(3) “Refiner” means any person who 
produces lead in refinery shapes, and in¬ 
cludes any person who has such lead pro¬ 
duced for him under toll agreement. 

(4) “Dealer” means any person who 
procures lead either by importing or from 
domestic sources for sale or resale with¬ 
out change in form, whether or not such 
person receives title to or physical de¬ 
livery of the material, and includes sell¬ 
ing agents, warehousemen, and brokers. 

(5) “Military order” means a specific 
contract or sub-contract necessitating 
the use of lead or lead products in the 
manufacture of any product, or any 
component to be physically incorporated 
into such products, produced for or for 
the account of the Army or Navy of the 
United States, Maritime Commission, 
War Shipping Administration, Veterans 

i Administration or Office of Scientific Re¬ 
search and Development. 

(6) “Implement of war” means com¬ 
bat end products, complete for tactical 
operations (including, but not limited to, 
aircraft, ammunition, armaments, weap¬ 
ons, ships, tanks, military vehicles and 
radio and radar equipment), and any 
parts, assemblies or materials to be in¬ 
corporated in any of the foregoing items. 
This term does not include facilities or 
equipment used to manufacture the fore¬ 
going items. 

(7) “Use” means to melt, form or al¬ 
loy lead for introduction into an end 
product or a component thereof. 

(8) “Item” means any article or com¬ 
ponent thereof. 

(c) Prohibitions on use. On and after 
April 1, 1945, no person shall use lead or 
lead products except for the items and 
purposes and subject to the qualifications 
set forth in List I of this order, and then 
only to the extent necessary to meet 
applicable specifications or for the proper 
service performance of the end product 
or where the use of any less criticaLma- 
terial is impracticable or when satisfac¬ 
tory substitutes are prohibited in other 
War Production Board orders. 

(d) Special directions. The War Pro¬ 
duction Board may at any time issue spe¬ 
cial directions to any person respecting 
the production, distribution, delivery, or 
acceptance of delivery of lead. 

(e) lead from Metals Reserve Com¬ 
pany. Any person unable to obtain pig 
lead from the regular sources of supply 
and wishing to procure pig lead from the 
Metals Reserve Company must make ap¬ 
plication in writing to the War Produc¬ 
tion Board on Form WPB-95, not later 
than the 20th of the month preceding 
that of shipment. 

(f) Inventory restrictions. No per¬ 
son shall knowingly deliver to any per¬ 
son and no person shall accept delivery 
of any quantity of pig lead if the total 
inventory of pig lead in the hands of the 
person accepting delivery is, or by vir- 
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tue of the acceptance will become, in 
excess of his reasonable anticipated re¬ 
quirements for permissible uses in the 
next 45 days (except where a minimum 
carload quantity requested by Office of 
Defense Transportation exceeds these 
restrictions). The restrictions of this 
paragraph do not apply to a refiner, 
dealer, or scrap dealer. 

(g) rDeleted May 1, 1945] 

(h) Restrictions on sales and deliv¬ 
eries of lead. No person shall sell or 
deliver any lead to any person if he 
knows, or has reason to believe, such ma¬ 
terial is to be used in violation of the 
terms of this order. 

(i) Appeals. Any appeal from the re¬ 
strictions of this order must be by letter 
in triplicate, referring to the particular 
provision appealed from and stating fully 
the grounds for the appeal, and filed with 
the field office of the War Production 
Board for the district in which is located 
the plant or branch of the appellant to 
which the appeal relates. The appeal 
shall contain the following information: 

(1) Product in which the lead will be 
used. 

(2) Period of time, not exceeding one 
calendar quarter for which relief is re¬ 
quested. 

(3) Monthly schedule of amount of 
lead to be used. 

(4) Prime contract numbers on mili¬ 
tary orders. 

(5) If the appeal is filed because the 
restrictions on use of lead will prevent 
the filling of non-military orders of ex¬ 
treme urgency, give exact information 
as to the use of the product in which the 
lead is used. 

(6) Why other less critical materials 
cannot be used. 

(7) Any other information pertinent 
to the appeal. 

Attention is called to the requirement 
of Priorities Regulation No. 16 with re¬ 
spect to the statement of manpower re¬ 
quirements which must be submitted 
with any appeal. 

(j) Priorities Regulation No. 25. Re¬ 
quests for exceptions from the restric¬ 
tions of this order may not be made 
under the provisions of Priorities Regu¬ 
lation No. 25. The use of lead for pro¬ 
duction authorized under Priorities 
Regulation No. 25 prior to January 1, 
1945, will be subject to the restrictions 
of this order. 

(k) Records. All persons affected by 
this order must maintain accurate and 
complete records of all transactions as 
required by Priorities Regulation No. 1, 
944.15. Such records must include com¬ 
plete statements of the amounts of lead 
consumed for the items specified in this 
order, and the amount of inventory on 
hand. 

(l) Required reports. (1) On or be¬ 
fore the 20th day of each calendar month 
each person who purchased or contained 
10 tons or more of lead during the pre¬ 
ceding calendar month, or had in his 
possession or under his control 20 tons 
or more of lead, shall report such pur¬ 
chases, consumption and stocks on hand 
at the end of the preceding month to the 
War Production Board on Form WPB- 
95. 

(2) The War Production Board may 
from time to time issue special directions 


requiring any refiner or dealer to file a 
report showing a schedule of his pro¬ 
posed deliveries of lead. 

(3) All persons affected by this order 
shall execute and file with the War Pro¬ 
duction Board such other reports as may 
be required subject to the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget. 

(4) The reporting and record-keeping 
provisions of this order have been ap¬ 
proved by the Bureau of the Budget in 
accordance with the Federal Reports Act 
of 1942. 

(m) Violations. Any person, who wil¬ 
fully violates any provision of this order 
or who. in connection with this order, 
wilfully conceals a materia] fact or fur¬ 
nishes false information to any depart¬ 
ment or agency of the United States is 
guilty of a crime, and upon conviction 
may be punished by fine or imprison¬ 
ment. In addition, any such person may 
be prohibited from making or obtaining 
further deliveries of, or from processing 
or using, material under priority control 
and may be deprived of priorities 
assistance. 

(n) Communications of the War Pro¬ 
duction Board. All communications and 
reports dealing with this order shall be 
addressed to: War Production Board, 
Tin, Lead and Zinc Division, Washington 
25, D. C., Ref.

§ 3293.1071 Schedule 71 to General 
Allocation Order M-300 —(a) Definitions. 
For the purpose of this schedule: 

(1) “Ethyl alcohol” means the product 
of that name, from whatever source de¬ 
rived. The term includes mixtures of 
ethyl alcohol and denaturants, including 
the product known as “proprietary sol¬ 
vent.” The term does not include ethyl 
alcohol which has been tax paid for bev¬ 
erage purposes, nor does the term Include 
ethyl alcohol imported into the con¬ 
tinental United States unless it was im¬ 
ported tax free for industrial purposes 
under section 3125 of the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Code.

(2) “Anti-freeze” means any mixture 
containing ethyl alcohol, which mixture 
is designed and intended for use, with¬ 
out further processing, to depress the 
freezing point of coolant water in in¬ 
ternal combustion engines. 

(3) “Producer” means any person en¬ 
gaged in the production of ethyl alco¬ 
hol under an industrial alcohol permit is¬ 
sued by the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
and includes any importer and any per¬ 
son who has ethyl alcohol produced for 
him pursuant to toll agreement. 

(4) “Distributor” means any person 
who has purchased or purchases ethyl al¬ 
cohol for purposes of resale. 

(5) “Supplier” means a producer or a 
distributor, as defined in this schedule. 
This definition of supplier is different 
from the term as defined and used in the 
text of Order M-300 and the other sched¬ 
ules under M-300, This definition gov¬ 
erns with respect to ethyl alcohol. 

(b) General provisions. Ethyl alco¬ 
hol is subject to the provisions of Gen¬ 
eral Allocation Order M-300 as an Ap¬ 
pendix C material. The initial alloca¬ 
tion date is October 1, 1943 when ethyl 
alcohol first became subject to alloca¬ 
tion under Order M-30. As of midnight, 
December 31, 1944, Order M-30 will be 
revoked. Beginning January 1,1945, the 
allocation period under this schedule is 
the calendar month, which represents a 
different period than that covered by al¬ 
locations under Order M-30. 

(1) Beginning January 1, 1945, the 
small order exemption per person per 
month is 54 gallons regardless of the 
type of ethyl alcohol involved. This in¬ 
cludes proprietary solvents. 

(2) Persons ordering more than the 
small order exemption, but not more 
than 3500 gallons from all suppliers, for 
delivery in any calendar month, must 
furnish their suppliers with the use cer¬ 
tificate referred to in paragraph (h) of 
this schedule. There is one exception to 
this rule however. Distributors operat¬ 
ing under paragraph (f) (1) of this 
schedule must furnish their suppliers 
with the distributor’s certificate referred 
to in paragraph (i) of this schedule. 

(3) Persons ordering more than 3500 
gallons in the aggregate from all sup¬ 
pliers, for delivery in any calendar 
month, must obtain authorization in the 
way described in paragraph (g) of this 
schedule. 

(4) Suppliers must apply for author¬ 
ization on Form WPB-2947 before mak¬ 
ing any deliveries. However, distributors 
operating under paragraphs (f) (1) and 
(2) of this schedule are exempt from the 
filing of Form WPB-2947. 

(c) Transition to M-300. Regular and 
interim allocations of ethyl alcohol is¬ 
sued under Order M-30, are effective un¬ 
til midnight, December 31, 1944. Appli¬ 
cations for permission to deliver, accept 
delivery of or use ethyl alcohol on and 
affler January 1, 1945, shall be filed in 
accordance with instructions in para¬ 
graphs (e) and (g) of this schedule. 

(d) Special provisions —(1) Tax pay¬ 
ment, and deliveries in bond, for bever¬ 
age purposes. Any person may tax pay 
for beverage purposes, and any producer 
may deliver in bond, to any person au¬ 
thorized under the rules and regulations 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue to 
receive ethyl alcohol in bond for the pur- 
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pose of tax paying the same for beverage 
purposes, only such quantity of ethyl 
alcohol as is authorized by War Produc¬ 
tion Board pursuant to application of 
the original producer, made by letter ad¬ 
dressed to the War Production Board, 
Chemicals Bureau, Washington 25, D. C. 

(2) Acceptance of delivery in bond for 
beverage purposes. Any person may ac¬ 
cept delivery of ethyl alcohol in bond for 
the purpose of tax paying the same for 
beverage purposes if that person is au¬ 
thorized to do so under the rules and 
regulations of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. 

(3) Transactions outside the United 
States. This order does not apply to de¬ 
liveries of ethyl alcohol which are both 
made and received outside of the forty- 
eight states and the District of Colum¬ 
bia, or to the use of ethyl alcohol out¬ 
side such states and District. 

(4) Restrictions on rubbing alcohol. 
No person shall deliver ethyl alcohol or 
any compound or preparation contain¬ 
ing ethyl alcohol for use as rubbing alco¬ 
hol or for the manufacture of any rub¬ 
bing alcohol compound or preparation, 
except to: 

(i) A hospital or scientific institution 
holding a permit issued by the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue permitting it to receive 
undenatured alcohol tax free; 

(ii) Licensed physicians, dentists and 
veterinarians; 

(iii) Holders of written prescriptions 
or orders of licensed physicians, dentists 
or veterinarians; 

(iv) Wholesale or retail druggists for 
resale only to the persons described in 
subdivisions (i) to (iv), inclusive, of 
this paragraph (d) (4). 

(v) Manufacturers of rubbing alcohol 
compound or preparation, or packagers 
or bottlers of any such compound or 
preparation for resale only to the per¬ 
sons described in subdivisions (i) to (iv), 
inclusive, above. 

(5) Manufacture and distribution of 
anti-freeze . (iT Effective midnight, De¬ 
cember 31, 1944, Order L-51 will be re¬ 
voked. All authorizations issued on Form 
WPB-1069 pursuant to Order L-51 to 
manufacture anti-freeze, remain effec¬ 
tive until March 31, 1945. All directives 
to deliver anti-freeze, issued pursuant to 
Order L-51 remain effective until March 
31, 1945, unless otherwise directed pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (d) (5) (ii) of this 
schedule. 

(ii) War Production Board may from 
time to time issue special directives con¬ 
cerning the distribution or delivery of 
anti-freeze. It will be the policy of the 
War Production Board to obtain an equi¬ 
table distribution of the available sup¬ 
ply of anti-freeze. In issuing these spe¬ 
cial directives, the War Production Board 
will take into account vehicle registra¬ 
tions and weather conditions throughout 
the United States.

(7) Supplier's notification to consum¬ 
ers. In the event a supplier does not 
deliver the entire quantity of alcohol 
called for on a purchase order accom¬ 
panied by a certificate specifying more 
than one end use, the supplier shall 
notify the purchaser in writing (either 
on the invoice or otherwise) what portion 
of the total amount of alcohol delivered 


to the purchaser may be used or resold 
(in case the purchaser is a distributor) 
for each end use appearing on the pur¬ 
chaser’s certificate. 

(e) Suppliers' applications on WPB- 
2947. Each supplier seeking authoriza¬ 
tion to deliver shall file application on 
Form WPB-2947 (formerly PD-602). 
Filing date is the 15th day of the month 
before the month in which delivery is 
proposed to be made. Send four copies 
(one certified) to the War Production 
Board, Chemicals Bureau, Washington 
25, D. C.. Ref: M-300-71. The unit of 
measure is gallons. In Column 1 list the 
names and delivery destination of cus¬ 
tomers who have filed WPB-2945 forms 
with the applicant and in Column 1-a 
specify “WPB-2945”. Fill in Columns 4 
and 5-a as indicated and in Column 7 
indicate grade and type of alcohol. Next 
in order, specify proposed deliveries of 
ethyl alcohol against purchase orders ac¬ 
companied by end use certificates. The 
various end uses are set forth below in 
this paragraph (e), under headings en¬ 
titled “Group A, B, C” etc. If purchase 
orders have been received for any end 
uses listed in Group A, specify “Group A” 
in the middle of the page and in Column 
1 list the end uses appearing in Group A 
for which you have received purchase 
orders and opposite each specified end 
use, report in Column 4 the total quan¬ 
tity requested for that end use. Fill in 
Column 5a as indicated, and in Column 7 
indicate grade and type of alcohol. Pur¬ 
chase orders received for end uses falling 
in Groups B. C, D, E, F, G, and H need not 
be broken down in the same detailed 
manner as those falling in Group A. 
Thus, for example, if purchase orders 
have been received for one or more end 
uses falling within Group B, specify in 
Column 1 “Group B” and opposite it in 
Column 4 report the total quantity of 
ethyl alcohol for which purchase orders 
accompanied by certificates have been 
received for all the various end uses fall¬ 
ing within Group B. Fill in Column 5-a 
as indicated, and in Column 7 indicate 
grade and type of alcohol.

(1) Eath distributor ordering for resale 
between 54 and 3500 gallons per month 
of proprietary solvent, completely de¬ 
natured, or pure alcohol, in the aggregate 
from all suppliers, may resell such alcohol 
without obtaining War Production Board 
permission on Form WPB-2947 if he fur¬ 
nishes his suppliers with a certificate in 
the form prescribed in Appendix D of 
Order M-300. stating (a) that the alcohol 
is to be resold and, (b) the groups of 
end uses for which it will be resold and 
the quantity for each group of end uses. 
These groups of end uses are those listed 
in paragraph (e) of this schedule. It is 
not necessary to break down quantities 
by end uses appearing in any group. 
Merely specify “Group A end uses”, 
“Group B end uses”, etc., whichever is 
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the case. This certificate may be based 
upon actual certified purchase orders on 
hand from customers of the distributor, 
or upon anticipated purchase orders. In 
the event that the distributor’s certificate 
. specifies more than one end use group 
and the supplier delivers the entire quan¬ 
tity of alcohol called for on the distrib¬ 
utor’s order, the distributor shall not 
resell such alcohol for any other end 
use groups than those appearing on his 
certificate, nor shall he resell a greater 
quantity for a particular group than that 
appearing on his certificate opposite that 
group. In the event that the distrib¬ 
utor’s certificate specifies more than one 
end use group and his supplier does not 
deliver the entire quantity of alcohol 
called for on his purchase order, the dis¬ 
tributor shall not resell a greater quan¬ 
tity for a particular group than the sup¬ 
plier notifies him is being delivered to 
him for resale for that group. 

(2) Each distributor ordering for re¬ 
sale between 3500 and 3888 gallons (min¬ 
imum drum carload) per month of pro¬ 
prietary solvent, completely denatured or 
pure alcohol, in the aggregate from all 
suppliers, may resell such alcohol with¬ 
out obtaining War Production Board au¬ 
thorization on Form WPB-2947, provided 
he reports on his Form WPB-2945 
(which he must file in order to get that 
quantity of alcohol) the end use group 
or groups for which the alcohol will be 
resold and the quantities for each group. 
For example, in filling out Form WPB- 
2945, specify in Column 1 the grade (viz. 
proprietary solvent, completely dena¬ 
tured or pure), in Column 2 the quantity, 
in Column 3 specify “resale”, and in Col¬ 
umn 4 specify the particular group or 
groups of end uses (appearing in para¬ 
graph (e) of this schedule) for which 
that quantity will be resold. It is not 
necessary to break down quantities by 
end uses appearing in any group. Merely 
specify “Group A end uses”, “Group B 
end uses”, etc., whichever is the case.

This supplement also establishes maxi¬ 
mum prices for the service of custom 
packing fruits and berries wherever 
the finished product is an item of frozen 
fruits or berries covered by the supple¬ 
ment (see section 6, below). However, 
the service of freezing (without prelimi¬ 
nary or other processing) when per¬ 
formed by a public cold storage ware¬ 
house, is not covered by this supplement. 

2. Section 6 is amended to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

Sec. 6 . Maximum prices for custom 
packing in certain cases —(a) Maximum 
prices. The custom packer’s maximum 
price for the services of custom packing 
an item of fruit or berries (including the 
furnishing of any packaging materials 
and additional ingredients) shall be the 
amount by which his maximum price for 
sales of the frozen product on a no-stor¬ 
age basis exceeds the price paid for the 
particular fresh fruit or berries by the 
person for whom the custom packing is 
done, after conversion to cents per unit 
of the finished product. However, if 
the particular fresh fruit or berries be¬ 
ing custom packed are subject either to 
a maximum price established by Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation 425 or a price 
recommended by the Department of 
Agriculture for payment to growers, the 
custom packer’s maximum price for his 
services shall not exceed the difference 
between his maximum price for the 
frozen product on a no-storage basis and 
the price so established or recommended 
for the fresh fruit or berries, after con¬ 
version to cents per unit of the finished 
product. If the goods are frozen by a 
public cold storage warehouse, the cus¬ 
tom packer’s maximum price for his 
services is reduced by the amount law¬ 
fully charged by the warehouse for 
freezing the item. 

However, where more than one custom 
packer is engaged, the maximum price 
each, subsequent to the first, may charge 
is the maximum amount the preceding 
custom packer may charge for his serv¬ 
ices less what that custom packer actu¬ 
ally receives. 

(b) Information required to be fur¬ 
nished and kept. The person for whom 
the custom packing is done shall furnish 
the custom packer with a signed state¬ 
ment in writing, naming the amount 
paid for the fresh fruit or berries custom 
packed, the date on which and the name 
of the seller from whom they were pur¬ 
chased. Where more than one custom 
packer is engaged, the statement fur¬ 
nished each, subsequent to the first, shall 
instead name the maximum amount the 
preceding custom packer may charge for 
his services and the amount actually re¬ 
ceived by that custom packer. Each 
statement shall be furnished before the 
custom packer performs his services and 
each custom packer shall preserve the 
statement for examination by the Office 
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of Price Administration or its authorized 
representatives at any reasonable time. 
However, if the custom packer who first 
performs any (or all) of the services 
acquires the fresh fruit or berries as 
agent of the purchaser, no statement 
need be furnished him, but he shall in¬ 
stead make and preserve a record for 
like examination of the information 
otherwise required to be furnished him. 

(c) Meaning of “custom packing". In 
this supplement “custom packing 
means any processing operation per¬ 
formed on fruits or berries owned by 
another, on a toll or contract basis 
(whether or not any packaging mate¬ 
rials or additional ingredients are fur¬ 
nished), which alone or in conjunction 
with other operations constitutes the 
process of producing an item of frozen 
fruits or berries. However, the term 
does not apply to the service of freezing 
(without preliminary or other process¬ 
ing) performed by a public cold storage 
warehouse. “Custom packer” and “cus¬ 
tom packed” shall be construed accord¬ 
ingly. 

(d) Individual authorization of max¬ 
imum prices. Any custom packer who 
cannot determine his maximum price 
for the service of custom packing fruits 
or berries under the foregoing provisions 
of this section shall apply to the Office 
of Price Administration, Washington, 
D. C., for authorization of a maximum 
price. The application in each case shall 
contain sufficient information to identify 
the service and shall state why the ap¬ 
plicant cannot determine his maximum 
price under the provisions of paragraph 
(a), above. Upon receipt of the applica¬ 
tion, the Office of Price Administration 
will authorize a maximum price for the 
service, or a method of determining it, 
bearing a proper relationship to those 
for custom packers of comparable com¬ 
modities under paragraph (a). above. 

If the custom packer fails to apply for 
a maximum price under this paragraph, 
when required to do so, the Office of 
Price Administration may authorize a 
maximum price for his service, or method 
of determining it, bearing a proper re¬ 
lationship to those for custom packers 
of comparable commodities under para¬ 
graph (a), above. This will not relieve 
the custom packer of his obligation to 
comply with this paragraph or with any 
other provisions of this supplement, nor 
will it relieve him of any penalty for 
failure to do so.

When used in 
this regulation, shurstay bands means 
any flat steel strip varying in length 
between 16" and 30" and varying in 
gauge between 14 gauge and 20 gauge 
and which is perforated at regular in¬ 
tervals in order to receive a spiral coil, 
for ultimate use in upholstered articles.

Sec. 4. Dollars and cents ceiling 
prices for sales by manufacturers of spec¬ 
ified items of metal upholstery springs , 
constructions and accessories. This sec¬ 
tion establishes ceiling prices for the 
specified items of metal upholstery 
springs, constructions, and accessories 
set forth below. The ceiling prices are 
for sales and deliveries by manufac¬ 
turers or their “sales agents” of articles 
covered by this regulation to the “furni¬ 
ture trade.” (When used in this regula¬ 
tion the term “sales agent” means any 
person who distributes the products of a 
manufacturer to that class of trade nor¬ 
mally serviced directly by the manufac¬ 
turer; and the term “furniture trade” 
means manufacturers of bedding and 
furniture, and industrial users other than 
automotive manufacturers, aviation 
manufacturers, and the United States 
Government or any agency thereof.)

Sec. 5. Maximum prices for sales by 
manufacturers of certain articles which 
are not specifically priced under section 4 
and which were sold or delivered by the 
manufacturer during March 1942. (a) 

This section establishes ceiling prices for 
sales by manufacturers to the furniture 
trade of an article covered by this reg¬ 
ulation, but which is not specifically 
priced under section 4. This section 
may only be used if the manufacturer: 

(1) Sold, offered for sale or delivered 
the article to be priced during March 
1942 to the furniture trade; and 

(2) Sold, offered for sale or delivered 
during March 1942 to the furniture trade 
an article of the same general type which 
is specifically priced under section 4. 

(b) You determine your ceiling price 
under this section as follows: 

(1) Select from the articles listed in 
section 4 of this regulation an article of 
the same general type which you sold, 
offered for sale or delivered to the furni¬ 
ture trade during March 1942 and which 
is nearest in size and construction to the 
article being priced. 

(2) Ascertain for that article both (i) 
the maximum price fixed in section 4 for 
sales in the base model quantities, and 
(ii) your “highest price” during March 
1942 to the furniture trade for sales in 
the same quantities. The term “highest 
price” when used in this regulation, 
means the highest net f. o. b. factory 
price after application of all discounts 
and rebates, except discounts for cash 
payment. 

(3) Divide the price ascertained under 
(J) (i) above by the March 1942 price 
ascertained in (2) (ii) above. The re¬ 
sulting figure is the percentage factor. 

(4) Ascertain your highest March 1942 
price of the article being priced for sales 
to the furniture trade in the quantities 
specified in (b) (2) above. 


(5) Multiply the price in (b) (4) 

above by the percentage factor in (b) (3) 
above. The resulting figure is your base 
ceiling price for the article being priced 
for sales to the furniture trade in the 
quantities specified in (b) (2) above. 
That price is subject to all applicable 
extras and allowances set forth in sec¬ 
tion 4 for that type of article. 

(c) Reports to be filed. You may not 
sell, offer to sell, or deliver any article 
%for which a ceiling price is fixed by this 
section until you have complied with the 
reporting and waiting provision required 
below. You must file with the Consumer 
Durable Goods Price Branch of the Of¬ 
fice of Price Administration, Washington, 
D. C., a report setting forth the following 
information: 

(1) The principal specifications of the 
article selected under (b) (1) above. 

(2) Your highest March 1942 price for 
sales of that article as ascertained in 
(b) (2) (ii) above. 

(3) The ceiling price listed under sec¬ 
tion 4 for the article selected in (b) (1) 
above. 

(4) The principal specifications of the 
article to be priced and your highest 
March 1942 price of that article in the 
base quantities. 

(5) Your ceiling price for the article 
to be priced as determining by this sec¬ 
tion. 

Fifteen days after mailing of the re¬ 
port, in the absence of a contrary direc¬ 
tion from the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion, the manufacturer may offer for sale 
the article at the price reported. If the 
report, as filed, is correct, the price shall 
be subject to adjustment (not to apply 
retroactively) at any time by order of 
the Office of Price Administration, where 
it appears that the price so established is 
out of line with the general level of prices 
established by this regulation. If the 
report as filed, is incorrect, the ceiling 
price for a sale, offer to sell or delivery 
of an article made pursuant to the in¬ 
correct report shall be the ceiling price 
which is properly computed under the 
formula contained in this section.

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(a) Pricing formula. To establish a 
ceiling price under this section, the man¬ 
ufacturer shall: 

(1) Determine the “unit direct cost” 
for the article being priced. 

(2) S elect an article o f the same gen- 
eral t ype currently manufactured b y him 

f orwhich a ce i ling price has b een estab¬ 

lishe d under thi s regul ation and which 
has a uni t direct cost clos est to the unit 
dire ct cos t of the art icle being priced. 

(3) Fo r the ar ticle sele cted in (2) 
above, determ ine (i) t he unit direct cost 

and (ii) ascerta i n th e ce iling price estab¬ 

lished under this regulation.

(4) Divide the base ceiling price in (3) 
(ii) above by the unit direct cost in (3) (i) 
above. The resulting figure is the per¬ 
centage factor. 

(5) Multiply the unit direct cost of the 
article being priced by the percentage 
factor ascertained in (4) above. The re¬ 
sulting figure is your base ceiling price 
for sales of the article being priced to the 
furniture trade. That pric e is s ubject to 
all ap plicable extras a nd allo wances ap¬ 
plying to the article selected in (2).

(b) Computation of unit direct cost. 
For the purpose of this regulation, unit 
direct cost includes direct labor and 
direct material costs, but does not include 
factory burden (sometimes called factory 
overhead, or indirect factory expense), 
packaging and crating costs, royalties 
and patterns, tool and die, and items of 
administrative, selling and general ex¬ 
penses. Manufacturers shall compute 
the cost per unit of direct labor and ma¬ 
terial for both the comparable article 
and the article to be priced on the basis 
of the following: “wage rates”, “material 
prices”, and “operating conditions”. 

(1) Wage rates. The wage rates ap¬ 
plicable to any article shall be the high¬ 
est wage rates in effect in the manufac¬ 
turer’s plant at the time he manufac¬ 
tures the article for each class of labor 
involved in the production of the article. 
However, wage rates may not be higher 
than those in effect in the manufac¬ 
turer’s plant on October 3, 1942, unless 
approved by the War Labor Board. If 
an officer or owner performs any direct 
labor in the manufacture of the article, 
the wage rate applicable for his services 
may not exceed the wage rate paid to an 
employee performing the same type of 
labor. 

(2) Material prices. Material prices 
for both the article being priced and the 
comparable article shall be the manufac¬ 
turer’s “customary supplier’s” ceiling 
price to his class of purchaser or the 
actual cost of such material, whichever 
is lower. 

(3) Customary supplier. The term 
customary supplier means the person 
from whom the manufacturer purchased 
the majority of his materials during 
March 1942 or lacking a March 1942 sup¬ 
plier of the material, his most recent 
supplier of the material. 
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(4) Operating conditions. Using the 
wage rates and material prices deter¬ 
mined under (b) (1) and (b) (2) above, 
the manufacturer shall compute his cost 
per unit of direct labor and material by 
the accounting methods customarily em¬ 
ployed by him in computing his costs. 
He shall compute the cost on the basis 
of production techniques employed in his 
plant and his actual volume of produc¬ 
tion. or the volume of production he rea¬ 
sonably expects for the article for which 
a ceiling price must be established by 
this section. Such expenses as breaking 
in. training, starting, set up charges and 
other, non-recurring expenses may not 
be included in determining unit direct 
costs. 

(c) Reports to be filed. You may not 
sell, offer for sale or deliver any article 
for which a ceiling price is fixed by this 
section until you have complied with the 
reporting and waiting provisions re¬ 
quired below. You must file with the 
Consumer Durable Goods Price Branch 
of the Office of Price Administration, 
Washington, D. C., a report setting forth 
the following information prior to first 
offering the articles for sale. 

(1) Principal specifications of the 
article being priced. 

(2) Principal specifications of the 
comp arable article selected in <a) (2), 
above.

(3) An itemized breakdown of the 
manufacturer's unit direct cost of the 
article to be priced, showing separately 
according to his own system of accounts 
or regularly prepared operating state¬ 
ments all major component unit direct 
cost factors. Also, the number of units 
of production upon which the unit direct 
costs were based. 

(4) An itemized breakdown of the 
manufacturer’s unit direct cost of the 
comparable article listed in section 4, 
showing separately according to his own 
system of accounts or regularly prepared 
operating statements all major compo¬ 
nent unit direct cost factors. Also, the 
number of units of production upon 
which the unit direct costs were based. 

(5) The ceiling price for the article 
being priced as determined by the appli¬ 
cation of the pricing formula. 

(6) Specify as to each item of material 
and labor reported in (3) and (4) 
whether costs are computed from avail¬ 
able written records or from estimates. 

Fifteen days after mailing of the re¬ 
port, in the absence of a contrary direc¬ 
tion from the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion. the manufacturer may offer for 
sale the article at the price reported. If 
the report, as filed, is correct, the price 
shall be subject to adjustment (not to 
apply retroactively) at any time by order 
of the Office of Price Administration, 
where it appears that the price so estab¬ 
lished is out of line with the general level 
of prices established by this regulation. 
If the report as filed, is incorrect, the 
ceiling price for a sale, offer to sell or 
delivery of an article made pursuant to 


the incorrect report shall be the ceiling 
price which is properly computed under 
the formula contained in this section. 

Sec. 7. Maximum prices for sales of 
upholstery springs, constructions and 
accessories manufactured from used ma¬ 
terials. If you manufacture and sell any 
article listed in section 4 of this regula¬ 
tion, which contains _ used materials, 
your ceiling price for that article to the 
furniture trade shall be 75% of the ceil¬ 
ing price for that article listed in section 
4. If the article containing used mate¬ 
rials is not the same as an article for 
which a ceiling price is established by 
section 4, the manufacturer must make 
an application pursuant to section 11 for 
specific approval of a maximum price. 

Sec. 8. Maximum prices for sales by 
manufacturers to automotive and avia¬ 
tion manufacturers of articles made from 
new or used materials. If you are a 
manufacturer of the articles covered by 
this regulation you establish your ceiling 
prices for sales to automotive or avia¬ 
tion manufacturers as follows: 

(a) Manufacturers who sold both 
bedding or furniture manufacturers and 
automotive and aviation manufacturers 
during the period October 1 , 1941 to 
March 31, 1942. If you regularly sold 
articles covered by this regulation to both 
the furniture trade and automotive or 
aviation manufacturers during the pe¬ 
riod October 1, 1941 to March 31, 1942. 
you establish your ceiling prices to auto¬ 
motive and aviation manufacturers by 
the formula set forth below: 

(1) Select from the articles listed in 
section 4 of this regulation an article of 
the same general type which you sold, 
offered for sale or delivered to the fur¬ 
niture trade during March 1942 and 
which is nearest in size and construction 
to the article being priced.

(2) Ascertain for that article both (i) 
the maximum price fixed in section 4 
for sales in the base model quantities and 
(ii) your highest March 1942 price to the 
furniture trade for sales in the same 
quantities. 

(3) Divide the price ascertained in 

(2) (i) above by the March 1942 price 
ascertained in (2) (ii) above. The re¬ 
sulting figure is the percentage factor. 

(4) Ascertain the highest price 
charged by you to automotive or aviation 
manufacturers during the period October 
1, 1941 to March 31, 1942 for the article 
being priced. 

(5) Multiply the price in (4) above by 
the percentage factor in (3) above. The 
resulting figure is your f. o. b. factory 
ceiling price under this regulation for 
sales of the article to automotive and 
aviation manufacturers. This price is 
subject to all quantity discounts and dol¬ 
lar differentials customarily allowed to 
these classes of purchasers. 

(b) Reports to be filed. You may not 
sell, offer to sell, or deliver any articles 
for which a ceiling price is fixed by this 
section until you have complied with the 
reporting provisions below. You must 


file with the Consumer Durable Goods 
Price Branch of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration, Washington, D. C., a re¬ 
port setting forth the following informa¬ 
tion prior to first offering the article for 
sale: 

(1) The principal specifications of the 
article selected under (a) (1) above. 

(2) Your highest March 1942 price for 
sales of that article as ascertained in (a) 
(2) (ii) above. 

(3) The ceiling price listed under sec¬ 
tion 4 for the article selected in (a) (1) 
above. 

(4) The principal specifications of the 
article to be priced and the highest price 
charged by you for that article during 
the period October 1, 1941 to March 31, 
1942 for sales to automotive or aviation 
manufacturers. 

(5) Your ceiling price for the article 
to be priced as determined by this sec¬ 
tion. 

(c) Manufacturers who did not regu¬ 
larly sell the articles covered by this reg¬ 
ulation to both automotive and aviation 
manufacturers and the furniture trade 
during the period October 1, 1941 to 
March 31, 1942. It you are a manufac¬ 
turer and did not sell the articles cov¬ 
ered by this regulation to both the auto¬ 
motive and aviation manufacturers and 
the furniture trade during the period 
October 1, 1941 to March 31, 1942, you 
must make an application for specific 
approval of ceiling prices for sales to 
automotive and aviation manufacturers 
pursuant to section 11 of this regulation. 

Sec. 9. Maximum prices for sales by 
manufacturers to jobbers. When used 
in tliis regulation the term jobber means 
any person who purchases any article 
covered by this regulation and resells 
that article without substantially chang¬ 
ing its form. 

(a) On sales to jobbers of the articles 
covered by this regulation, each manu¬ 
facturer shall allow a discount of not 
less than 3% off the ceiling prices estab¬ 
lished by sections 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 of this 
regulation. You are required to notify 
each jobber of your base ceiling price for 
sales to the furniture trade as required 
by paragraph (b) below'. 

(b) Notification. On and after the ef¬ 
fective date of this regulation, at the time 
the manufacturer sends his first invoice 
to each jobber, he must notify the jobber 
of the base ceiling price for sales to the 
furniture trade of each article covered by 
this regulation which is listed on the in¬ 
voice. For the purpose of this regula¬ 
tion, the “base ceiling price” is the price 
determined under sections 4, 5, 6, 7 or 11 
for the quantities applicable to the base 
model specified in section 4. 

Sec. 10. Maximum prices for sales to 
the United States Government. On sales 
to the United States Government or any 
agency thereof, or any contractor there¬ 
with for use in fulfillment of the con¬ 
tract, of an article for which a ceiling 
price is established by this regulation, the 
ceiling price shall be the lowest price 
established by this regulation for sales of 
the article to any class of purchaser in 
the largest quantities. 
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Sec. 11. Maximum prices for sales by 
vianufacturers of metal upholstery 
springs , constructions and accessories 
which cannot be priced under any other 
section of this regulation. The maxi¬ 
mum price for sales by manufacturers 
of any article which cannot be priced 
under any other section of this regula¬ 
tion, shall be a price set by order of the 
Price Administrator in line with the level 
of maximum prices established by this 
regulation. No person may sell, offer to 
sell or deliver an article for which a ceil¬ 
ing price must be established under this 
section until the price has been specifi¬ 
cally authorized by order of the Office of 
Price Administration. If in violation of 
this provision, a sale, offer to sell or de¬ 
livery of an article is made before the 
issuance of an order by the Price Admin¬ 
istrator specifically authorizing a ceiling 
price for the article, the ceiling price 
applicable to the sale, offer to sell or 
delivery shall be such a ceiling price as 
the Price Administrator may establish 
for the article by subsequent order. Ap¬ 
plications for a ceiling price under this 
section shall be made to the Office of 
Price Administration, Washington, D. C., 
and shall contain the following informa¬ 
tion: 

(1) Identifying number or trade name 
of article to be priced. 

(2) The reasons why the article to be 
priced cannot be priced under any other 
section of this regulation. 

(3) Detailed specifications of the arti¬ 
cle to be priced. 

(4) An itemized breakdown of the 
manufacturer’s current unit direct cost 
of the article to be priced, showing sepa¬ 
rately according to his own system of 
accounts or regularly prepared operating 
statements all major component unit 
direct cost factors. Also, the number 
of units of production upon which the 
unit direct costs were based. 

(5) An itemized breakdown of the 
manufacturer’s current unit direct cost 
(as described in (4) above) of the basic 
model, specifically priced in this regula¬ 
tion, which is the most nearly compara¬ 
ble to the article being priced if the 
article is currently being produced. If 
the article is not currently being pro¬ 
duced, an estimate of the costs. 

(6) Price lists in effect during March 
1942 showing the article most nearly 
comparable to the article being priced, 
with illustrations; the article most 
nearly comparable to the basic model 
mentioned in (4), with illustrations; all 
price differentials covering variations in 
these constructions. 

If the manufacturer was not making 
and selling metal upholstery springs, 
constructions and accessories in March 
1942, send the first price list which was 
in effect after March 1942, together with 
illustrations. 

(7) A statement of the manufacturer’s 
customary discounts, allowances and 
other price differentials to different 
classes of purchasers in effect for sales 
of metal upholstery springs, construc¬ 
tions and accessories during March 1942, 
or if the manufacturer was not making 
and selling metal upholstery springs, 


constructions and accessories during 
March 1942, the same information for 
the first period after March 1942 during 
which the manufacturer was engaged in 
this business. 

(8> Requested maximum price of the 
article to be priced to each class of pur¬ 
chaser you intend to sell. 

Sec. 12. Terms of sale and zone differ¬ 
entials —(a) Packing charges . The ceil¬ 
ing prices established by sections 4 to 
11 of this regulation include customary 
packing (whether in the form of crates, 
cartons or wire tied bundles) for freight 
shipment or local delivery whichever is 
applicable. No charge for special 
packing may be made in addition to 
the ceiling prices established by this 
regulation. 

(b) Freight allowances. The ceiling 
prices established by sections 4 to 11 of 
this regulation are f. o. b. the manu¬ 
facturer's point of shipment except that 
manufacturers who made deliveries 
within their local metropolitan area, not 
to exceed a radius of 30 miles from their 
plant, may not add a delivery charge. 
If, however, the manufacturer delivers 
outside his local metropolitan area, in his 
own conveyance, he may make in ad¬ 
dition to the ceiling prices specified in 
this regulation, a delivery charge not 
to exceed the rates charged by the least 
expensive available method of transpor¬ 
tation by a common carrier. No delivery 
charge may be made unless a separate 
statement of the delivery charge appears 
on all invoices, sales slips or other evi¬ 
dences of sale. 

(c) Discounts. The prices established 
by sections 4 to 11 of this regulation are 
subject to a 2% discount for payment 
within ten days net thirty days. On pur¬ 
chases for single shipment of a carload 
or more of the products covered by this 
regulation (except purchases by auto¬ 
motive or aviation users) the manufac¬ 
turer must allow a discount of 3% off 
the prices established in this regulation 
in addition to all other discounts, extras 
and allowances provided in this regula¬ 
tion. 

(d) Zone differentials. (1) The ceil¬ 
ing prices established by this regulation 
are for sales by manufacturers and job¬ 
bers whose point of shipment is in the 
Eastern Zone. Manufacturers and job¬ 
bers whose point of shipment is in the 
Western Zone may add Ytt per lb- gross 
shipping weight to the ceiling prices es¬ 
tablished by this regulation: Provided , 
however, That if the current leading 
supplier of an item to a jobber is located 
in the Eastern Zone, the jobber may not 
add this Yzi per lb. differential to the 
ceiling price of that item. 

(2) For the purposes of this regula¬ 
tion the Western Zone includes the 
states of California, Oregon, Washing¬ 
ton, Nevada, Idaho, Utah, Arizona, Wy¬ 
oming, Montana, Colorado, New Mexico, 
and the following counties in Texas: El 
Paso, Hudspeth, Culberson, Jeff Davis, 
Presidio, Brewster, Terrell, Pecos. Har¬ 
ris, and Reeves. The rest of the country 
is in the Eastern Zone. No zone differ¬ 
ential charge may be made unless a sep- 
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arate statement of that charge appears 
on all invoices, sales slips or other evi¬ 
dence of sale.

Sec. 13. Maximum prices for sales by 
jobbers to any person. Ceiling prices for 
sales by any person other than a sales 
agent of any articles covered by this 
regulation which are purchased for re¬ 
sale and not for fabrication shall be de¬ 
termined by this section. Paragraph (a) 
establishes ceiling prices for sales by per¬ 
sons who purchased the articles directly 
from the manufacturers and who were 
engaged in the business of buying and 
selling the articles covered by this regu¬ 
lation during March 1942. Paragraph 

(e) establishes ceiling prices for sales by 
all other persons. 

(Above paragraph amended by Am. 1, 9 F.R. 

12027. effective 10-5-44] 

(a) Ceiling prices for sales by persons 
who purchased the articles covered by 
this regulation directly from the manu¬ 
facturer and who were engaged in the 
business of buying and selling the articles 
covered by this regulation during March 
1942. If you were a jobber of the articles 
covered by this regulation during March 
1942 and if you purchased the articles 
covered by this regulation directly from 
the manufacturer for the purpose of re¬ 
sale, you establish your ceiling prices for 
sales to any person as follows: 

(1) The manufacturer is required to 
notify you of the base ceiling price estab¬ 
lished by this regulation for sales to the 
furniture trade. You ascertain his base 
ceiling price from that notice. 

(2) You add to the base ceiling price 
ascertained in (1) above an allowance for 
incoming freight from your current lead¬ 
ing supplier of the item. The resulting 
figure is your average delivered cost. 

(3) You multiply the average delivered 
cost by 135%. The resulting figure is 
your maximum price for sales of the 
article to any person in the smallest 
quantities sold by you during March 1942. 
To that price you must apply all the 
differentials, discounts, trade allowances 
and terms and conditions of sale allowed 
by you during March 1942 on sales of the 
same types of articles. 

(b) Reports to be filed. If you are a 
person establishing your ceiling prices 
pursuant to paragraph (a) of this sec¬ 
tion, before you sell, offer to sell or de¬ 
liver any article covered by this regula¬ 
tion, you must file with the Office of 
Price Administration, Washington, D. C., 
a report containing the following infor¬ 
mation: 

(1) Your name and address of your 
place of business. 

(2) The name of the leading suppliers 
from whom you purchased and a brief 
description of the class of trade to whom 
you sold the articles covered by this reg¬ 
ulation during March 1942. 

(3) A schedule of your discounts, dif¬ 
ferentials and terms of sale granted by 
you during March 1942. 

(4) A copy of your price list covering 
articles priced under this section. 
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In the absence of a contrary direction 
from the Office of Price Administration, 
within 15 days after filing his report, the 
jobber may offer for sale at the price re¬ 
ported. If the report, as filed is correct, 
the price shall be subject to adjustment 
(not to apply retroactively) at any time 
by order of the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration where it appears that the price 
so established is out of line with the gen¬ 
eral level of prices established by this 
regulation. 

(c) Maximum prices for sales by job¬ 
bers who cannot establish ceiling prices 
pursuant to paragraph (a). The ceiling 
prices for sales or deliveries by a jobber 
of any article covered by this regulation 
which cannot be determined under para¬ 
graph (a) above shall be a price fixed by 
order of the Price Administrator in line 
with the level of prices established by 
this regulation. No person may sell, 
offer to sell or deliver an article for 
which a price must be established under 
this paragraph, until a price has been 
specifically authorized by order of the 
Office of Price Administration. If in vio¬ 
lation of this provision a sale, offer to 
sell or delivery of an article is made be¬ 
fore the issuance of an order by the Price 
Administrator specifically authorizing a 
maximum price for the article, the maxi¬ 
mum price applicable to the sale, offer to 
sell or delivery, shall be such ceiling 
price as the Price Administrator estab¬ 
lishes for the article by subsequent 
order. An application for a ceiling price 
under this paragraph shall be made to 
the Office of Price Administration, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., and contain the following 
information: 

(1) Reasons why the article cannot be 
priced under paragraph (a) above. 

(2) Identification of the article. 

(3) Your manufacturer's name and 
address and his f. o. b. ceiling price as 
established by this regulation. 

(4) A brief description of the general 
business in which the applicant is en¬ 
gaged; the class of trade to whom ar¬ 
ticles priced in this regulation will be 
sold; and the terms and conditions of 
sale.

(a) Date of sale 

(b) The name and address of the buyer 

(c) Terms of sale 

(d) Quantities of each item 

(c) The identification (including weight 
class of fabric) of each item 

(f) The price for each item. 

(g) Designation "used’* * for any item con¬ 
taining used materials 

(h) Separate statement of any additional 
charges for freight and zone differentials. 

A copy of such invoice shall be kept by 
every seller for inspection by the Office 


of Price Administration and the original 
shall be retained by the purchaser. 

Sec. 15. Records to be kept by jobbers. 
Each jobber selling any article covered by 
this regulation shall keep records show¬ 
ing all computations which he used to 
establish his ceiling prices pursuant to 
section 13 of this regulation as well as 
those records on the basis of which he 
made his computations. These records 
must be kept available for inspection by 
the Office of Price Administration. 

Sec. 16. Relationship between this reg¬ 
ulation and other regulations. The pro¬ 
visions of this regulation supersede the 
provisions of the General Maximum 
Price Regulation and Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 183 with respect to sales 
and deliveries for which ceiling prices 
are established by this regulation except 
that the record keeping provisions 
H 1499.ll and 1499.12 of the General 
Maximum Price Regulation are incorpo¬ 
rated herein by reference. 

Sec. 17. Licensing. The provisions of 
Licensing Order No. I, 6 licensing ail per¬ 
sons who make sales under price control, 
are applicable to all sellers subject to this 
regulation or schedule. A seller's license 
may be suspended for violations of the 
license or of one or more applicable price 
schedules or regulations. A person 
whose license is suspended may not, dur¬ 
ing the period of suspension, make any 
sale for which his license has been 
suspended. 

Sec. 18. Exports. The ceiling prices 
at which a person may export any article 
covered by this regulation shall be deter¬ 
mined in accordance with the provisions 
of the Second Revised Maximum Export 
Price Regulation.® 

Sec. 19. Petitions for amendment. 
Any person seeking a modification of any 
provision of this regulation may file a 
petition for amendment in accordance 
with the provisions of Revised Proce¬ 
dural Regulation No. 1 T issued by the 
Office of Price Administration. 

Sec. 20. Enforcement and evasion—ia) 
Enforcement. Persons violating any 
provisions of this regulation are subject 
to the criminal penalties, civil enforce¬ 
ment actions, license suspension proceed¬ 
ings and suits for treble damages 
provided for by the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942. 

(b) Evasion. You must not evade any 
of the provisions of tiffs regulation by 
any scheme or device, or by any practice 
which has the effect of charging a 
higher-than-ceiling price. 

Sec. 21. Geographical applicability. 
The provisions of this regulation shall be 
applicable to the forty-eight states and 
the District of Columbia. 

Note: The record-keeping and reporting 
provisions of this regulation have been ap¬ 
proved by the Bureau of the Budget in ac¬ 
cordance with the Federal Reports Act of 1942.

ARTICLE I—GENERAL PROVISIONS AND SCOPE 
OF REGULATION 

Section 1.1 Sales at prices higher 
than ceiling prices prohibited, (a) Re¬ 
gardless of any contract, or obligation 
or of any price regulation or order here¬ 
tofore issued by the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration, no person shall sell or de¬ 
liver and no person in the course of trade 
or business shall buy or receive in the 
Territory of Puerto Rico any of the com¬ 
modities set forth in this regulation at 
a price higher than the maximum prices 
specified herein; and no person shall of¬ 
fer, solicit or attempt to do any of the 
foregoing. 

(b) Prices lower than maximum prices 
may, of course, be charged and paid. 

Sec. 1.2 To what commodities, trans¬ 
actions, and persons these ceilings ap¬ 
ply. (a) What commodities and trans¬ 
actions are covered. This regulation 
covers sales within the Territory of 
Puerto Rico of the commodities set forth 
in the section below. The type of trans¬ 
action covered, whether to wholesaler, at 
wholesale, or at retail, is specified in 
each section. 

(b) What persons are covered. Any 
person who sells, or in the course of trade 


or business buys, any commodities listed 
in the sections set forth below is subject 
to this regulation. The term “person” 
includes an individual, corporation, part¬ 
nership, association, cooperative or any 
other organized group of persons, or legal 
successors or representatives of any of 
the foregoing, and includes the United 
States, or any agency thereof, or any 
other government or any of its political 
subdivisions or any agency of the fore¬ 
going. 

(c) Prices for comparable varieties. 
The prices established in this regula¬ 
tion are intended to apply to all varieties 
of the commodities named without re¬ 
gard to country of origin, unless the pro¬ 
visions with regard to such commodity 
limit the applicability of the prices to 
named brands, sizes, styles, packag- 
ings, points of origin, or other determi¬ 
nants of variety. Where a commodity, 
of a variety different from that priced 
herein, bears a normal and customary 
trade relation to a variety of the com¬ 
modity for which maximum prices have 
been fixed in this regulation or is similar 
or comparable to such variety or differs 
from such variety only in the matter of 
size or packaging, the Director of the 
Office of Price Administration for the 
Territory of Puerto Rico may, by order, 
prescribe a maximum price for such 
commodity, which price shall be in line 
with the markups and maximum prices 
fixed on the varieties of the commodity 
herein regulated. No such commodity 
shall be sold in the Territory of Puerto 
Rico until a maximum price therefor has 
been approved by the Director as indi¬ 
cated above. 

Sec. 1.3 Relation to other regulations. 
The sale of commodities not otherwise 
governed by this Second Revised Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation 183 shall be cov¬ 
ered by the General Maximum Price 
Regulation ‘ and by such other maxi¬ 
mum price regulations, price schedules 
and orders as are applicable to sales 
within the Territory of Puerto Rico. 
Sales for delivery outside the Territory 
of Puerto Rico of the commodities for 
which maximum prices are established 
herein shall not exceed the maximum 
prices fixed herein plus the transporta¬ 
tion charges necessary to the shipment 
of such commodities to the country of 
destination. 

Sec. 1.4 Federal and territorial taxes. 
(a) Any tax upon, or incident to, the sale, 
delivery, processing, or use of a commod¬ 
ity imposed by any statute of the United 
States or statute or ordinance of the 
Territory of Puerto Rico or subdivision 
thereof subsequent to such commodity 
becoming subject to this Second Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation 183, shall be 
treated as follows in determining the 
seller’s maximum price for such commod¬ 
ity and in preparing the records of such 
seller with respect thereto;

from stating and collecting the tax sep¬ 
arately from the purchase price, and the 
seller does separately state it. the seller 
may collect, in addition to the maxi¬ 
mum price, the amount of the tax or in¬ 
crease actually paid by him or an amount 
equal to the amount of tax paid by any 
prior vendor and separately stated and 
collected from the seller by the vendor 
from whom he purchased and in such 
cases the seller shall not include such 
amount in determining the maximum 
price under this Second Revised Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation 183. 

(2) Also, on sales of commodities cov¬ 
ered by this regulation to the Insular or 
Municipal Governments of Puerto Rico, 
or to the agencies or instrumentalities of 
either, the seller may collect, in addition 
to the maximum prices established 
herein, the 3% excise tax levied on the 
amount of contracts of sales to the In¬ 
sular or Municipal Governments by sub¬

Sec. 1.5 Evasion. The maximum 
prices established by this regulation shall 
not be evaded, whether by direct or in¬ 
direct methods, in connection with an 
offer, solicitation, agreement, sale, de¬ 
livery, purchase or receipt of, or relating 
to the commodities covered herein, alone 
or in conjunction with any other com¬ 
modities or by way of commission, serv¬ 
ices, transportation, or other charge or 
discount, premium, or other privilege, or 
by tying-agreement, combination sales, 
or other trade understanding or other¬ 
wise. 

Sec. 1.6 Adjustable pricing. Any per¬ 
son may agree to sell at a price which can 
be increased up to the maximum price in 
effect at the time of delivery; but no per¬ 
son may, unless authorized by an order 
of the Director of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration for the Territory of Puerto 
Rico, deliver or agree to deliver at prices 
to be adjusted upward in accordance 
with action taken by the Office of Price 
Administration after delivery. 

Sec. 1.7 Gross prices. The maximum 
prices established herein are gross prices 
to which no charges shall be added for 
transportation, delivery, commissions, 
containers, storage or any other services 
in connection with any commodity, un¬ 
less otherwise hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 1.8 Price for fractional parts of 
units. The maximum price for a quan¬ 
tity of a commodity which constitutes a 
fractional or multiple part of the unit in 
terms of which a commodity is priced in 
this regulation, shall be proportionately 
computed unless hereinafter otherwise 
provided. 

Sec. 1.9 Records and Reports —(a) 
Records to be kept. (1) Every person 
making sales to wholesalers and at 
wholesale of the commodities which are 


subject to this regulation, shall keep for 
inspection by the Office of Price Admin¬ 
istration, for so long as the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1642, as amended, 
shall remain in effect, complete and ac¬ 
curate records of each purchase and of 
each sale made by him. The record of 
purchases shall include: the date of the 
purchase, a clear description or identi¬ 
fication of the commodity, the price paid 
for each commodity, the quantity which 
was purchased, and the name and ad¬ 
dress of the seller from whom such com¬ 
modity was purchased. The record of 
sales shall include: the date of the sale, 
a clear description or identification of 
the commodity, the price charged for 
such commodity, the quantity which was 
sold, and the name and address of the 
customer. 

(2) Every person making sales at retail 
of "he commodities which are subject to 
this regulation shall keep for inspection 
by the Office of Price Administration, for 
so long as the Emergency Price Control 
Act of 1942, as amended, shall remain in 
effect, complete and accurate records of 
each purchase made by him. The record 
of purchases shall include: the date of 
the purchase, a clear description or iden¬ 
tification of the commodity, the price 
paid for such commodity,* * the quantity 
which was purchased, and the name and 
address of the seller from whom such 
commodity was purchased. 

(b) Notification to purchaser:. (1) 
On or after the date any commodity be¬ 
comes subject to this Second Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation 183, every 
person selling any such commodity, ex¬ 
cept at retail, shall with each delivery 
supply the purchaser with a statement 
of the maximum prices for the com¬ 
modity or commodities delivered as fol¬ 
lows: “The Office of Price Administration 
has established fixed maximum prices 
for (insert name of commodity) at 


$-on sales to wholesalers; at 

$-on sales at wholesale and at 

$-on sales at retail." Notice 


once given under this paragraph (b) to 
a particular purchaser with respect to a 
particular commodity need not be re¬ 
peated unless a change is thereafter 
made in its maximum price. 

(2) On and after the date any com¬ 
modity becomes subject to this regula¬ 
tion, every person offering to sell any 
such commodity at retail shall mark the 
maximum price of such commodity in a 
manner plainly visible to and under¬ 
standable by the purchasing public. The 
maximum prices may be marked on the 
commodities themselves or may be posted 
at the place in the establishment where 
the commodities are offered for sale, and 
may be pdsted by price lines if the selling 
price of each commodity is marked 
thereon. The maximum prices shall be 
indicated in the form of “Ceiling price 

$-” or “Our ceiling $_", and 

“Our selling price $_”, 

(c) Sales slips and receipts. (1) Every 
seller of the commodities subject to this 
regulation, who has customarily given 


purchasers sales slips or receipts shall 
continue to do so. Upon request from a 
purchaser, every seller of such commodi¬ 
ties, regardless of previous custom, shall 
give the purchaser a receipt showing the 
date, the name and address of the seller, 
the quantity and description of the com¬ 
modity sold, and the price received for it. 

Sec. 1.10 Registration. Every person 
who owns, or hereafter becomes the 
owner of, any business selling any com¬ 
modity for which a maximum price is 
established by this regulation, shall reg¬ 
ister with the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion at such time and in such manner as 
the Director of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration for the Territory of Puerto 
Rico may by order or amendment pre¬ 
scribe, on forms made available by the 
Office of Price Administration. 

Sec. 1.11 Enforcement and licensing. 
(a) Any person who violates any pro¬ 
vision of this regulation is subject to the 
criminal penalties, civil enforcement ac¬ 
tions. suits for treble damages, and pro¬ 
ceedings for suspension of licenses pro¬ 
vided by the Emergency Price Control Act 
of 1942, as amended. * 

(b) The provisions of Licensing Order 
No. 1,* licensing all persons who make 
sales under price control, are applicable 
to all sellers subject to this regulation. 
A seller’s license may be suspended for 
violations of the license or of one or more 
applicable price schedules or regulations. 
A person whose license is suspended may 
not, during the period of suspension, 
make any sale for which his license has 
been suspended. 

Sec. 1.12 Petitions for amendment. 
Any person seeking an amendment of any 
provision of this regulation may file a 
petition for amendment in accordance 
with the provisions of Revised Procedural 
Regulation No. 1; Provided , however, 
That any such petition shall be filed with 
the Director of the Office of Price Admin¬ 
istration for the Territory of Puerto Rico 
at San Juan, Puerto Rico. 

Sec. 1.13 Applications for adjustment. 
(a) Any seller or group of sellers may. in 
accordance with the provisions of Re¬ 
vised Procedural Regulation No. 1.* apply 
for adjustment of a maximum price of a 
commodity or service established for him 
or them by this Second Revised Max- 
ium Price Regulation 183, or any order 
issued thereunder, when it appears: 

(1) That there exists or threatens to

Sec. 1.14 Definitions, (a) When used 
in this regulation, except as otherwise 
provided herein, the term: 

(1) ‘‘Sale to wholesaler” means a sale 
of a commodity or commodities by any 
person (including, but not limited to, 
sales by importers, producers or manu¬ 
facturers) to a person reselling such 
commodities to another whr^saler, to 
retailers, or to commercial, industrial, 
institutional, or governmental users. 

(2) “Sale at wholesale” means a sale 
of a commodity or commodities by any 
person selling to retailers or to commer¬ 
cial, industrial, institutional or govern¬ 
mental users. The term also includes 
sales to wholesalers where no maximum 
price is fixed herein for sales at the “to 
wholesaler” level of distribution. 

(3) “Sale at retail” means a sale to an 
ultimate consumer. 

(4) “Ultimate consumer” means a per¬ 
son who buys the particular commodity 
being priced for direct consumption. The 
term includes commercial, industrial, 
institutional and governmental users 
when such users buy from retailers any 
commodity which has always been sold at 
retail prices by the seller without regard 
to the class of purchaser. 

(5) “To deliver” means to transfer 
actual possession of the commodity to 
the purchaser. “Delivered” means that 
the commodity/has been transported by 
the seller to the buyer’s place of business 
or to his home, as the case may be. 

(6) “The direct cost to the importer 
means the price which the importer paid 
for the commodity, less discounts and 
commissions allowed to the importer (ex¬ 
cept cash discounts), plus all costs of 
shipment actually incurred by the im¬ 
porter. together with customs duties and 
entry fees: Provided. That, in computing 
the costs of shipment incurred by the im¬ 
porter. war risk insurance cost shall not 
exceed the amount represented by the 
charge for war risk insurance by the War 
Shipping Administration or if such in¬ 
surance is not available the lowest com¬ 
mercial rates, available, on an identical 
shipment; and that the costs of shipment 
shall not exceed the costs of a reasonably 
expeditious shipment, via the most effi¬ 
cient, readily and regular available route 
and means. 

(7) “Importer” means any person in 
Puerto Rico who is a consignee of a com¬ 
modity entering into the Territory of 
Puerto Rico from outside thereof. 

(8) “Variety” means a particular 
brand, grade and style of commodity in 
a container of a particular type and size. 

(9) “Records” includes books of ac¬ 
count, sales lists, sales slips, orders, 
vouchers, contracts, receipts, invoices, 
bills of lading, and other papers and doc¬ 
uments.

Sec. 2.3 Southern yellow pine, Douglas 
fir, oak and gum lumber, (a) The maxi¬ 
mum prices for Southern yellow pine, 
Douglas fir, oak and gum lumber, sold 
to an ultimate consumer shall be deter¬ 
mined by adding to the last reported 
“weighted average direct cost”, a markup 
which, regardless of the number of deal¬ 
ers or distributors handling the lumber, 
shall not exceed $12.50 per thousand 
board feet, plus actual transportation 
costs from the pier to the point at which 
the ultimate consumer receives delivery. 

(1) For the purposes of this section, 
the term “ultimate consumer” includes 


the United States Government, the In¬ 
sular Government, the agencies or in¬ 
strumentalities of either, contractors, 
builders, and any person who purchases 
lumber for use rather than for resale. 

(2) The transportation costs may not 
exceed the customary carrier charge for 
a similar shipment, whether such trans¬ 
portation is accomplished thru a com¬ 
mon or contract carrier or by the seller. 

(b> Every seller of such lumber shall 
file with the Territorial Office of Price 
Administration, at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, a statement setting forth: 

(1) The “direct cost to the importer” 

(as defined in section 1.14 (a) (6)) of 
each shipment which comprises the stock 
and the kind of lumber and amount in 
board feet in stock for each such ship¬ 
ment. 

(2) The “weighted average direct 
cost” of all lumber in stock. 

(c) The statement required by para¬ 
graph (b) above shall be accompanied 
by copies v of all invoices (received from 
his supplier by the seller submitting such 
statement) which cover the seller’s pur¬ 
chases of lumber in the stock reported. 

(d) Within 5 days after the seller re¬ 
ceives a shipment of lumber, not in¬ 
cluded in the said statement, he shall file 
with the same office a supplementary 
statement showing in detail his direct 
cost therefor and the manner in which 
he has computed his new “weighted av¬ 
erage direct cost”. 

(e) No person may sell any lumber un¬ 
less he has first appropriately computed 
his weighted average direct cost and com¬ 
plied with the record-keeping and re¬ 
porting requirements of this section. 

(f) Each purchaser of Southern yel¬ 
low pine, Douglas fir, oak or gum lumber 
shall be supplied with an invoice stating 
the name and address of the seller, the 
date of the sale, a description of the 
lumber, including the quantity sold, the 
seller’s weighted average direct cost for 
such lumber, transportation charges and 
markup added. Copies of all such in- ^ 
voices shall be kept for inspection by the 
OPA for so long as the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942, as amended, shall 
remain in effect. 

(g) The maximum prices established 
by this section are gross prices to which 
no additional charges of any kind may 
be added.

ARTICLE ni—FERTILIZERS 

Sec. 3.1 Mixed fertilizer, superphos¬ 
phate, potash and nitrogenous mate¬ 
rials. (a) Definitions. When used in 
this section the term: 

(1) “Manufacturer” means a person 
who produces, mixes or processes, or who 
markets for his own account and under 
his own brand or trade name, mixed 
fertilizer, superphosphate, potash or ni¬ 
trogenous materials for use as an aid to 
the growth of crops or plants. 

(2) “Mixed fertilizer” means any sub¬ 
stance containing any two or more, of 
potash, superphosphate, and nitrogenous 
materials, when marketed or sold as an 
aid to the growth of crops or plants. 

(3) “Superphosphate” means any 
product which is obtained by mixing 
rock phosphate with either sulphuric 
acid or phosphoric acid or with both 
acids, when marketed or sold as an aid 
to the growth of crops or plants. 

(4) “Potash” means qjuriate, chloride 
or sulphate of potash, manure salts and 
any other substance containing potas¬ 
sium oxide (K 2 O), when marketed or 
sold as an aid to the growth of crops or 
plants. 


(5) “Nitrogenous materials” means 
any organic or inorganic substance con¬ 
taining nitrogen, when marketed or sold 
as an aid to the growth of crops or 
plants. 

(6) “Grade” means the fiiinimum 
guarantee of the plant food content of 
mixed fertilizer, superphosphate, or pot¬ 
ash, expressed in terms of ammonia, 
available phosphoric acid, and water- 
soluble potash, e.g., 4-12 t4, 0-14-7, 
0-20-0, 0-0-50. 

(7) “Price schedule” means any price 
list or statement, irrespective of form, 
issued or used by the seller, setting forth 
the prices, grades, kinds, terms of pay¬ 
ments, types of containers or bags, 
method and conditions of delivery and 
any other provisions relating to sales of 
the commodities being priced. 

(8) “Consumer” means a person pur¬ 
chasing mixed fertilizer, superphosphate, 
potash or nitrogenous materials for use 
in aiding the growth of crops or plants 
(and not for resale) including the Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Agency. 

(9) “Dealer” means a person who pur¬ 
chases mixed fertilizer, superphosphate, 
potash or nitrogenous materials and re¬ 
sells it to a consumer. 

(b) Manufacturers* maximum prices 
for sales of mixed fertilizer , superphos¬ 
phate and potash —(1) Delivered prices. 
A manufacturer’s maximum prices for 
sales of mixed fertilizer, superphosphate 
and potash delivered to any purchaser’s 
premises or to the railroad shipping sta¬ 
tion located nearest to the purchaser 
shall be the price set forth in his writ¬ 
ten or printed price schedule or list effec¬ 
tive on October 15, 1941, denoted herein 
as the base period prices, subject to ad¬ 
justment upward or downward each 
quarter year by an amount determined as 
follows: 

(i) On or before January 1, 1944, the 
manufacturer shall determine the aver¬ 
age delivered-to-factory cost per unit for 
each of these four items used or received 
by him. as the case may be, during the 
period July 1 to December 31,1941: 

1. Ammonia. 

2. Available phosphoric acid. 

3. Potash. 

4. Bags or containers. 

(a) Using these averages as cost fig¬ 
ures the manufacturer shall determine, 
by use of his own formula, the total cost 
of the amounts of the first three items 
entering into a ton of his finished ferti¬ 
lizer. To this he shall add the cost (as 
determined above) of the number of bags 
or containers he has customarily used to 
contain one ton of his fertilizer. This 

- final figure is hereafter referred to as 
“base cost”. It is a figure that will be 
used each three months, and once veri¬ 
fied. need not be recomputed. 

(b) On January 1, 1944, and quarter- 
annuaily thereafter the manufacturer 
shall likewise determine the average de¬ 
livered-to-factory cost per unit of each 
of the four items used or received by him, 
as the case may be, during the period of 
three months immediately preceding the 
date of computation. 

(c) Using these averages as cost fig¬ 
ures the manufacturer shall determine, 
by use of his own formula, the total cost 
of the amounts of the first three items 
entering into a ton of his finished ferti¬ 


lizer. To this he shall add the cost (as 
determined above) of the number of bags 
or containers he has customarily used to 
contain one ton of his fertilizer. This 
final figure is hereafter referred to as 
“current cost”. 

(d) If, during any three-month period 
one or more of the four items of raw 
material were not received by the manu¬ 
facturer, he shall use as the price for 
such material in his quarterly compu¬ 
tations the average price computed for 
the next preceding three-month period. 

( e ) If on any quarter-annual date the 
current cost shall be less than the base 
cost, then for the succeeding three- 
month period the manufacturer’s maxi¬ 
mum price per ton shall be the price 
scheduled by him on October 15,1941, less 
the difference between current cost and 
base cost. 

(/> If on any quarter-annual date the 
current cost be greater than the base 
cost, then for the succeeding three 
months' period the manufacturer’s max¬ 
imum price per ton shall be the price 
scheduled by him on October 15, 1941, 
plus the difference between current cost 
and base cost. 

(g> The manufacturer’s maximum 
prices on quantities less than a ton shall 
preserve the same relative differentials 
as were present in his price schedule of 
October 15, 1941. 

(2) F. o. h. prices. A manufacturer’s 
maximum prices for sales of mixed ferti¬ 
lizer, superphosphate and potash f. o. b. 
his plant or warehouse shall be deter¬ 
mined by subtracting from his delivered 
prices the freight allowances which he 
included in his price schedule in effect on 
October 15. 1941. 

(3) Prices for grades not listed. A 
manufacturer’s maximum prices for 
sales of a grade of mixed fertilizer, su¬ 
perphosphate and potash which was not 
listed in his price schedule effective on 
October 15.1941, shall be a price author¬ 
ized. upon application of the manufac¬ 
turer, by an Order of the Director of the 
Office of Price Administration for Puerto 
Rico, and shall be a price in line with 
those established by this regulation for^ 
grades which were offered for sale by the 
manufacturer in his price schedule effec¬ 
tive October 15, 1941. 

(c) Manufacturers* maximum prices 
for cash sales of nitrogenous fertilizer 
material. The maximum.price for a cash 
sale of nitrogenous fertilizer material 
by fertilizer manufacturers, direct or 
through agents, to a consume shall be: 

(1) The manufacturer’s actual landed 
cost of the material in the case of ammo¬ 
nium nitrate; or the manufacturer’s 
weighted average landed cost of each ma¬ 
terial, calculated as of July 1, October 1, 
January 1, and April 1, in the case of sul¬ 
phate of ammonia or any other nitroge¬ 
nous fertilizer material, for all of the 
lots of each material received by him 
during the quarter-annual period last 
preceding the date of the calculation; or, 
if none was received in that period, the 
cost of the latest quarter-annual period 
in which material was received. 

(2) An additional amount equal to the 
fertilizer manufacturer’s expenditure, if 
any, for transportation of the nitroge¬ 
nous fertilizer material within the ter¬ 
ritory to the fertilizer manufacturer’s 
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plant or warehouse or direct to the buy¬ 
er's delivery point. 

(3) An additional 50 cents per ton if 
the nitrogenous fertilizer material is 
stored in and delivered from the fertilizer 
manufacturer’s plant. 

(4) Plus the actual cost of bags used, 
and $1.00 per ton when such nitrogenous 
fertilizer material is received in bulk by 
the fertilizer manufacturer and resold in 
bags. 

(5) An additional amount equal to the 
cost of governmental tax tags, if any, and 
the attaching thereof, or governmental 
tonnage or inspection tax, but no license 
cost or registration fee. 

(6) In addition a maximum margin 
of: $4.00 per ton if the cost (subpara¬ 
graphs (1) through (5)) is less than 
$40.00 per ton; $5.00 per ton if such cost 
is $40.00 or more but less than $50.00 per 
ton; $6.00 per ton if such cost is $50.00 or 
more but less than $60.00 per ton; $7.00 
per ton if such cost is $60.00 or more but 
less than $70.00 per ton ; $8X0 per ton if 
such cost is $70.00 or more per ton. 

(7) An additional 50 cents per ton if 
the nitrogenous fertilizer material is 
stored in, and delivered from a ware¬ 
house owned or operated by a fertilizer 
manufacturer or agent. 

(8) An additional amount equal to the 
actual transportation expense incurred 
in making delivery from a fertilizer 
manufacturer’s plant or warehouse or 
from the buyer’s delivery point to the 
consumer. 

(9) An amount equal to the actual 
loading or handling charges incurred in 
making delivery to the buyer. 

(d) Manufacturers 9 maximum prices 
for credit sales of nitrogenous fertilizer 
material. In the case of ^redit sales, 
credit terms shall not be more onerous 
on Spring season sales than those in 
effect and applicable to such dealer or 
consumer for the period from February 
16, 1942, to February 20, 1942, inclusive, 
and for Fall season sales credit terms 
shall not be more onerous than those in 
effect and applicable to such dealer or 
consumer for the period from October 1, 
1941 % to October 15. 1941, inclusive. 

(e) Filing of price schedules by manu¬ 
facturers . Not later than July 1, 1944. 
every manufacturer of mixed fertilizer, 
superphosphate, potash and nitrogenous 
materials in Puerto Rico shall file with 
the Territorial Office of the Office of Price 
Administration, San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
a complete schedule of prices in effect on 
that date and thereafter shall file within 
five days of their effective date all supple¬ 
ments and amendments to price sched¬ 
ules in effect on July 1, 1944. 

(f) Dealers ’ maximum prices for 
mixed fertilizer, superphosphate, potash 
and nitrogenous materials —(1) Cash 
prices. A dealer’s maximum cash prices 
for sales of mixed fertilizer, superphos¬ 
phate, potash or nitrogenous materials 
shall be determined by adding together 
the following factors: 

(i) The manufacturer’s maximum 
time price on a sale of the same quantity. 

(ii) The actual transportation cost, if 
any, incurred by the dealer from the 
manufacturer’s plant or warehouse to the 
dealer’s place of business: Provided , 
That such transportation cost may not 


exceed the customary carrier charge for 
a similar shipment, whether such trans¬ 
portation be accomplfshed by a common 
or contract carrier or any other person. 

(iii) An amount equal to five percent 
of the sum of subparagraphs (1) and 
( 2 ). 

(2) Time prices. A dealer’s maximum 
time prices for sales of fertilizer, super¬ 
phosphate, potash and nitrogenous ma¬ 
terial shall be equal to his maximum 
cash prices, plus six percent. 


(g) Prohibited practices , general. 
Any practice which is a device to get the 
effect of a liigher-than-ceiling price 
without actually raising the dollars-and- 
cents price is as much a violation as an 
outright over-ceiling price. This applies 
to changes in credit practices and cash 
discounts, and to devices making use of 
commissions, services, transportation 
arrangements, premiums, special privi¬ 
leges, tying-agreements, trade under¬ 
standings and the like.

(10) “Volume customer’" means institu¬ 
tions. the Armed Forces, eating estab¬ 
lishments, industrial users, and other 
similar users. 

(11) “Distributor of milk” means any 
person not excluding a producer, but ex¬ 
cluding a puesto or store, who is in the 
business of selling milk delivered to 
stores, to volume customers and to con¬ 
sumers. 

(12) “Small container” means a con¬ 
tainer other than a paper container 
manufactured for the express purpose 
of containing milk with a capacity of one 
quart or less. 

(13) “Paper container” means a paper 
or cardboard container manufactured 
for the express purpose of containing 
milk with a capacity of one quart or 
less. 

(14) “Point of use” means the loca¬ 
tion of the store or puesto or the loca¬ 
tion of the volume customer or consumer 
receiving delivery from a distributor. 

(15) “Eggs” means the eggs of the 
fowl known as the domestic or barnyard 
hen in their natural state. 

(16) “Poultry” means all broilers, fry¬ 
ers. roasters, capons, old roosters and 
hens, turkeys, fresh or frozen, including 
dressed, drawn, and all other forms of 
the foregoing. 

(17) “Dressed poultry” means poultry 
which has been killed, bled and plucked 
without regard to the method of pluck¬ 
ing or finishing. 

(18) “Drawn poultry” means dressed 
poultry from which the entrails, head 
and feet have been removed without con¬ 
tamination of the body cavity. 

(b) Fresh milk —(1) Producers maxi¬ 
mum prices for raw or pasteurized milk. 

(i) For sales of milk by a producer to a 
store, the maximum price is the price set 
forth below for the zone in which the 
store is located.

(ii) For sales of raw or pasteurized 
milk by a producer delivered to a con¬ 
sumer or volume customer, maximum 
prices for sales by the producer are the 
same as the maximum prices established 
for sales by distributors to a consumer or 
volume customer. 

(iii) For sales of milk by a producer 
to a distributor, the producer’s maximum 
price shall be a weighted average price 
computed by the distributor on a 
monthly basis. Each distributor shall 
determine the maximum price to be paid 
to each of its producers at the end of the 
month on the basis of the total sales 
made by the distributor during the 
month. The type of milk, whether raw 
or pasteurized, whether it is loose or in 
small containers, and the point of use of 
the milk are the factors to be used by the 
distributor in determining the maximum 
price to be paid to producers. The dis¬ 
tributor shall compute monthly the total 
value of the milk sold by him at the rate 
of $0.13 per quart for all pasteurized 
milk, $0.13 per quart for all raw milk 
whose point of use is in Zone I. $0.11 per 
quart for all raw milk whose point of use 
is in Zone II, and $0,095 per quart for all 
raw milk whose point of use is in Zone 
in. The distributor shall determine the 
weighted average price, which represents 
the maximum price which may be paid 
to producers, by dividing the total value 
of the milk sold by him during the month 
by the total number of quarts sold by 
him during the month; and in order to 
arrive at the maximum payment which 
may be made to each producer, shall 
multiply the weighted average price by 
the total number of quarts supplied by 
each producer. 

(iv) If. on sales of raw or pasteurized 
milk, to distributors or stores, the pro¬ 
ducer supplies a small container the pro¬ 
ducer’s maximum price may be aug¬ 
mented by the following; 


Size of container supplied by producer: 


Maximum additions 

Quart-- eo. 01 per quart. 

Pint-$0.005 per pint. 

Half pint-$0. 00375 per half pint. 


(v) Distributors may make cash pay¬ 
ments to producers at any time during a 
month, but such payments shall be sub¬ 
ject to settlement at the end of such 
month by determining the difference be¬ 
tween the cash payments and the maxi¬ 
mum payments computed by the method 
set forth above. The cash payments 
which may be made during the month to 
each producer shall not exceed the 
amount computed by multiplying the 
maximum price per quart in the lowest 
price zone in which any of the milk sold 
by the distributor finds its point of use 
by the total number of quarts sold to the 
distributor by the producer during the 
month. 

Example: During a given month Producers 
A. B, C. and D supplied Distributor X with 
milk in the following amounts: 

Producer A—3.500 quarts, loose. 

Producer B—2,000 quarts, In quart contain¬ 
ers. 

Producer C—9.500 quarts, in pint containers. 
Producer D—9,000 quarts, in half pint con¬ 
tainers. 


24,000 quarts. 

In addition to the 24.000 quarts received 
from these producers, Distributor X sold 1,000 
quarts of milk he himself produced. The total 
number of quarts sold during July by Dis¬ 
tributor X was 25.000. Of this total 10,COO 
quarts was pasteurized so the value of this 
portion shall be computed at the rate of $0.13 
per quart. The point of use of the remaining 
15,000 quarts was divided among the 2Jones 
as follows: 

Zone I, 8,000 quarts (rate of $0.13 per 
quart). 

Zone n, 5,000 quarts (rate of $0.11 per 
quart). 

Zone III, 2,000 quarts (rate of $0,095 per 
quart).

(iv) “Marglobe first class tomato” means a 
tomato, no less than 1% inches In diameter 
measured at a right angle from its axis, of a 
fairly uniform shape and with a fairly smooth 
surface, which Is free from dirt, decay, insects 
and mechanical injury. 

(v) “Marglobe second class tomato” means a 
tomato with an nnwrinkled surface which does 
not fit the specifications for a marglobe fancy 
or a marglobe first class tomato.

(b) Relation to other regulations . 
This section shall not apply to contrac¬ 
tors* charges which are subject to the 
provisions of Maximum Price Regulation 
No. 157,* Sales and Fabrication of Tex¬ 
tiles, Apparel and Related Articles for 
Military Purposes. 

(c) Definitions. (1) The term “con¬ 
tractor** includes any person who per¬ 
forms one or more processes of manu¬ 
facturing in the production of an article 
of apparel, on materials supplied by a 
principal, and who receives payment for 
the process or processes so performed 
and for the furnishing of materials, if 
any, that are incidental to such opera¬ 
tions: Provided, That the contractor

who furnishes materials, the value of 
which constitutes 30 percent or more of 
the price charged for his services or who 
furnishes more material than is cus¬ 
tomary in services of the type rendered, 
is excluded hereunder. It shall also in¬ 
clude any person engaged in examining, 
shrinking and sponging of woolen or 
worsted fabrics. 

(2) A material shall be deemed “sup¬ 
plied” by a principal to a contractor if: 

(i) It is consigned, or. 

<ii) It is sold pursuant to an agree¬ 
ment providing that the articles of ap¬ 
parel to be processed from the material 
shall be sold only to the principal, at a 
price based upon the cost of material to 
the contractor plus a charge for his serv¬ 
ices and for any materials incidentally 
supplied by the contractor. 

(3) A ‘‘principal” includes any per¬ 
son who engages the services of a con¬ 
tractor, as defined in paragraph (c) of 
this section, in the procurement, manu¬ 
facture, or production of an article of 
apparel for the purposes of resale by the 
principal. A principal may or may not 
perform processes of manufacture on 
the article of apparel in addition to 
those performed by the contractor, and 
may himself be a contractor, as defined 
in subparagraph (1) of this section. 

(4) An “article of apparel” shall In¬ 
clude all apparel, apparel furnishings 
and accessories made by cutting and sell¬ 
ing methods or knitting processes, except 
men’s fur-felt, wool-felt, and silk hats 
and bodies, and men’s, women’s and chil¬ 
dren's footwear. 

(5) “Consigned** means consigned, 
loaned, charged on memorandum or 
other agreement v/hereby title to the 
goods transferred is retained by the 
principal. 

(6) “This dollar-a n d-cents charge 
made by the contractor” for the same or 
similar services in March 1942 is deter¬ 
mined by subtracting the actual cost of 
direct labor in March 1942 from the high¬ 
est price charged in March 1942. to a 
purchaser of the same class by the con¬ 
tractor for his services. If the contractor 
made no charge in March 1942, to a 
purchaser of the same class, then the 
same dollar-and-cents charge made to a 
purchaser of a different class shall be 
adjusted to reflect the contractor’s cus¬ 
tomary differential between the two 
classes of purchasers. 

(7) “Articles of the same type” are 
articles of apparel having the same use 
and which customarily sell in the same 
departments at retail (for example: in¬ 
fants* underwear, gloves, household 
linen, wearing apparel, etc.). 

(8) “Contractor of the same class” 
means a contractor (i) performing the 
same function, (ii) of similar type, (iii) 
dealing in the same type of commodities 
or services, and (iv) selling to the same 
class or classes of purchaser. A seller’s 
“most closely competitive contractor of 
the same class” shall be a contractor 
of the same class who (a) is selling 
the same or a similar commodity or 
service, and <b) is closely competitive in 
the sale of such commodities or services, 
and (c) is located nearest to the seller. 

(d) Maximum contractor's charges. 
The seller's maximum price for any 
service governed by this section shall be 
as follows: 
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(1) Where the material is consigned to 
the contractor . The total of the fol¬ 
lowing : 

(1) The direct labor cost of the serv¬ 
ices* 

(ii) A charge equivalent to the dollars - 
and-cents charge made by the contractor 
for the same or similar services in March 
1942. 

Direct labor cost shall be computed on 
the basis of wage rates ordered by the 
Wage and Hour Division of the United 
States Department of Labor for the 
needlework industries in Puerto Rico, ef¬ 
fective January 1,1945, and actually paid 
by the contractors. 

(2) Where the material is sold to the 
contractor . The total of the following: 

< i) The direct labor cost of the service, 
which shall be computed according to 
subparagraph (1) above; 

(ii) A charge equivalent to the dollars- 
and-cents charge made by the contractor 
for the same or similar services in March 
1942; 

(iii) The actual cost to the contractor 
of the material sold to the contractor by 
the principal. 

(3) Where the contractor cannot de¬ 
termine his price under (1) or (2). If 
the contractor cannot determine the 
maximum price for a service pursuant 
to subparagraphs (1) or (2) above, the 
maximum price for such service shall be 
the total of the following: 

li) Direct labor cost of the service, 
which shall be computed as in subpara¬ 
graph (1); 

(ii) A charge equivalent to the dollars- 
and-ccnts charge made by the contractor 
in March 1942: 

(a) For the services rendered in con¬ 
nection with the manufacturing of the 
most closely related article of the same 
type: or 

<b> If the contractor did not furnish 
services in connection with the manu¬ 
facture of articles of the same type, then 
the same dollars-and-cents charge over 
direct labor cost made by his most closely 
competitive contractor of the same class 
in March 1942 for services performed on 
the manufacture of articles of the same 
type. 

(e) Records and reports. (1) Every 
person making any charges subject to 
this section on or after January 1, 1945, 
shall keep for inspection by the Office of 
Price Administration for a period so long 
as the Emergency Price Control Act of 
1942. as amended, remains effective, 
complete and accurate records of: 

(i) Each charge made, showing the 
date thereof, the principal, the nature 
of the service rendered, the price 
charged or received, and the method of 
computing such charge. 

(ii) Such person shall keep such rec¬ 
ords in addition to or in lieu of the 
records required by this section as the 
Office of Price Administration may from 
time to time require. 

(iii) Such person shall submit such 
reports to the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration as it may from time to time 
require. 

(iv) A contractor furnishing services 
in connection with the production of an 
article of apparel which the principal is 
required to price under Maximum Price 


Regulation 287,’ or Maximum Price Reg¬ 
ulation 570, 8 shall within five days after 
request by the principal, furnish all 
information needed by the principal to 
prepare the records required by those 
regulations.

(5) “Textile reference book” means a 
book containing the seller’s descriptive 
entries of the stock which he has on 
hand and which he is offering for sale. 


(4) For a job lot sold intact, as re¬ 

ceived, the maximum price, shall be com¬ 
puted by multiplying the direct cost of 
the job lot by the applicable multiplier in 
accordance with paragraph (b) (1) 

above. 

(5) For each product received in a job 
lot, the maximum price shall be the price 
fixed by the seller, provided that the total 
of the prices charged for each product 
within the job lot In which the particular 
product was received, does not exceed 
the maximum price for the job lot, and 
provided that he notifies the Office of 
Price Administration of such prices in 
accordance with the requirements of 
paragraph (f) below.

(a) (1) the maximum price for the en¬ 
tire lot shall be computed by applying 
the lowest multiplier appropriate to any 
item in the lot. 

(d) Trade practices. The markups 
authorized herein are gross markups 
which shall not be exceeded regardless 
of the number of sellers handling a tex¬ 
tile product. No seller shall change his 
customary allowances, discounts or other 
price differentials or his customary alter¬ 
ation charges unless such change results 
in a lower net price. 
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(e) Prohibited practices . It shall be 
unlawful for any seller to improperly 
classify a textile product for the purpose 
of evading the appropriate pricing pro¬ 
vision herein. It shall be unlawful for 
any seller to revise any maximum price 
fixed on a textile product and entered in 
his textile reference book except as 
otherwise provided in paragraph (h) (2). 

(f) Notification to OP A on sales of job 
lots. Within five days of his first sale of 
a textile product from a job lot the seller 
shall file a statement with the Territorial 
Office of Price Administration. San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, and a duplicate thereof with 
his local War Price and Rationing Board, 
which statement shall show the name 
and address of the person from whom 
the job lot was purchased, a description 
of the job lot, the number of units in¬ 
cluded in each class of textile products, 
the direct cost of the job lot to the seller 
if it was imported by the seller, or the 
price paid for the job lot if it was not 
imported by the seller, the reference stock 
numbers assigned as provided in para¬ 
graph (g), the selling price of each unit 
or group of units as determined in ac¬ 
cordance with the pricing provisions of 
paragraph (b) of this section, and the 
over-all markup taken by the seller on 
the job lot. 

(g) Identification of textile products . 
Every seller shall assign a separate ref¬ 
erence stock number to each price classi¬ 
fication of textile products and shall 
clearly identify the physical merchandise 
with the reference stock number by use 
of a label, tag, slip, sticker, mark, or 
other similar appropriate marking. 

(h) Textile reference book. (1) Every 
person selling textile products shall pre¬ 
pare a textile reference book which he 
shall keep and make available for ex¬ 
amination by the Office of Price Admin¬ 
istration, in which shall be entered prior 
to the time any textile product is sold 
or offered for sale, the following infor¬ 
mation for each price classification of 
textile products in the seller’s stock: The 
reference stock number, a description of 
the units comprised, the name and ad¬ 
dress of the supplier, except in the case 
of merchandise from a job lot, the date 
of delivery except in the case of mer¬ 
chandise in a job lot, the multiplier used 
in computing the maximum price, the 
direct cost to the seller or the price paid 
by the seller whichever price is material 
in accordance with the pricing provi¬ 
sions utilized, and the seller’s selling price 
at wholesale or at retail depending upon 
the level at which he sells. 

(2) The maximum price charged by 
each seller and entered in his textile ref¬ 
erence book shall in no instance be altered 
except that should the seller have erro¬ 
neously computed the price for an item 
entered in such book, th^ seller’s local 
War Price and Rationing Board may, 
after having received a written state¬ 
ment of the fact from the seller, if sat¬ 
isfied that the entry was the result of a 
miscalculation, authorize such seller to 
change the entry to correspond with the 
maximum price which he is authorized 
to charge in accordance with this regu¬ 
lation. 

(3) All entries in the textile reference 
book shall be made in numerical se¬ 
quence. Textile products received by the 
seller which are identical to products 


earlier entered Into the reference book 
shall be re-entered under a new refer¬ 
ence stock number. 

(4) Notification to customers. Every 
person selling an imported textile prod¬ 
uct except at retail shall with each de¬ 
livery supply the purchaser with a state¬ 
ment, which may be included in and 
made a part of the seller’s invoice, speci¬ 
fying with respect to each price classi¬ 
fication delivered: the seller’s reference 
stock number, a notation of the pricing 
provisions employed, the number and 
description of units sold, and the price 
charged. This provision supersedes sec¬ 
tion 1.9 (b) of this Second Revised Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation 183 with respect 
to sales of imported textile products. 

Section 14 of the General Maximum 
Price Regulation (“Sales Slips and Re¬ 
ceipts”) applies to sales of textile prod¬ 
ucts by local manufacturers. 

(i) Exemptions . The provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the following: 

(1) Sales of textile*products by reli¬ 
gious or charitable institutions. These 
sales continue to be covered by the pro¬ 
visions of the General Maximum Price 
Regulation. 

(2) Sales of uniforms and accessories 
for the armed forces. Prices are estab¬ 
lished by the Army and Navy Uniform 
Services. 

(3) Sales at retail by manufacturers, 
of textile products manufactured in their 
own factory. These sales continue to be 
covered by the provisions of the General 
Maximum Price Regulation. 

(4) Sales by custom tailors and dress¬ 
makers, as defined in sub-paragraph (a) 
(6). These sales continue to be covered 
by the provisions of the General Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation.

(b) Definitions. When used in this 
section the term: 

(1) “Second hand bag” means an 
empty container composed of burlap, 
jute, sisal, istle, cotton, cloth, gunny 
cloth, or other textile material which has 
either been previously used to package 
any commodity or is manufactured from 
any such textile material which material 
itself has been previously used to package 
any commodity or for any other com¬ 
mercial purpose. The term shall include 
an “unmendable” bag. It shall not in¬ 
clude a bag containing a commodity 
packaged therein nor a container com¬ 
posed of any of the above textile ma¬ 
terials which material has deteriorated 
to an extent that is no longer sufficiently 
sound for reuse as a container, commonly 
referred to by the trade as “junk” or 
“waste” material. 

(2) “Collector” means any person who 
gathers second hand bags from persons 
who remove the contents from the bags 
known in the trade as “emptiers”. 

<3) “Processed” or “in order” bag 
means a second hand bag of sound ma¬ 
terial which is clean and free from holes. 
A bag shall be considered free from holes 
if all holes including trier or probe holes, 
have been patched or mended. 

(4) “Unprocessed” or “as is” bag 
means a second hand bag of sound ma¬ 
terial which is not clean or which re¬ 
quires patching or mending. 

(5) “Unmendable” bag means an “un¬ 
processed” bag of sound material which 
can be reused as a container but which 
is cut or torn from previous use to such 
an extent that it cannot feasibly be 
mended or patched to fit the specifica¬ 
tion of a “processed” or “in order” bag. 

(6) “Bag dealer” means any person 
who processes, reconditions, or places 
second hand bags in condition for reuse. 

(7) “Capacity” means the number of 
pounds of the product which the bag was 
constructed to contain. 

Sec. 11.4 Shoes —(a) Definitions . 

When used in this section, the term: 

(1) “Shoes” means all types of cover¬ 
ing for the human feet except hosiery. 

(2) “Job lot” means a single purchase 
of a group of shoes all of which in trade 
terms are “seconds.” “imperfects.” “close 
outs,” “sub-standards,” “discontinued 
models” or “samples.” 

(3) “Shoe reference book” means a 
book containing the seller’s descriptiye 
entries of the shoes which he is offering 
for sale and the maximum prices au¬ 
thorized for them by this section. 

(4) “Reference stock number” means 
the numbers employed by the manufac¬ 
turer or supplier and the seller to iden¬ 
tify a pair of shoes. 

(5) A “price line of shoes” means a 
group of styles of footwear offered by a 
seller at the same price for each style in 
the group. 

(6) “Group A” refers to all women's, 
misses' and growing girls’ shoes which 
cost $3.00 or less per pair f. o. b. port 
of shipment and all shoes other than 
women’s, misses’ and growing girls’ 
which cost $4.00 or less per pair f. o. b. 
port of shipment. 

(7) “Group B” refers to all women’s, 
misses’ and growing girls’ shoes which 
c$st more than $3.00 per pair f. o. b. port 
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of shipment and all shoes other than 
women’s, misses’ and growing girls’ which 
cost more than $4.00 per pair f. o. b. 
port of shipment. 

(b) Maximum prices for imported 
shoes. Except as otherwise specified in 
paragraph (c) a seller’s maximum prices 
for imported shoes sold or delivered in 
the Territory of Puerto Rico shall be: 

(1) For shoes which have been im¬ 
ported by the seller and which were not 
received as a part of a job lot. the cost 
per pair f. o. b. port of shipment multi¬ 
plied by:

(3> For a job lot of shoes sold intact, 
the cost of the-job lot, f. o. b. point of 
shipment, multiplied by 1.25.

(4) For each pair of shoes received 
in a job lot, the price fixed by the seller: 
Provided , That the total of the prices 
charged for each pair of shoes within the 
job lot in which the shoes were received, 
shall not exceed the cost of the lot f. o. b. 
port of shipment multiplied by 1.25 
at wholesale and 1.60 at retail on sales 
by importers, and the price paid to the 
importer multiplied by 1.28 on sales at 
retail by a merchant other than the 
importer. 

(5) 'For shoes purchased in a job lot, 
part of which job lot has been sold prior 
to the effective date of this regulation, 
the price established and filed with the 
War Price and Rationing Beards in ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements of the 
General Maximum Price Regulation. 
The seller’s maximum price for shoes 
from a broken job lot which cannot be 
established by reference to such a price 
list shall be a maximum price, in line 
with the level of maximum prices estab¬ 
lished by this regulation, as determined 
by the Director of the Office of Price 
Administration at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, on application of the seller. 

<c) Duty. On all shoes on which duty 
is payable, the seller may add to the price 
of each pair of shoes the charge for 
duty which he has paid on them. 
The duty shall not be included in the 
cost price either by the importer or by 
the retailer for purposes of computing 
the markup to which the seller is en¬ 
titled. Sales of imported shoes at whole¬ 
sale on which duty has been paid shall 
be so invoiced as to state the amount of 
duty separately from the price charged 
for the shoes. 

(d) Trade practices . The markups 
authorized herein are gross markups 
which shall not be exceeded regardless 


of any additional, unexpected, or unusual 
costs which the seller may have in¬ 
curred or of the number of sellers 
handling the shoes. No seller shall 
change his customary allowances, dis¬ 
counts or other price differentials unless 
such change results in a lower net price. 

(e) Prohibited practices. It shall be 
unlawful for any seller to improperly 
classify a pair of shoes for the purpose 
of evading the pricing provision applica¬ 
ble to the sale of such shoes. It shall 
likewise be unlawful for any seller to 
revise the price entered in his shoe ref¬ 
erence book for any pair of shoes except 
as otherwise provided in paragraph (h) 
( 2 ). 

(f) Notification to OP A on sales of job 
lots. Within five days of his first sale of 
a pair of shoes from a job lot the seller 
shall file a statement with the Territorial 
Office of the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion. San Juan. Puei*to Rico, a copy with 
his local War Price and Rationing Board 
and retain a copy for his own files, which 
statement shall show: 

(1) The name and address df the per¬ 
son from whom the lot was purchased; 

(2) A description of the job lot: 

(3) The number of pairs of shoes in¬ 
cluded within each price line; 

(4) The reference stock number as¬ 
signed as provided in paragraph (a); 

(5) TOe f. o. b. port of shipment cost 
of the job lot to the seller, if imported by 
the seller, or the price paid to the im¬ 
porter for the job lot if not imported by 
the seller; 

(6) The amount of duty, if any, paid 
by the importer; 

(7) The selling price of each pair of 
shoes as determined in accordance with 
the pricing provision of paragraph (b) 
of this section; and 

( S) Over-all markup taken by the 
seller on the job lot. 

(g) Identification of shoes. Every 
seller shall assign a separate reference 
stock number to each price line of shoes 
and shall clearly mark on each pair of 
shoes the stock number by use of a label, 
tag, slip, sticker, mark, or other similar 
appropriate marking. 

(h) Shoe reference book. (1) Every 
person selling shoes shall prepare a shoe 
reference book which he shall keep and 
make available for examination by the 
Office of Price Administration or by any 
person duly authorized by the Territorial 
Director of the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration, in which shall be entered prior 
to the time shoes are sold or offered for 
sale, the following information for each 
price classification of shoes in the seller’s 
stock: 

(i) The reference stock numbers; 

Oi) A description of the units in¬ 
cluded; 

(iii) The name and address of the 
supplier; 

(iv) The date received; 

(v) The cost to the seller or the price 
paid to the importer, whichever price is 
material in accordance with the pricing 
provision utilized, the duty if any paid 
by the Importer; 

(vi) The multiplier used in computing 
the maximum price; and 


(vii) The selling price at wholesale 
or at retail-depending upon the level at 
which the shoes are offered for sale. 

(2) The maximum price charged by 
each seller and entered in his shoe ref¬ 
erence book shall in no instance be al¬ 
tered except that should the seller have 
erroneously computed the price for an 
item entered in such book, the seller’s 
Local War Price and Rationing Board 
may, after having received a written 
statement of the fact from the seller, 
if satisfied that the entry was the re¬ 
sult of a miscalculation, authorize such 
seller to change the entry to correspond 
with the maximum price which he is 
authorized to charge in accordance with 
this regulation. 

(3) All entries in the shoe reference 
book shall be made in numerical se¬ 
quence. Shoes received by the seller 
which are identical to others earlier en¬ 
tered into the reference book shall be 
re-entered under a new reference stock 
number. 

(i) Notification to customers. Every 
person selling slides, except at retail, 
shall with each delivery supply the pur¬ 
chaser with a statement, w'hich may be 
included in and made a part of the sell¬ 
er’s invoice, specifying with respect to 
each price classification delivered: 

(1) The seller’s reference stock num¬ 
ber; 

(2) A notation of the pricing provi¬ 
sion employed;

(5) The duty paid, if any. 

The provisions of this paragraph (i) 
supersede section 1.9 (b) (1) of Second 
Revised Maximum Price Regulation 183 
with respect to sales of shoes.

WHOLESALE LAUNDRIES AND HAND LAUNDRIES 
IN NEW YORK CITY AREA 

Supplementary Service Regulation 20 
is iedesignated Revised. Supplementary 


Service Regulation 20 and is revised and 
amended to read as follows: 

A statement of the considerations in¬ 
volved in the issuance of this Revised 
Supplementary Service Regulation No. 
2D has been filed with the Division of the 
Federal Register. For the reasons set 
forth in that statement and under the 
authority vested in the Price Administra¬ 
tor by the Emergency Price Control Act 
of 1942, as amended, the Stabilization 
Act of 1942, as amended, and Executive 
Orders Nos. 9250 and 9328, Revised Sup¬ 
plementary Service Regulation 20 is 
hereby issued. The specifications and 
standards set forth in this revised sup¬ 
plementary service regulation are those 
which prior to the issuance of the regu¬ 
lation, were in general use by tlie trade 
in the affected areas. 

§ 1499.672 Wholesale laundries and 
hand laundries in the New York City 
Area —(a) Maximum prices —(1) Whole¬ 
sale laundries. The maximum prices es¬ 
tablished by Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 165 for wholesale laundry 
services supplied by wholesale laundries 
located in or when selling in the New 
York City area to hand laundries are 
hereby modified and shall henceforth be 
the prices established by Appendix A. 

(2) Hand laundries. The maximum 
prices established by Revised Maximum 
Price Regulation No. 165 for services of 
hand laundries located in the New York 
City Area are hereby modified and shall 
henceforth be the prices set forth in Ap¬ 
pendix B. 

(3) Less than maximum prices. Lower 
prices than those established by this reg¬ 
ulation may be charged. 

(b) Geographical area. The “New 
York Area” as used herein includesHhe 
following eight counties in the State of 
New York: Bronx, New York, Kings, 
Queens, Richmond, Westchester, Nassau, 
and Suffolk. 

(c) Applicability of Revised Maximum 
Price Regulation No. 165. Except as pro¬ 
vided to the contrary, all the other pro¬ 
visions of Revised Maximum Price Regu¬ 
lation No. 165 and any applicable sup¬ 
plementary service regulation shall apply 
to the laundries subject to this regula¬ 
tion. Laundry services not listed in the 
Appendices performed by laundries sub¬ 
ject to this regulation shall be governed 
by Revised Maximum Price Regulation 
No. 165. 

(e) Definitions. As used in this regu¬ 
lation the terms: 

“Wholesale laundry” means a power 
laundry offering laundry services for sale 
to retail hand laundries. 

“Hand laundry” means a retail laun¬ 
dry establishment receiving and distrib¬ 
uting laundry, generally finishing some 
wearing apparel by hand ironing done 
on the premises, giving only limited, if 
any, delivery service and employing not 
more than eight employees. This regula¬ 
tion shall not apply where more than 
three retail laundry establishments are 
operated under the same ownership. 

“Shirts” means all shirts except the 
following: Shirts made of silk, wool, flan¬ 
nel, gabardine, rayon and other artificial 
fibers; full dress shirts. The prices of 
shirts included within the above excep¬ 


tions shall be the prices for these items 
which were filed by the individual laun¬ 
dry with the OPA. If no such prices have 
been filed, the maximum price to be 
charged for all shirts shall be the price 
established for shirts by the appropriate 
Appendix for the type of laundry. 

(f) Notice and posting requirements — 
(1) Wholesale laundries. Within 30 days 
after the issuance of this revised regula¬ 
tion, every wholesale laundry located in 
or selling in the New York City area shall 
notify its hand laundry customers af¬ 
fected by this regulation of the maximum 
prices established in Appendix A. 

(2) Hand Laundries. Within 30 days 
after the issuance of this regulation, 
every hand laundry located in the New 
York City area shall post on its premises 
in a place and manner so that it is plainly 
visible to the purchasing public, a placard 
or card setting forth the maximum prices 
established in Appendix B. 

(g) Adjustments. Section 16 of Re¬ 
vised Maximum Price Regulation No. 165 
shall no longer be available and all ad¬ 
justments granted by the Office of Price 
Administration, are hereby revoked as to 
the services subject to this regulation for 
wholesale laundries and hand laundries, 
respectively. However, Hand Laundries 
which received written approval to con¬ 
tinue to charge the mrximum prices 
established by Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 165 under the provisions 
of § 1499.672 (8) of Supplementary Serv¬ 
ice Regulation 20 prior to the effective 
date of this revision may continue to 
do so.

Revised Maximum Price Regulation

It does not include selling, ad¬ 
ministrative or general expense attribu¬ 
table to other operations of the business 
or to the business generally. 

(31 Action by the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration, The Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration, any regional office or such 
district offices as may be authorized by 
order issued by the appropriate regional 
office, may adjust the maximum price of 
any extra service supplied in connection 
with a tube repair if, in its judgment, 
(i) the applicant’s maximum price at 
the time the application is submitted 
makes it impossible for applicant to pro¬ 
vide such extra service without substan¬ 
tial hardship; (ii) there is no adequate 
substitute service available at a lower 
price than the adjusted maximum price; 
and (iii) the supply of such extra serv¬ 
ice in connection with a tube repair is 
impeded or threatened without such ad¬ 
justment. Such adjustment will be lim¬ 
ited to the applicant’s total direct costs 
attributable to the extra service involved 
in the tube repair or the price of the next 
higher competitive seller in the area, able 
to supply that service, whichever is lower.

(ii) Regardless of any of the provisions 
of this supplement, division of commis¬ 
sion charges may be made with and paid 
to exchange members in accordance with 
rules of the respective exchanges which 
were in effect January 1,1943, and sellers 
of grain sorghums who are members may 
receive such divisions. 

(8) "Broker” means, with respect to 
any lot of grain sorghums, a person who, 
acting for the account of either seller or 
buyer or both, negotiates a sale or pur¬ 
chase of such grain sorghums for either 
seller or buyer or both, other than as a 
commission merchant or as an employee 
of either seller or buyer. No person can 
be a broker as to grain sorghums owned 
by him. 

(9) "Retailer” means, with respect to 
any less than carload lot of grain, a per¬ 
son who sells and delivers such lot to a 
feeder from his "store.” 

(10) "Store”, means a building, or a 
separate unit in a building, where the 
business of buying, selling and delivering 
grain at retail is carried on, or where a 
general business of which such retail 
grain business is a part, is conducted. In 
order to maintain its status as a store, 
such business shall carry a stock of grain 
for sale at retail, and in addition, it may 
carry other stocks of merchandise. 

(11) "His supplier” or "your supplier” 
means, as to any seller, the person from 
whom he or you purchased the grain 
involved. 

(12) "His customer” or "your cus¬ 
tomer” means, as to any seller, the per¬ 
son to whom he or you sell the lot of 
grain involved. 

(13) "Grain sorghums” means the 
threshed grain of that name as defined 
in the Official Grain Standards of the 
United States, except grain sorghums 
which are exempted under section 1 (a). 

(14) "Waxy grain sorghums” means 
that special hybrid variety of grain 
sorghums with a starch content similar 
to tapioca starch, and which stains red¬ 
dish brown with iodine, and which is 
grown under contract and sold by the 
producer directly to the tapioca manu¬ 
facturer or to his agent, for special proc¬ 
essing. 

(15) "Per hundred”, as a unit of meas¬ 
urement of grain sorghums, means 100 
pounds of grain sorghums. 

(16) "Base price” means the price, 
per hundred, with adjustments for grade 
and quality, as provided in section 6. 
These base prices shall not be used inde¬ 
pendently as maximum prices nor shall 
they be used in any other method than is 
specifically provided in the maximum 
pricing provisions (sections 7 to 11 in¬ 
clusive) . 

(17) "Interior point” means any point 
other than an interior rail point, except 
that with respect to any particular lot of 
grain sorghums it does not include the 
farm w T here such grain sorghums was 
grown. 

(18) "Interior rail point” means any 
point having facilities for the loading of 
railroad freight cars and from which 
railroad freight rates are published as 
provided by law. 

(19) "Carload quantity” means any 
lot of grain sorghums of 60,000 pounds 
or more not! delivered by or into a truck, 
or any lot of grain sorghums of 30,000 


pounds or more when shipped by rail 
in such a manner as to take a carload 
rate under tariff requirements. • It also 
includes mixed cars and pool cars. 

(20) "Less than carload lot” or "less 
than carload quantity” means a lot of 
grain less than a carload quantity. It 
includes any delivery by or into a truck. 

(21) "Your transportation cost” 
means (i) if you employ a common car¬ 
rier, contract carrier, or other carrier 
for hire or compensation, the charge 
which you actually incur for the trans¬ 
portation service; Provided , That such 
charge shall not include the difference, 
if any, between the unload rate and the 
winter storage rate in the case of grain 
sorghums shipped via lake vessel; or 

(ii) If you do your own hauling by 
truck or other vehicle, the hauling allow¬ 
ance at the scale set forth in definition 

(22); or 

(iii) If you transport the lot by barge 
or vessel owned, leased, or chartered and 
operated by you, the going rate for the 
same movement, if there is such a going 
rate, or if there is no going rate for the 
same movement, then the going rate for 
the most similar movement, not to ex¬ 
ceed the reasonable value of the service; 
or 

(iv) When any movement involves a 
combination of more than one of the 
types of transportation Included in (i), 
(ii), or (iii), the transportation cost for 
the movement of each type shall be com¬ 
puted separately and the results added. 

(v) If any part of the movement is 
by barge or vessel, you may add custom¬ 
ary vessel brokerage, cargo insurance, 
and outturn insurance or allowances on 
such lot, to the extent not included in the 
cost computed under (i) or (iii) above. 

(22) "Hauling allowance” means the 
following scale of charges: 

(i) If the total haul does not exceed 
100 miles—3 cents per 100 pounds for 
the first five miles or fraction thereof, 
plus 1 cent per 100 pounds for each ad¬ 
ditional five miles or fraction thereof; or 

(ii) If the haul exceeds 100 miles, the 
lowest local carload grain sorghums rail 
rate from the rail point nearest the point 
of origin to the rail point nearest point of 
destination plus 8 cents per 100 pounds, 
but not to exceed 22 cents per 100 pounds, 
plus V 4 cent per 100 pounds for each five 
miles or fraction thereof over 100 miles. 

(iii) In applying the above mileage 
scale, all distances for truck movement 
shall be determined via the shortest 
route between point of origin and point 
of destination reasonably suitable for 
truck movement. 

(23) "Area A” means that area in the 
United States which is so described in 
Table II of Appendix A. 

(24) "Area B” means that area in the 
United States which is so described in 
Table II of Appendix A. 

(25) "Area C” means that area in the 
United States which is so described in 
Table II of Appendix A. 

(26) "Other vehicle” means any con¬ 
veyance other than truck, rail car, barge 
or vessel. 

(27) "Nearest,” as used in Section 6, 
means the shortest distance by a route 
suitable for truck movement. 

(b) General explanation of the pricing 
provisions in this supplement. This suo- 
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plemcnt provides a maximum price for 
every kind of seller and for every kind of 
sale not exempted under other provisions 
of this supplement. You may not always 
be the same type of seller on different lots 
of grain sorghums that you sell, and 
you must consult the definitions to learn 
the type of seller you are in connection 
with any particular sale. In order that 
pricing provisions should be fair to every 
kind of handler, it has been necessary to 
define types of sellers more closely by 
reference to the functions they perform 
in each transaction rather than by popu¬ 
lar terminology used by the trade. You 
must, therefore, be careful to study the 
definitions in connection with the par¬ 
ticular sale you want to price. After you 
have decided the type of seller you are 
on a particular sale you look in the fol¬ 
lowing section for your maximum price. 

If you are a producer, see section 7. 

If you are a trucker-merchant, see sec¬ 
tion 8. 

If you are a country shipper, see section 9. 

If you are a merchandiser, see section 10. 

If you are an importer, see section 11. 

If you are a retailer, you will find your 
maximum price in Supplement No. 1 to 
Pood Products Regulation No. 2. 

If you are selling mixed grain, your maxi¬ 
mum price is arrived at in the manner 
set forth in Article IV of Food Products 
Regulation No. 2. 

In some cases, you will find that your 
max'mum price depends on your sup¬ 
plier’s maximum price. In other cases, 
as in sections 7. 9. 10 or 11, you will find 
that your maximum price for the sale 
of a particular lot of grain sorghums de¬ 
pends on what is called a “base price/* 
which you will find in section 6. Base 
prices are not maximum prices although 
sometimes you will find that the maxi¬ 
mum price on a particular lot is the same 
as the base price; but more often the 
maximum pricing provisions provide 
that you deduct something from, or add 
something to, the base price in computing 
your maximum price. 

Sec. 6. Base prices. As explained in 
the preceding section, “base prices” are 
not maximum prices but are used in the 
determination of maximum prices. All 
grain sorghums do not have the same 
value because of variations in grade and 
quality, and also because grain sorghums 
located at one point may command a dif¬ 
ferent price than grain sorghums located 
at another point. Base prices are, ac¬ 
cordingly. worked out to reflect differ¬ 
ences in grade and quality and differ¬ 
ences in locations. Generally speaking, 
this supplement starts any lot of grain 
sorghums into market channels with a 
maximum price at or near its origin, and 
these base prices are for the purpose of 
arriving at such initial maximum price 
for the particular grade, quality and lo¬ 
cation. At different levels of marketing 
the supplement permits the addition to 
base prices of transportation costs, mark¬ 
ups, and similar incidents to distribution. 

In order to provide a base price for 
grain sorghums at every point in the 
United States for every grade and quality, 
it is necessary to establish base prices by 
location for a “standard grade” of grain 
sorghums, and provide discounts from 
that standard grade for other grades and 
qualities. The “standard grade” is No. 2 
or better grain sorghums. Base prices 


for other grades and qualities are deter¬ 
mined by subtracting the discounts pro¬ 
vided in Table I of Appendix A from the 
corresponding price for the “standard 
grade.” 

(a> Base prices by location for the 
“standard grade” of grain sorghums, and 
for other grain sorghums not required 
to be sold on grade, shall be as follows: 

(1) At any interior rail point: 

(1) At any interior rail point in Area A, 
$2.13 per hundred plus the lowest do¬ 
mestic carload freight rate from Denver, 
Colorado, to the interior rail point near¬ 
est the farm where the lot of grain sor¬ 
ghums was grown. 

(ii) At any interior rail point in Area 

B, $2.40 per hundred plus the low f est do¬ 
mestic carload freight rate from Kansas 
City, Missouri, to the interior rail point 
nearest the farm where the lot of grain 
sorghums was grown. 

(iii) At any interior rail point in Area 

C, the price set forth in Table II of Ap¬ 
pendix A opposite the state and county 
wherein the interior rail point in ques¬ 
tion is situated. If any interior rail point 
lies in two price zones, its base price shall 
be the price of the higher zone. If any 
inte»or rail point lies in a zone for which 
no price is named, its base price shall 
be the highest base price in any county 
or parish abutting such zone. 

(2) At any interior point, the base 
price at the nearest interior rail point. 

(3) At the farm where grown, the base 
price at the nearest interior rail point 
less 13 cents per hundred. 

(b) Base prices for imported grain 
sorghums. For base prices on imported 
grain sorghums, see Section 11 of this 
supplement. 

<c) Base prices for mixed grain . The 
base price for mixed grain (as defined 
in the Official Grain Standards of the 
United States for grain sorghums) bulk, 
shall be determined pursuant to Article 
IV of Food Products Regulation No. 2. 

Sec. 7. Maximum prices for sales by 
producers. You will find that the term 
“producer” has been defined to include 
several persons. It includes a person who 
grew or harvested the lot of grain sor¬ 
ghums, and a landlord who received the 
grain sorghums as or in lieu of rent for 
the farm where grown. In addition, for 
the purposes of the maximum pricing 
provisions, it includes any other person 
who delivers the grain sorghums to his 
customer on the farm where grown or 
at roadside near such farm, the price 
result of this being that you must deliver 
the grain sorghums to your customer 
away from the farm where grown or 
roadside nearby in order to secure a 
higher price than the person who grew 
the grain sorghums could have received. 

You will not be acting as a producer 
in selling such grain sorghums, but as a 
country shipper, merchandiser, or retail¬ 
er, as the case may be: Provided, That be¬ 
fore selling the grain sorghums you have 
it transported to a store, elevator or 
warehouse operated by you at which you 
carry on a regular business of buying and 
selling grain produced by others. Under 
such circumstances, your maximum price 
shall be determined as though you pur¬ 
chased the grain sorghums from another 
producer at such producer’s maximum 
price on his delivery made to your store, 
elevator or warehouse. 


In connection with any delivery by you 
as a producer, if your customer performs 
any service or incurs any expense in con¬ 
nection with growing, threshing, harvest¬ 
ing, collecting from field, or assembling 
at point where available for ready trans¬ 
portation from farm, the reasonable 
value of all such services performed or 
the expense so incurred must be deducted 
when he pays you the appropriate maxi¬ 
mum price. 

The maximum price of a producer is as 
follows: 

(a) If delivery is made at the farm 
where grown, or at roadside near such 
farm. If you deliver any lot of grain 
sorghums on the farm where grown or at 
roadside near the farm, your maximum 
price per hundred shall be the base price 
at the farm where grown, with the fol¬ 
lowing two exceptions: 

(1) If there is an interior rail point 
on the farm, and you deliver the grain 
sorghums to your customer at a rail load¬ 
ing facility at such interior rail point, 
your maximum price shall be the base 
price at the interior rail point, less 7 
cents per hundred if delivered to your 
customer loaded in a rail car, or less 10 
cents per hundred if not so loaded. 

(2) If you are a landlord and you re¬ 
ceive the grain sorghums from your ten¬ 
ant as or in lieu of rent, and if the lease 
or rental agreement between you pro¬ 
vides for delivery of the grain sorghums 
at some point other than the farm where 
grown, then your maximum price for the 
sale of the grain sorghums to your tenant 
for delivery at the farm shall be the base 
price at the farm plus 3 cents per hun¬ 
dred. 

(b) If delivery is made by truck or 
other vehicle from the farm where grown 
to an elevator or warehouse. If you de¬ 
liver the grain sorghums by truck or 
other vehicle from the farm where grown 
to an elevator or warehouse (not includ¬ 
ing a delivery to a feeder, store, or proc¬ 
essing plant, which is covered in para¬ 
graph (e) separately), your maximum 
price per hundred, shall be the base price 
at that point less 10 cents per hundred. 

(c) If delivery is made in storage after 
movement by truck or other vehicle. If 
you unload from a truck or other vehicle 
and store the grain sorghums in any 
elevator or warehouse located at an in¬ 
terior point or at an interior rail point 
and deliver them to your customer in 
storage, your maximum price shall be 
the’base price at that point less 3 cents 
per hundred, but you must either pay or 
have deducted from the payment of the 
maximum price to you, all accrued stor¬ 
age and handling charges, including the 
loading out charges. If yoqr customer is 
also the warehouseman, the deduction 
for handling and loading shall be not 

' less than 7 cents per hundred. 

(d) If delivery is made by truck or 

other vehicle from the farm where grown 
to a rail or barge loading facility . (1) 

If you deliver the grain sorghums by 
truck or other vehicle from the farm 
where grown to your customer at a rail 
loading facility at an interior rail point, 
without loading into cars, your max¬ 
imum price shall be the base price at 
that point less 10 cents per hundred, or 

(2) If you deliver the grain sorghums 
to your customer loaded aboard a rail 
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car or barge and if it is delivered at point 
of loading, your maximum price shall 
be the base price at point of loading less 
7 cents per hundred, or 

<3> If after so loading the grain sor¬ 
ghums on a rail car or barge, you delfver 
them to your customer following a rail 
or barge movement, your maximum price 
shall be the base price at point of loading 
less 3 cents per hundred but plus your 
transportation cost from the point of 
loading: Provided, That if after such 
movement you store the grain sorghums, 
you must either pay or have deducted 
from the payment of the maximum price 
to you, all accrued storage and handling 
charges, and the loading out charge. If 
your customer is also the warehouseman, 
the deduction for handling and loading 
out shall be not less than 2 cents per 
hundred. 

(e) If delivery is viade by truck or 
other vehicle to a feeder , store or proc¬ 
essing plant. You may deliver the grain 
sorghums by truck or other vehicle to a 
feeder, store or processing plant, in 
which case your maximum price per 
hundred shall be the base price at the 
farm where grown plus your transporta¬ 
tion cost from the farm to the point of 
delivery to your customer. 

<f) If delivery is ?nade in any other 
manner than is provided for above. If 
you deliver the grain sorghum to your 
customer in any manner other than as 
provided above, your maximum price 
shall be the base price on the farm where 
grown plus 3 cents per hundred. 

Sec. 8 Maximum prices for sales by 
trucker - merchants. “Trucker - mer¬ 
chant” is defined as one who purchases 
grain sorghums for resale and, without 
loading them into a barge or railroad 
car or unloading them into an elevator 
or warehouse for his own account and 
use. transports and delivers the grain 
sorghums to his customer in a truck or 
other vehicle owned or leased and oper¬ 
ated by him. 

If you are a trucker-merchant under 
this definition, your maximum price per 
hundred for the sale of any lot of grain 
sorghums is your supplier's maximum 
price on the sale and delivery to you plus 
your hauling allowance from the point 
where you received delivery from your 
supplier to the point of delivery to your 
customer. 

Every trucker-merchant shall, with re¬ 
spect to every lot of grain sorghums 
transported by him as a trucker-mer¬ 
chant. procure or prepare a statement of 
information which shall accompany the 
grain sorghums while in transit on the 
truck or other vehicle. Such statement 
shall set fortfii the name and address of 
the trucker-merchant and of his sup¬ 
plier. the date of purchase, the point, 
w here lie received delivery, and the grade 
and purchase price of the grain sor¬ 
ghums. Upon delivery of the grain sor¬ 
ghums by the trucker-merchant to his 
customer, a copy of the statement of 
information signed by the trucker-mer¬ 
chant shall be given to his customer 
showing also the point of delivery and 
the transportation charge being made. 
Copies of this statement shall be retained 
by the trucker-merchant and by his cus¬ 
tomer as a part of their records. 


For enforcement purposes, it is neces¬ 
sary that both the shipments themselves 
and the records of the trucker-merchant 
covering such shipments be available for 
inspection while in transit. Failure of a 
trucker-merchant to stop for such in¬ 
spection in response to instructions in a 
sign conspicuously posted at roadside 
or upon signal by an Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration enforcement officer, shall be 
a violation of this supplement, subject 
to all penalties of the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942, as amended, and the 
Stabilization Act of 1942, as amended. 

Sec. 9. Maximum prices for sales by 
country shippers. “Country shipper” is 
defined in section 5 (a) (4) to mean, 
with respect to any lot of grain sor¬ 
ghums, a person w r ho purchases and re¬ 
ceives the grain sorghums from a pro¬ 
ducer in any quantity before any move¬ 
ment by rail or barge and delivers them 
to his customer at a point which is 
neither on the farm where grown nor at 
roadside near the farm and delivers it in 
any manner other than as a trucker- 
merchant or retailer. 

This section sets forth the maximum 
prices for the ordinary “country shipper” 
marketing transactions. 

To these prices, you may be entitled 
to add various charges which you incur, 
or allowances for special handling of the 
grain sorghums, under the rules pro¬ 
vided in section 13. Subject to such 
conditions, the maximum price per hun¬ 
dred, bulk, for sales by a country ship¬ 
per are as follows: 

(a) If delivery is made in a carload 
quantity. If you deliver the grain sor¬ 
ghums in a carload quantity loaded in 
a rail car or barge or after a movement 
by rail or barge, your maximum price 
per hundred shall be the base price at 
the point where first so loaded plus your 
transportation cost, if any. from the 
point of loading: Provided, That if after 
a rail or barge movement you store the 
grain sorghums, you must either pay or 
have deducted from the payment to you 
of such maximum price all accrued 
storage and handling charges, and the 
loading out charge. If your customer is 
also the warehouseman, the deductions 
for handling and loading out shall be not 
less than 2 cents per hundred. 

„ (b) If delivery is made in less-than- 
carload quantities after movement by 
rail or barge. If you deliver, after any 
movement by rail car or barge, in a less- 
than-carload quantity, your maximum 
price shall be determined by adding 5 
cents per hundred if delivered to a feeder 
or 3 cents per hundred if delivered to any 
other person to your maximum price for 
a carload shipment as computed in para¬ 
graph (a), and plus your transportation 
cost, if any: Provided, That if you do 
your own hauling and, therefore, your 
transportation cost is the hauling allow¬ 
ance set forth in section 5 (a) (22), and if 
the distance you haul the grain sorghums 
is more than 60 miles, you shall not then 
add the markups provided in this para¬ 
graph because the scale is so established 
that for that distance or more, it includes 
an adequate profit on the sale of the 
grain sorghums hauled. The additional 
markups in this subparagraph will not 


be subject to the limitation on markups 
provided in section 12 of this supplement. 

(c) If delivery is made in storage or 
from storage in less than carload quanti¬ 
ties. (1) If you deliver the grain sor¬ 
ghums in any quantity stored in the ele¬ 
vator or warehouse to which they were 
hauled by truck or other vehicle from the 
farm where grown, your maximum price 
per hundred, bulk, shall be the base price 
at the point where the elevator or ware¬ 
house is located, but you must either pay, 
or have deducted from payment of the 
maximum price to you, all accrued stor¬ 
age and handling charges, and the load¬ 
ing out charges. If your customer is also 
the warehouseman, the deduction for 
handling and loading out shall be not 
less than 3 cents per hundred. 

(2) If you deliver such grain sorghums 
from such elevator or warehouse, in a 
less-than-carload quantity, your maxi¬ 
mum price shall be the base price at that 
point plus 5 cents per hundred if deliv¬ 
ered to a feeder, or plus 2 cents per hun¬ 
dred if delivered to any other person, and 
plus your transportation cost, if any: 
Provided, That if in making delivery you 
do your own hauling, and, therefore, your 
transportation cost is the hauling allow¬ 
ance set forth in section 5 (a) (22 >. and if 
the distance is more than 60 miles, you 
shall not add the extra markup provided 
in this subparagraph for the reason ex¬ 
plained in paragraph (b) of this section. 
The additional markups in this subpara¬ 
graph will not be subject to the limita¬ 
tion on markups provided in section 12 
of this supplement. 

(d) If delivery is made by truck or 
other vehicle from the farm where 
grown to a store, feeder or processor. If 
you deliver the grain sorghums from the 
farm where grown in a for-hire-truck or 
other vehicle to a store, feeder or proc¬ 
essor, your maximum price per hundred, 
bulk, shall be the base price at su _ ’r farm, 
plus 3 cents per hundred, and plus your 
transportation cost. (If so delivered in 
your own truck or other vehicle, you 
would come under the definition of 
“trucker-merchant” and price accord¬ 
ingly.) 

(e) If delivery is made in any manner 
other than as provided for above. The 
maximum price for the sale by a country 
shipper of any lot of grain sorghums han¬ 
dled in any manner not specified above 
shall be the base price at the farm where 
grow n plus 3 cents per hundred. 

Sec. IQ. Maximum prices for sales by 
merchandisers. With the exception of 
persons acting as producers or country 
shippers, all sellers who deliver grain 
sorghums in any manner ether than as 
trucker-merchants or retailers are “mer¬ 
chandisers” by definition. 

This section sets forth the maximum 
prices for the ordinary “merchandiser 1 * 
marketing transactions. All markups are 
subject to the limitations of section 12. 
To these prices you may be entitled to 
add various charges which you may in¬ 
cur, or allowances for special handling 
of the grain, under the rules provided in 
section 13 of this supplement Subject 
to such additions, the maximum prices 
per hundred, for sales by a merchandiser 
are as follows: 
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(a) If delivery is viade in a carload 
quantity. (1) For all deliveries of grain 
sorghums, which you receive and deliver 
in a carload quantity, you calculate your 
maximum price by adding to your sup¬ 
plier’s maximum price on the sale and 
delivery to you (or to the maximum price 
of a withdrawal of grain as determined 
under section 2.3 of Food Products Regu¬ 
lation 2), your transportation cost and a 
markup of 4 cents per hundred. 

(2) If you receive any lot of grain 
sorghums from your supplier in less- 
than-carload quantities and 4*eship such 
grain sorghums by rail or vessel o t sell it 
in storage, you must use the base price at 
the point of reshipment or storage less 4 
cents per hundred in place of your sup¬ 
plier’s maximum price, and after such 
adjustment you calculate your maximum 
price as provided in subparagraph (1). 

(b) If delivery is in a less-than-car- 
Icad quantity. If you deliver any lot of 
grain sorghums in a less-than-carload 
quantity, your maximum price shall be 
calculated by adding: 

(1) Your supplier’s maximum price 
on the sale and delivery to you (or the 
price of a withdrawal, as determined un¬ 
der section 2.3 of Food Products Regu¬ 
lation No. 2); and 

(2) Your transportation cost; and 

(3) A markup of 4 cents per hundred; 
and 

(4) The appropriate one of the follow¬ 
ing additional markups: 

<i) 11 cents per hundred if delivered to 
a feeder; or 

(ii) 8 cents per hundred if delivered to 
any person other than a feeder or a 
trucker-merchant: or 

(iii) 6 cents per hundred if delivered 
to a trucker-merchant: 

Provided , That if you do your own haul¬ 
ing, and, therefore, your transportation 
cost is the hauling allowance set forth 
in section 5 (a) (22), and if the distance 
hauled is more than 60 miles, you shall 
not be permitted to add the extra mark¬ 
ups provided in subparagraph (4) above, 
in such case. The markups provided in 
subparagraph (4) above will not be sub¬ 
ject to the limitations on markups on 
carload shipments, as provided in sec¬ 
tion 12 of this supplement, but no more 
than one of such markups shall be added 
to the maximum price on Ihe sale of any 
less-than-carload quantity except an ad¬ 
ditional markup on a sale to a feeder 
may be added to (4) (ii) above. 

(c) If delivery is made in storage. If 
you deliver the grain sorghums to your 
customer in storage, you must either pay 
or have deducted from the payment of 
the maximum price to you all accrued 
storage and handling charges, and the 
loading out charges. If your customer 
is also the warehouseman, such deduc¬ 
tion for handling and loading out shall 
be not less than 2 cents per hundred. 

Sec. 11. Maximum prices for sales by 
importers . “Importer” means, with re¬ 
spect to any lot of grain sorghums grown 
outside the United States, the first per¬ 
son who owns the lot after entry into 
the United States, and who sells it 
through his place of business located in 
the United States. When he sells the 
, grain sorghums, the importer will be 
either a merchandiser, trucker-merchant 


or retailer, according to the manner 
in which he sells. In computing his 
maximum price on sales by him. “his 
supplier’s” maximum price is the base 
price for the county in which the grain 
sorghums in question enter the United 
States. 

Sec. 12. Limitations on total markups 
of country shippers, merchandisers, and 
on service charges of commission mer¬ 
chants and brokers which may be in¬ 
cluded in a maximum price.. In order 
to prevent undue accumulation of mark¬ 
ups for distributive services, all markups 
except those set forth in sections 9 (b), 

9 (c) (2). 10 (b) (4), 13 (b) and 13 (g) 
are subject to the limitations provided 
in this section. 

(a) The maximum price for the sale 
of any lot of grain sorghums shall never 
include an amount in excess of 16 cents 
per hundred as a total of all merchan¬ 
dising markups and all service charges 
for brokers and commission merchants: 
Provided, That the maximum price for 
any lot of grain sorghums sold in the 
States of Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Missouri, Kansas 
and Colorado and including sales in the 
cities of Vicksburg, Mississippi: Memphis, 
Tennessee, and Cairo and East St. Louis, 
Illinois, shall never include an amount 
in excess of 11 cents per hundred as a 
total of all merchandising markup and 
all service charges for brokers and com¬ 
mission merchants. 

These are limitations on the total of 
markups and service charges which may 
be included in any maximum price. 
They may lessen, but will never increase, 
the amount of any single maximum 
markup or maximum service charge. 

Sec. 13. Rules relating to additions to 
the maximum price —(a) Maximum 
charges for services of brokers and 
commission merchants, also provision 
for adding such charges subject to 
limitations. (1) Notwithstanding the 
provisions of any other regulation, the 
maximum charge which a broker or a 
commission merchant may charge for 
all services in connection with any pur¬ 
chase and sale of a lot of grain sorghums 
shall be as set forth below. These are 
maximum service charges regardless of 
whether the grain sorghums are sold at 
their maximum price and regardless of 
whether the markups may be added to 
any maximum price. 

(1) Brokers. The maximum service 
charge for all services of a broker with 
respect to a purchase and sale of any 
lot of grain sorghums is 1 cent per 
hundred. 

(ii) Commission merchants. The 
maximum service charge for all services 
of commission merchants under this sup¬ 
plement with respect to a purchase and 
sale of any lot of grain sorghums is 2 
cents per hundred. 

(2) Subject to the limitations set forth 
in section 12 of this supplement, any 
seller may add the service charges of a 
broker and commission merchant to the 
maximum price he would otherwise be 
entitled to charge: Provided , That the 
seller actually incurs such charge and 
Provided , That no maximum price shall 
ever include more than 2 cents ver hun¬ 
dred for the total service charges of 


brokers and 2 cents per hundred for 
commission merchants’ charges. 

(b) Elevation charges which may be 
added to your maximum price. (1) Ex¬ 
cept as provided in subparagraph (2), 
if grain sorghums are unloaded into an 
elevator or warehouse from a rail car, 
barge, or vessel, the maximum price of 
the seller shall be increased by 2 cents 
per hundred provided the :eller has ac¬ 
tually incurred pr would otherwise bear 
the expense of such elevation or han- 
•dling, including loading out, except that 
if the seller is not the warehouseman and 
the expense he incurs or bears is less 
than 2 cents per hundred, he shall add 
to his maximum price only the actual 
amount so incurred or borne. 

(2) When any lot of grain sorghums 
are transferred from rail cars or barge 
through an elevator or warehouse to lake 
vessel, the elevation or handling changes 
actually incurred by the seller (but not 
exceeding the charges in effect December 
6. 1913) may be added to his maximum 
price: Provided, That if the grain sor¬ 
ghums are handled through an elevator 
or warehouse operated by the seller, he 
may add 2 cents per hundred. 

(3) This paragraph (b) does not fix 
maximum prices which may be charged 
by warehousemen for elevating or han¬ 
dling grain sorghums belonging to 
another person. The amount of such 
charges is determined under the Gen¬ 
eral Maximum Price Regulation. 

(4) The markups provided in this 
subparagraph are not subject to the 
limitations contained in section 12 of this 
supplement. 

(c> Inspection and weighing charges. 
(1) Where to complete a contract of sale 
of grain sorghums official inspection is 
necessary, the cost thereof shall be borne 
by the seller. 

(2) Where to complete a contract of 
sale of grain sorghums official weighing 
is necessary, the cost thereof may be 
borne by either seller or buyer as the 
parties may agree: Provided, That if 
paid by the buyer, said expenditure shall 
not be added to the maximum price for 
any resale of said grain sorghums. 

(d) Sacks and sacking. (1) When 
grain sorghums are sold in sacks and the 
seller furnishes both the sacks and the 
sacking, there may be added to the ap¬ 
propriate maximum price the reasonable 
market value of the sacks used (not ex¬ 
ceeding any maximum price established 
thereon) plus, except where the seller 
is the producer, a sacking charge of 5 
cents per hundred. 

(2) When grain sorghums are sold in 
sacks by any seller other than the pro¬ 
ducer, and the sacks are furnished by 
the buyer and the seller does the sacking, 
there may be added to the appropriate 
maximum price a sacking charge of 5 
cents per hundred. 

(3) These charges may be added to the 
appropriate maximum price for succeed¬ 
ing sales while the grain sorghums are 
sold in sacks. 

(e) Carrying charges. (1) “Carrying 
charges” are the charges which a seller 
is permitted to add to the appropriate 
maximum price for grain sorghums 
where the buyer requests deferment of 
delivery of the grain sorghums beyond 
the free time allowed under the terms of

the contract of sale. Carrying charges 
cover maintenance of condition and 
grade, financing, insurance and storage, 
and they involve the assumption on the 
part of the seller of undertaking to make 
deferred delivery to the buyer according 
to the grade, quality and quantity of 
grain sorghums purchased by the buyer, 
at any time the buyer may select, after 
the expiration of the free time. 

(2) In addition to the appropriate 
maximum prices for grain sorghums, a 
carrying charge of M 4 of a cent per hun- - 
dred, per day, may be charged by the 
seller from the date of the expiration df 
the free time, under the contract of sale, 
to the date selected by the buyer as the 
date on which shipment shall be made, 
or the date on which shipment or de¬ 
livery is actually made, whichever is 
earlier: Provided , That in all cases, the 
seller may have five days from the date of 
receipt of instructions within which to 
make shipment, and he may charge 
carrying charges accordingly. 

(3) On any resale, the maximum price 
of the seller shall not be increased for 
any such carrying charges so added. 

(4) This provision for the addition of 
carrying charges shall have no applica¬ 
tion to grain sorghums stored, or re¬ 
maining, on the farm where grown. 

(5) This paragraph (e) does not fix 
maximum prices which may be charged 
by warehousemen for storing grain 
sorghums belonging to another person. 
The amount of such charge is determine^ 
under the General Maximum Price Reg¬ 
ulation. 

(f) Special services. Under certain 
special conditions persons performing 
several marketing functions may add to 
their maximum price merchandising 
markups for special services. These 
markups, and the conditions under 
which they may be added, are set forth 
in section 2.5 of Food Products Regula¬ 
tion No. 2. 

(g) Drying service charges and 
shrinkage markups. Inasmuch as the 
custom drying of grain sorghums in ex¬ 
act quantities to meet trade and railroad 
tariff requirements, and the require¬ 
ments of the Office of Defense Trans¬ 
portation is impractical, sellers may arti- 
flcally dry grain sorghums and sell the 
dried grain sorghums. Except as set 
forth in subparagraph (3) below, the 
maximum price of such artificially dried 
grain sorghums shall be the equivalent 
maximum price per hundred of wet grain 
sorghums before drying, based on the 
weight of artificially dried grain sor¬ 
ghums actually delivered. The seller 
may add to his maximum price as 
computed: 

(1) A markup for drying which shall 
not exceed the dryer’s charge established 
under Revised Maximum Price Regula¬ 
tion No. 165 for custom drying the 
amount of wet grain sorghums of the 
moisture content used in calculating the 
seller’s maximum price as described 
above; and 

(2) A shrinkage loss markup which 
shall be computed by multiplying the 


maximum price per hundred of the wet 
grain sorghums by the difference be¬ 
tween the weight of the wet grain sor¬ 
ghums and the weight of the artificially 
dried grain sorghums. If the actual 
weights are not available, the shrink¬ 
age loss shall be computed according to 
the following formula: 

(1) Multiply the weight of wet grain 
sorghums by the percentage of dry mat¬ 
ter in the wet grain sorghums; then 

(ii) Divide the result of (i) by the per¬ 
centage of dry matter in the dried grain 
sorghums; then 

(iii) Subtract V 2 of one percent of the 
weight cf the wet grain sorghums from 
the quotient reached in (ii). The result 
of this subtraction is the weight of the 
dried grain sorghums; then 

(iv) Subtract the weight of the dried 
grain sorghums from the weight of the 
wet grain sorghums to determine the 
weight of the shrinkage loss. 

(3) If the grain sorghums to be dried 
is from a commingled lot. the maximum 
price of the wet grain sorghums shall be 
determined pursuant to sections 2.2, 2.3 
and 2.7 of Food Products Regulation 
No. 2. 

(4) The markups provided for in this 
paragraph (g) shall not be subject to 
the limitations set forth in section 12 
of this supplement. 

(5) On resale, the seller’s maximum 
price T>hall be based on the maximum 
price of the appropriate grade of the 
dried grain sorghums. 

Sec. 14. Separate invoicing of charges , 
markups and costs. When any selling 
price equals or exceeds the base price ad¬ 
justed for grade and quality at point of 
origin, plus freight, all service charges, 
markups, elevation and handling costs 
and transportation costs permitted in re¬ 
spect to distributors of carload quanti¬ 
ties shall be separately stated on the In¬ 
voice or on the confirmation of purchase 
or sale which shall be supplied to each 
purchaser of a carload quantity. 

Sec. 15. Maximum price for grain 
sorghums on futures contract markets . 
For the purpose of establishing maxi¬ 
mum prices for sales of grain sorghums 
on futures contract markets, the follow¬ 
ing shall be considered the terminal base 
price to which may be added the appli¬ 
cable markups provided for in section 5.1 
of Food Products Regulation No. 2 which 
Is otherwise made applicable to this sup¬ 
plement:

(b) Method of adjusting prices for grade 
and quality. The premiums and discounts 
in paragraph (a) of this table are used to 
adjust the price for the standard grade and 
quality (No. 2 grain sorghums) so as to 
arrive at the price for a lot of grain sor¬ 
ghums other than standard. When grain 
sorghums are shipped out of a place of 
business, such outbound lpt may be of dif¬ 
ferent grade and quality than the inbound 
lot whose history you are using for the pur¬ 
pose of pricing the outbound lot. In such 
cases it is necessary to make a price adjust¬ 
ment to reflect such differences in grade aud 
quality. This is done by adjusting the price 
of the inbound lot to a No. 2 (standard grade 
and quality) basis, by applying the schedule 
of premiums and discounts set forth in 
paragraph (a) of this table, and then adjust¬ 
ing that price in the same manner to deter¬ 
mine the correct price for the grade and 
quality of the outbound shipment.

ARTICLE I—GENERAL SCOPE OF THE 
REGULATION 

Section 1.1 What this regulation cov¬ 
ers. This regulation establishes maxi¬ 
mum prices at which live and processed 
poultry items shall be sold, purchased or 
delivered. 

Sec. 1.2 Where this regulation applies. 
The provisions of this regulation shall 
be applicable only to the 48 states of the 
United States of America and to the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. 

Sec. 1.3 What this regulation prohib¬ 
its —(a) Prohibition against sales of 
poultry items at prices above the maxi¬ 
mum. Regardless of any contract, agree¬ 
ment or other obligation, no person shall 
sell or deliver or cause to be sold or de¬ 
livered, whether for his own account or 
otherwise, the poultry items specified in 
this regulation at a price higher than the 
maximum prices established by this reg¬ 
ulation: and no person in the course of 
trade or business shall buy or receive 
such poultry items at a price higher than 
the maximum prices established by this 
regulation: and no person shall agree, 
offer, solicit or attempt to do any of the 
foregoing. 

(b) Prohibition against the sharing of 
markups. Regardless of any contract, 
agreement, agency agreement or other 
understanding to the contrary, no person 
shall share with or return to any person 
who could not himself have sold the poul¬ 
try items at that markup any part of any 
amount which includes a markup ob¬ 
tained for the sale of poultry. This pro¬ 
hibition applies whether or not the per¬ 
son making the sale is an agent of the 
person to whom all or part of the price 
received for the poultry is to be returned. 
Any such sharing of the distributive 
markup or margin with one who could 
not himself have added such markup or 
margin to the applicable maximum base 
price shall be deemed to be a violation of 
this regulation. The practices described 
in this paragraph (b> as evasions of the 
regulation are in addition to other eva¬ 
sive practices prohibited by this regula¬ 
tion and shall not be deemed to permit 
the sharing or splitting of any part of any 
sale price in other instances. 

(c) Prohibition against payment by 
the purchaser of certain brokers' or find¬ 
ers' fees and commissions. No pur¬ 
chaser of poultry shall pay to a broker 
or finder for his services any sum which, 
when added to the sum paid the seller 
for the poultry, exceeds the seller’s max¬ 
imum price established by this regula¬ 
tion. Any such payment shall be deemed 
to be a violation of the maximum prices 
established by this regulation. 

(d) Prohibition against evasions. The 
price limitations set ferth in this regu¬ 
lation shall not be evaded, whether ty 
direct oV indirect methods, in connec¬ 
tion with an offer, solicitation, agree¬ 
ment, sale, delivery, purchase, or receipt 
of, or relating to, any poultry items, 
prices for which are established by this 
regulation, alone or in conjunction with 
any commodity, or by way of any com¬ 
mission, service, transportation, or other 
charge or discount, premium or other 
privilege, or by tying-agreement or other 
trade understanding or otherwise. 
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(e) Sales through an agent. No per¬ 
son shall, in selling poultry through an 
independent agent or independent con¬ 
tractor at any of the markups permitted 
for such sale by section 6.4, Tabl e E or 
P, retain for himself more than the max¬ 
imum price applicable for the sale of the 
poultry by the principal to the independ¬ 
ent agent or contractor. In any sale of 
poultry through an independent agent or 
contractor to the United States Govern¬ 
ment or any of its agencies, however, the 
principal may retain for himself an 
amount not in excess of the applicable 
maximum base price plus Vz cent per 
pound. Insofar as it requires any inde¬ 
pendent agent or contractor to charge an 
amount for his services in excess of that 
allowed by Maximum Price Regulation 
165,* * this section 1.3 (e) supersedes the 
provisions of Maximum Price Regula¬ 
tion 165.

Sec. 1.4 What purchases, sales and 
deliveries are exempt from this regula¬ 
tion .

(a) Certain s ales of poultry i n canned 
form\ The sale, pur chase, and d elivery 
of canned p oultry is cov ered by Maxi¬ 
mu m Price Regul at ion 262, 4 as a mended, 
except insofar as maximu m prices are 
established for canned poultry under the 
provi sions of section 1.9 of this regula¬ 

tion.

(b) All sales and purchases of “baby” 
or “started” chicks, ducklings, goslings 
and poults when sold for purposes other 
than present human consumption.

(d) All sales and purchases of 
breeding poultry sold to any purchaser 
who certifies in writing to the seller that 
he is a farmer or producer, purchasing 
the poultry for breeding purposes only, 
or is a person engaged in the business 
of distributing breeding poultry to farm¬ 
ers or producers. The certificate must 
also contain the name and business 
address of the purchaser and date of the 
sale and shall be retained by the seller 
for inspection by the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration for so long as the Emer¬ 
gency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended, remains in effect. 

(e) All sales and purchases of female 
poultry sold to a farmer or producer who 
certifies in writing to the seller that he 
is a farmer or producer purchasing the 
poultry for the sole purpose of egg pro¬ 
duction, or is a person engaged in the 
business of distributing poultry to be 
used for egg production to farmers or 

* producers. The certificate must also 
contain the name and business address 
of the purchaser and date of the sale

and shall be retained by the seller for in¬ 
spection by the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration for so long as the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1942, as amended, 
remains in effect. 

(f) All sales of live mallaYd and black 
ducks, capable of migratory flight when 
matured, raised under a permit from the 
Pish and Wildlife Service of the U. S. 
Department of the Interior or under any 
regulations or permits issued by any 
Game or Conservation Department of 
any state, and sold either for shooting 
purposes under any game law or to stock 
parks or game preserves. 

(g) All sales at retail except those 
specified in Section 7.3 of this regula¬ 
tion. Sales at retail shall be determined 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Maximum Price Regulation No. 422, 6 en¬ 
titled “Ceiling Prices of Certain Foods 
Sold at Retail in Group 3 and Group 4 
Stores”, and Maximum Price Regulation 
No. 423* entitled “Ceiling Prices of Cer¬ 
tain Foods sold at Retail in Independent 
Stores doing an Annual Business of Less 
than $200,000 (Group 1 and Group 2 
Stores) ”. 

(h) Export sales. The maximum 
prices at which any person shall export 
any of the poultry items covered by this 
regulation shall be determined in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the Revised 
Maximum Export Price Regulation’ is¬ 
sued by the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 1.5 How this regulation applies 
to other price regulations and orders — 
^(a) With respect to Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 280 , Maximum Price Reg¬ 
ulation 269 and Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation 269. The provisions of this 
regulation supersede the provisions of 
Maximum Price Regulation 280, 1 * Max¬ 
imum Price Regulation 269 and Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation 269 with re¬ 
spect to the sale, purchase and delivery 
of poultry items for which maximum 
prices are established by this regulation.

Sec. 1.6 Transfer of business or stock 
in trade. If the business, assets, or stock 
in trade of any seller are sold or otherwise 
transferred and the transferee carries 
on the business, the maximum prices of 
the transferee shall be the same as those 
to which his transferor would have been 
subject if no transfer had taken place, 
and his obligation to keep records suffi¬ 
cient to verify those prices shall be the 
same. The transferor shall either pre¬ 
serve and make available, or turn over to 
the transferee, all records of transactions 
prior to the transfer which are neces¬ 
sary to enable the transferee to comply 
with the record provisions contained in 
this regulation. 

Sec. 1.7 What this regulation per¬ 
mits —(a) Less than maximum prices. 
Lower prices than those established by 
this regulation for the sale or purchase 
of poultry may be charged, demanded, 
offered or paid. 

(b) Discounts and allowances. The 
maximum prices established by this regu¬ 
lation shall apply to all sales of poultry, 
whether for cash or credit. However, any 
seller may always give discounts or allow¬ 
ances which result in prices lower than 
the maximum established herein for the 
sale or purchase of poultry. 

(c) Addition of separately stated and 
collected taxes. If any statute of the 
United States or statute or ordinance of 
any state or subdivision of any state im¬ 
poses a tax upon the sale or delivery of 
any poultry item covered by this regu¬ 
lation and does not prohibit the seller 
from stating and collecting the tax sepa¬ 
rately from the purchase price, the seller 
may collect, in addition to the maximum 
price, the amount of the tax actually paid 
by him or an amount equal to the amount 
of the tax paid by any prior vendor and 
separately stated and collected by the 
vendor from whom he purchased such 
poultry items; Provided, however. That: 

(1) The seller states and collects the 
tax separately from the purchase price; 
and 

(2) If the tax was in effect prior to the 
effective date of this regulation, the sell- 
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er's usual business practice was to state 
and to collect the tax separately from the 
purchase price of the poultry items; and 

(3) Appropriate records are kept indi¬ 
cating the amount of the tax so sep¬ 
arately stated and collected, by which 
governmental authority the tax was im¬ 
posed, to whom the tax was paid (the 
prior vendor or the government), to what 
specific poultry items the tax applies and 
to whom the products were sold. 

Sec. 1J5 Petitions for amendment. 

(a) Persons who are subject to or di¬ 
rectly affected by the provisions of this 
i-egulataora and who desire an amendment 
to this regulation may file a petition for 
amendment in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Revised Procedural Regulation 
No. 1“ issued by the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration. The petition should set 
forth specifically and in stated terms the 
precise amendment sought by petitioner. 

(b) Adjustable pricing during pend¬ 
ency of petition. In appropriate situa¬ 
tions, where a petition for amendment re¬ 
quires extended consideration, the Price 
Administrator may,upon application, au¬ 
thorize the petitioner to agree to deliver 
poultry during the pendency of the peti¬ 
tion at prices to be adjusted upward in 
accordance with the disposition of the pe¬ 
tition. Such authorization may be given 
only if necessary to promote distribution 
or production and if it will not interfere 
with the purposes of the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1942, as amended. 
The authorization shall be given only by 
the Administrator and only by order, ex¬ 
cept that when the contemplated revision 
will be the granting of an individual ap¬ 
plication for adjustment it may be given 
by letter or telegram. 

Sec. 1.9 Adjustment of certain maxi - 
mu m pr ices. _(a) The Price Admini s¬ 

trat or may by letter-order adjust the 
max imum pric es established in th is reg¬ 
ulation or fix new maximumj>rices for 
any specially or distinctively prepar ed or 
packaged processed poultryjtems which 
difter substanUaJlyJrom the usual forms 
of processed poultr y priced by this reg¬ 
ulation when he finds that: 

(1 ) the specially or distinctively pre- 
p ared o r packaged processed poultry 
items possess pe rtain individual featu res 
of superior merit which warrant a price 
incr ease, and

ARTICLE n— POWERS DELEGATE® TO REGIONAL 
ADMINISTRATORS 

Sec. 2.1 Adjustment of maximum 
prices for live and processed poultry . 
Each Regional Administrator is author-^ 
ized to adjust for his region any maxi¬ 
mum price established under this regula¬ 
tion far live and processed poultry items 
in the case of any seller or group of sed¬ 
ers, where it appears that: 

(a) There exists or threatens to exist 
in a particular locality in his region a 
shortage in the supply of such live and 
processed poultry items; and 

(b) Such local shortage will be sub¬ 
stantially reduced or eliminated by ad¬ 
justing the maximum prices of such seller 
and of like sellers for such live and proc¬ 
essed poultry items; and 

(c) 6uch adjustment will not create or 
tend* to create a shortage or need for in¬ 
crease in prices in another locality and 
will effectuate the purposes of the Emer¬ 
gency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended. 

Sec. 2.2 Adoption of uniform maxi¬ 
mum base prices for live poultry. Each 
Regional Administrator of the Office of 
Price Administration is authorized tQ ad¬ 
just the maximum base prices for any live 
poultry items as established in this regu¬ 
lation for all places within any political 
subdivision or other defined area in his 
region to one uniform maximum base 
price applicable to all places in such po¬ 
litical subdivision or other defined area; 
Provided . That: , 

(a) Such uniform maximum base price 
for the live poultry item shall not ex¬ 
ceed by more than l/10th of one cent 
per pound the lowest maximum base 
price for the live poultry item in such po¬ 
litical subdivision or other defined area; 
and 

(b) Such uniform maximum base price 
for the live poultry Items will not create 
or tend to create a shortage or need for 


increase in prices in another locality, and 
will effectuate the purposes of the Emer¬ 
gency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended; and 

(c) The Price Executive of the Poultry, 
Eggs and Dairy Products Branch of the 
Food Price Division of the Office of Price 
Administration is notified, and has ap¬ 
proved, in writing cf the proposed uni¬ 
form maximum base price for the live 
poultry item; 

Example: The maximum base price for live 
chicks in County X ranges Irom a low of 
28.44 cents per pound to a high of 28..S3 cents 
per pound. The Regional Administrator de¬ 
cides to adjust all maximum hase prices for 
live ducks in County X to one uniform 
maximum base price of 28.5 cents per pound, 
fn Ifce interest of simplicity and effective en¬ 
forcement. He ascertains that such uniform 
price will not create a shortage or need for 
increase In prices in another locality. He 
also knows that the uniform maximum base 
price of 28.5 cents per pound does not exceed 
by more than i/ioth of one cent the lowest 
maximum base price of 2S.44 cents per pound. 
Therefore, upon receiving the written consent 
of the Price Executive of the Poultry, Eggs 
and Dairy Products Branch of the Focd Price 
Division of the Office of Price Administration, 
he may establish 88.5 cents per pound as the 
uniform maximum bane price for live ducks 
in all places in County X; 
and 

(d) The Administrator of the War 
Food Administration is notified in writ¬ 
ing of every proposed uniform maximum 
base price for any live poultry item which 
reduces the maximum base price for such 
live poultry item at any place in the po¬ 
litical subdivision or other defined area 
for which the uniform maximum base 
price is proposed by more than one-tenth 
of one cent per pound, and has consented 
in writing to the establishment of such 
uniform maximum base price. 

Sec. 2.3 Adjustment of maximum, 
base prices and markups and modifica¬ 
tion of definitions, ta) The following 
powers are delegated to each Regional 
Administrator of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration with respect to the pur¬ 
chase, sale, or delivery of any poultry 
item at all places or any number of places 
within his region, subject to the limita¬ 
tions listed below in paragraph (b) of 
this section 2.3. 

<1) Each Regional Administrator is 
authorized to adjust the maximum base 
prices for poultry items as established by 
this regulation.

(3) Each Regional Administrator is 
authorized to modify or change any of 
the definitions listed in sections 3.5 and 
6.2 of this regulation, where it appears 
that such modified or changed defini¬ 
tions will aid in the enforcement of this 
regulation or in the proper distribution 
of poultry items in his region. 

(b) The powers delegated to each Re¬ 
gional Administrator cf the Office of 
Price Administration in this section are 
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subject to the following limitations and 
restrictions: 

(1) No Regional Administrator may 
take any action which will increase the 
maximum prices at which any poultry 
item may be sold at retail or to ultimate 
consumers, including commercial, in¬ 
dustrial, institutional or governmental 
users. 

(2) No Regional Administrator may 
take any action which will decrease the 
margin of profit for retail sales of poul¬ 
try items by more than one cent per 
pound. 

(3) No Regional Administrator may 
take any action which will create or tend 
to create a poultry shortage or need for 
increase in poultry prices in another lo¬ 
cality, or which will nullify or defeat 
the purposes of the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942, as amended. 

(4) No adjustment may be made to 
any maximum base price or to any defi¬ 
nition, unless such adjustment or modi¬ 
fication or change has first been sub¬ 
mitted in writing to, and approved in 
writing by, the Price Executive of the 
Poultry, Eggs and Dairy Products Branch 
of the Food Price Division of the Office 
of Price Administration, and the Division 
Counsel for Food of the Office of Price 
Administration.

Sec. 2.4 Establishment of local max¬ 
imum base prices for special forms of 
processed poultry . (a) Each Regional 

Administrator of the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration is authorized to establish a 
maximum base price for any special form 
of processed poultry prepared in a man¬ 
ner separate and distinct from any of 
the following forms—dressed, kosher- 
killed, kosher-dressed, cut-up. hard- 
scalded, drawn and frozen-eviscerated— 
where it appears that: 

(1) Such special form of processed 
poultry has customarily been marketed 
in any locality in his region in substan¬ 
tial quantities for a period of twelve 
months prior to December 18, 1942; and 

(2) Such special form of processed 
poultry is prepared to meet the racial, 
religious or traditional eating habits of 
the populace in that locality where it is 
marketed; and 

(3) By reason of marked preference 
of a substantial segment of the local con¬ 
suming public, no other form of proc¬ 
essed poultry can adequately be substi¬ 
tuted for such special form; and 

(4) Those persons who have custom¬ 
arily prepared and marketed such spe¬ 
cial form of processed poultry will sus¬ 
tain undue hardship unless a maximum 
base price is established for such special 
form of processed poultry. 

(b) The powers delegated to each Re¬ 
gional Administrator of the Office of Price 
Administration in this section are sub¬ 
ject to the following limitations: 

(1) Any action taken by the Regional 
Administrator shall restrict the applica¬ 
bility of the maximum base price adopted 


for any special form of processed poultry 
to those persons who engaged, as a usual 
practice during the December 1, 1941 to 
December 1, 1942 period, in processing 
or selling poultry in the special form 
designated by the Regional Adminis¬ 
trator. 

(2) No Regional Administrator may 
take any action which will create or tend 
to create a poultry shortage or need for 
increase in poultry prices in another lo¬ 
cality, or which will nullify or defeat the 
purposes of the Emergency Price Control 
Act of 1942, as amended. 

(3) No Regional Administrator may 
establish a maximum base price for any 
special form of processed poultry which 
will exceed the actual cost involved in 
the processing and marketing of such 
form of poultry plus a generally fair and 
equitable margin of profit. 

(4) No Regional Administrator may 
establish a maximum base price for any 
special form of processed poultry which 
is so far out of relationship with the 
maximum base prices already established 
in this regulation for dressed, cut-up, 
hard-scalded, kosher-killed, kosher- 
dressed, drawn and frozen-eviscerated 
poultry, as to disrupt or tend to disrupt 
the normal movement of such processed 
poultry in his region or in any other 
region in the United States of America. 

(5) No maximum base price for any 
special form of processed poultry may be 
established by any Regional Administra¬ 
tor unless such proposed maximum base 
price has first been submitted in writing 
to, and approved in writing by, the Price 
Executive of the Poultry, Eggs and Dairy 
Products Branch of the Food Price Di¬ 
vision of the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion, and by the Division Counsel for 
Food of the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 2.5 Power of Regional Adminis¬ 
trator to authorize the payment of pa¬ 
tronage divideTids by persons other than 
marketing cooperative associations .— 
(a) Each Regional Administrator of the 
Office of Price Administration is author¬ 
ized to issue orders permitting any per¬ 
son in his region who is not a marketing 
cooperative association to pay patronage 
dividends on his purchases of poultry 
items from producers in his region where 
it appears that: 

(1) This person maintains a place of 
business in the region and has customar¬ 
ily purchased poultry items from pro¬ 
ducers located in the same region. 

(2) This person purchases his poultry 
items in competition against a specific 
marketing cooperative association. 

(3) This specific marketing coopera¬ 
tive association has paid or has declared 
patronage dividends for its purchases 
of poultry items, pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of Supplementary Order No. 84 u of 
the Office of Price Administration. 
These patronage dividends when added 
to the original payment for the poultry 
items made by the marketing coopera¬ 
tive association total an amount which 
on a per pound basis exceeds the appli¬ 
cable maximum prices established for 
these poultry items by this Regulation. 
The payment of these dividends creates

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a condition which makes it difficult for 
the person competing with the market¬ 
ing cooperative association to purchase 
his normal supplies of poultry items. 

(4) The issuance of an order permit¬ 
ting this person to pay patronage divi¬ 
dends to the producers from whom he 
purchases his poultry items is necessary 
to enable him to obtain supplies of poul¬ 
try items in competition with coopera¬ 
tive marketing associations. 

(b) The powers delegated to each Re¬ 
gional Administrator of the Office of 
Price Administration in this section are 
subject to the following limitations: 

(1) No Regional Administrator may 
authorize any person to pay to any pro¬ 
ducer, from whom he has purchased 
poultry items, patronage dividends 
which when added to the original pay¬ 
ment made to such producer exceed 
the total per pound payment (original 
purchase price plus patronage divi¬ 
dends) made by a competing market¬ 
ing cooperative association to its pa¬ 
trons for purchases of the same type 
of poultry items. 

(2) No Regional Administrator may 
authorize any person to pay to the pro¬ 
ducers from whom he has purchased 
poultry items patronage dividends in an 
aggregate amount exceeding the net 
profits (before taxes) earned by him 
from the marketing and/or processing 
of such poultry items. 

(3) No Regional Administrator may 
authorize any person to offer or agree to 
pay a patronage dividend of a definite 
amount or at a specific rate. 

(4) No Regional Administrator may 
authorize any person to pay patronage 
dividends except at the end of such per¬ 
son's fiscal year or at the end of intervals 
of not less than six months where the 
books of such person are regularly closed 
at the end of such intervals. 

(5) No Regional Administrator may 
take any action which will create or tend 
to create a poultry shortage or need for 
increase in poultry prices in another 
locality, or which willr nullify or defeat 
the purposes of the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942, as amended. 

(6) No Regional Administrator shall 
issue any order under the provisions of 
this section unless such proposed order 
has first been submitted In writing to, 
and approved in writing by, the Price 
Executive of the Poultry, Eggs and Dairy 
Products Branch of the Food Price Divi¬ 
sion of the Office of Price Administration 
and the Division Counsel for Food Price 
Division of the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration. In addition, if the proposed 
order affects the prices to be paid for live 
poultry items, it must be submitted in 
writing to, and approved in writing by 
the War Food Administrator. 

(c) The term “marketing cooperative 
association" as used in this section 
means a cooperative association engaged 
in the marketing and/or processing of 
the poultry items produced by its patrons 
and operating in conformity with the 
requirements and definitions set forth in 
Supplementary Order No. 84 of the Office 
of Price Administration.

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ARTICLE in—RECORDS, REPORTS, ENFORCE¬ 
MENT PROVISIONS AND DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 3.1 Requirements to keep rec- 
ords and reports, (a) Every seller and 
purchaser who is subject to this Regula¬ 
tion and makes sales, deliveries or pur¬ 
chases of poultry items to the value of 
$200.00 or more in any one month, shall 
keep for inspection by the Office of Price 
Administration for so long as the Emer¬ 
gency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended, remains in effect, a complete 
and accurate record of each sale or de¬ 
livery of poultry items showing the date 
of purchase or sale, the name and ad¬ 
dress of the buyer and seller, the quan¬ 
tities, types, grades, weight classes (for 
capons, drawn and frozen-eviscerated 
poultry) of poultry bought and sold, the 
total weights of each type, grade and 
weight class sold, the type of sale made 
(delivered or non-delivered) and the 
price paid or received. 

(b) Every person shipping any of the 
processed poultry items or 300 pounds 
or more of the live poultry items specified 
in this regulation-by freight car, truck or 
other means of transport from one place 
to another, shall post within each such 
freight car, truck or other means of 
transport a manifest showing the place 
from which the poultry items were 
shipped, the name and address of the 
owner of such poultry while in transit, 
the name and address of the person or 
persons, if other than the title owner, to 
whom 6uch poultry items are being 
shipped and the quantities (in pounds), 
weight classes'(for capons, drawn and 
frozen-eviscerated poultry), and types 
and grades of each classification (live or 
processed; and if processed, the proc¬ 
essed classification, i. e., dressed, drawn, 
frozen-eviscerated, etc.) of such poultry 
items. If all or any of these poultry 
items are being shipped to a purchaser 
or are ultimately destined for delivery 
to an ascertained purchaser, the name 
and address of the ascertained pur¬ 
chaser, and the price paid, or to be paid 
for each classification shall be included 
in the,manifest. 

(c) Every seller and purchaser who is 
subject to this regulation shall keep other 
records in addition to the records re¬ 
quired in paragraphs (a) and (b) of this 
section, and shall submit such records to 
the Office of Price Administration as that 
Office may, subject to the approval of the 
Bureau of the Budget, from time to time 
require. 

Sec. 3.2 Licensing. The provisions of 
Licensing Order No. 1* licensing all per¬ 
sons who make sales under price control, 
are applicable to all sellers subject to this 
regulation, but no such license is required 
of, or granted to, a farmer, as a condition 
of selling an agricultural commodity pro¬ 
duced by him. 

Sec. 3.3 Suspension of license. A sell¬ 
er’s license may be suspended for viola¬ 
tions of the license or of one or more 
maximum price regulations. A person 
whose license is suspended may not, dur¬ 
ing the period of suspension, make any 
sale for which his license has been sus¬ 
pended.

Sec. 3.4 Penalties for violation. Per¬ 
sons violating any provision of this regu¬ 
lation are subject to the criminal penal¬ 
ties, civil enforcement suits, license sus¬ 
pension proceedings and suits for over¬ 
charge as provided by the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1942, as amended. 

Sec. 3.5 Definitions —(a) Explana¬ 
tion. This section does not contain all 
the terms defined in this regulation. 
Other terms are defined elsewhere in this 
regulation, adjacent to the subject mat¬ 
ter to which they pertain, for the pur¬ 
poses of clarity and coherence. 

(1) Applicability of definitions con¬ 
tained in the Emergency Price Control 
Act of 1942 , as amended , and the General 
Maximum Price Regulation, as amended. 
Unless the context requires otherwise, 
the definitions of section 302 of the 
Emergency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended, and of the General Maximum 
Price Regulation, as amended, shall ap¬ 
ply to the terms used in this regulation. 

(2) Customary or customarily. “Cus¬ 
tomary” or “customarily” means the 
usual practice of the person to whom the 
word applies during both the period De¬ 
cember 1, 1941, to December 1, 1942, and 
the six months period immediately pre¬ 
ceding the sale or purchase under consid¬ 
eration. If the person was not in any 
form of the poultry business during the 
December 1,1941 to December 1,1942 pe¬ 
riod, “customary” or “customarily” means 
his usual practice for the entire time 
after he entered the poultry business. 

(3) Customary receiving point. “Cus¬ 
tomary receiving point” means any place 
in the buyer’s business establishment 
where he usually accepts delivery of, or 
title to, poultry from the particular seller 
or type of seller. When used with refer¬ 
ence to the United States Government or 
any of its agencies, the term means a 
place located on property owned, leased 
or otherwise controlled by the buyer 
where the purchasing branch of the gov¬ 
ernment usually accepts delivery of, or 
title to, poultry to be used or distributed 
by it. 

(4) Person. “Person” includes an in¬ 
dividual, corporation, firm, partnership, 
association or other organized group of 
persons as hereinbefore defined, or legal 
successors or representatives of any of 
the foregoing, and includes the United 
States Government or any Federal 
Agency or any other government or any 
of its political subdivisions. 

(5) Poultry. “Poultry” means all 
broilers, fryers, roasters, fowl, stags, ca¬ 
pons, old roosters, turkeys, ducks and 
geese, including live, hard-scalded, 
dressed, cut-up, drawn, kosher-killed, 
kosher-dressed, frozen eviscerated and 
all other processed forms of such items. 

(6) Processed _ poul try. _“Processed 

poultry” means any poultry item which 

has been dressed, hard-scalded, cut up, 

draw n, kos her-kil led, koshe r-dressed, 
frozen eviscerate d or transformed into 
any ot her form o f killed and bled poultry, 
and alsome ans an y partor portion of the 
above described processed poultry items.

(7) Split carcass poultry. “Split car¬ 
cass poultry” means drawn poultry which 
has been cut into halves by splitting the 
bird down the back so that each half con¬ 
tains approximately equal, and as far as 
possible, equivalent parts of the bird. 

(8) Quarter carcass poultry. “Quarter 
carcass poultry” means “split carcass 
poultry” each half of which has been di¬ 
vided into two parts so that one part in¬ 
cludes the back, thigh and drum-stick, 
while the other part includes the breast 
and the wing. 

(9) Definitions and requirements for 
dressed poultry items. “Dressed poul¬ 
try” means poultry which has been 
killed, bled and plucked without regard 
to the method of plucking or finishing. 
Poultry items which have been killed but 
not plucked shall be sold at maximum 
base prices not exceeding those estab¬ 
lished for the corresponding live items. 

(10) Definitions and requirements for 
hard-scalded poultry items. “Hard- 
scalded” poultry means any processed 
poultry items other than ducks and 
geese which have been immersed in or 
otherwise subjected to water for dressing 
at a temperature higher than 130 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

(11) Definition and requirements of 
drawn poultry. “Drawn poultry” means 
dressed poultry which has been drawn in 
accordance with the following require¬ 
ments. 

(i) The head, shanks, crop, windpipe, 
esophagus and entrails of each bird must 
be wholly removed without contamina¬ 
tion of the body cavity. The shanks of 
each bird must be removed at the hock 
joint. 

(ii) Each drawn poultry item must be 
in “whole carcass”, “split carcass” or 
“quarter carcass” form when delivered to 
the purchaser. 

(iii) The gizzard of each bird must be 
cleaned by removing the contents and 
lining. The cleaned gizzard, heart and 
liver must all either be replaced within 
the carcass of the bird from which taken 
if sold in whole form, or else all three 
items must be entirely excluded from the 
carcass and sold separately at maximum 
base prices not in excess of those estab¬ 
lished in table A-l of section 5.5 of this 
regulation for the corresponding por¬ 
tions. 

(iv) The neck and giblets shall be in¬ 
cluded with and sold as part of either 
half of the “split carcass” drawn poultry 
item from which taken or any quarter 
of the “quarter carcass” drawn poultry 
item from which taken, or shall be di¬ 
vided in any way among those portions, 
or all the giblets shall be sold separately 
at maximum base prices not in excess of 
those established in table A-l for the 
corresponding portion. 

If not prepared, sold, purchased and 
delivered as herein described, in accord¬ 
ance with all the requirements estab¬ 
lished for drawn poultry, the dressed bird 
shall be sold at maximum base prices 
not exceeding those established for the 
corresponding dressed poultry items. 

(12) Definition and requirements of 
frozen eviscerated poultry. “Frozen evis¬ 
cerated poultry” means “dressed poultry” 
which is eviscerated and frozen in ac¬ 
cordance with the following require¬ 
ments; 
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(i) Each poultry item must be fresh- 
dressed at the time of its evisceration. 
No “dressed poultry” item shall be con¬ 
sidered fresh-dressed if it has been held 
in storage for more than sixty days after 
the date of slaughter, or if it has de¬ 
veloped any appearance of cold storage 
stock, or if it shows evidence of deterio¬ 
ration from freezing. 

(ii) Each poultry item must be evis¬ 
cerated under the supervision of a federal 
inspector present at all stages of evis¬ 
ceration. 

(iii) The exterior cf each bird must be 
singed. 

(iv) The head, shanks, crop, windpipe, 
esophagus, entrails, gall bladder, lungs, 
kidneys and oil sac of each bird must 
be wholly removed. The shanks of each 
bird must be removed at the hock joint. 

<v) The giblets of each bird must be 
removed and cleaned. All giblets must 
then either be wrapped in water resist¬ 
ant paper and replaced in same type 
and class of eviscerated bird from which 
taken, or else all must be excluded from 
the bird and sold separately at prices not 
in excess of those established in Table 
A-l of section 5.5, for the corresponding 
portions.

(vi) The carcass and giblets (if to be 
replaced) of each bird must be subjected 
to a cleansing process which makes 
such bird ready to cook. 

(vii) The carcass and giblets (if to be 
replaced) of each bird, whether in whole, 
split, or dismembered form must be 
weighed before being packaged or frozen, 
and then must be individually packaged 
in water resistant paper or cartons, one 
bird to one package, with the weight of 
each bird marked or printed on the ex- 
teilor of each package, and with a state¬ 
ment printed on or attached to the ex¬ 
terior of each package reading as fol¬ 
lows: “Inspected and Certified by U. S. 
Department of Agriculture”. The ex¬ 
terior of each package should also show 
either the name and address of the per¬ 
son processing the eviscerated bird, or 
the plant number assigned to the evis- 
cerator by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, thus: 

UNITED STATES INSPECTED FROZEN 
EVISCERATED POULTRY 

Inspected and Certified by the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Plant No._ 

(Food Distribution Registry Number.) 

(viii) Each bird must be placed in a 
freezer within six hours after eviscera¬ 
tion of such bird, and thereafter must be 
kept at freezing temperature until frozen 
solid. 

(ix) After freezing, each bird must be 
kept at a temperature which will pre¬ 
serve the bird in hard-frozen condition 
until it is delivered to the purchaser. 
Each bird must also be delivered to the 
purchaser in the original package in 
which it was packaged at the time of its 
evisceration and from which it has not 
been removed. 

(x) A discount of % cent per pound 
shall be deducted from the maximum 
base price for any “frozen eviscerated 
poultry” item which is not individually 
weighed, packaged, and identified as pro¬ 


vided for in subparagraph (vii) of this 
definition, but which otherwise meets all 
the requirements of this definition, and 
is packaged in bulk for sale to institu¬ 
tional, industrial, commercial, or govern¬ 
mental users, or for sale to distributors 
selling to such users: Provided, That a 
statement is printed on or attached to 
the exterior of each package certifying 
that the eviscerated poultry contained 
therein was eviscerated under Federal 
inspection, and showing the identity of 
the eviscerator. 

In no event may any processed poultry 
item be sold as “frozen eviscerated poul¬ 
try” unless all the requirements estab¬ 
lished for “frozen eviscerated poultry” 
have been met. If seme, but not all of 
these requirements have been-met, the 
processed bird, if drawn in accordance 
with all the requirements established for 
drawn poultry, shall be sold at a price 
not in excess of that established for the 
corresponding drawn poultry item. 

If not drawn in accordance with all 
the requirements established for drawn 
poultry, then the dressed bird shall be 
sold at a price not in excess of that estab¬ 
lished for the corresponding dressed 
poultry item.

(13) “Kosher-killed” poultry means 
poultry which has been killed and bled 
in accordance with the requirements of 
the Hebraic dietary laws and which is 
identified as “kosher-killed” by a stamp 
or tag on each bird. 

(14) “Kosher-dressed” poultry means 
poultry which has been killed, bled and 
dry plucked in accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of the Hebraic dietary laws 
and which is identified as “kosher- 
dressed” by a stamp or tag on each bird.

(15) Definition and requirements of 
cut-up poultry. “Cut-up poultry” means 
broilers and fryers, not exceeding 2V 2 
pounds in drawn weight, from which the 
oil sac and lungs have been removed 
before weighing for sale and the carcass 
of which has been dismembered or cut 
into portions in accordance with the 
following requirements: 

(i) The wings of each poultry item 
must be disjointed and removed at the 
socket joint adjoining the breast and 
must contain all the wing meat; 

(ii) The legs must be disjointed and 
removed at the hock joint and at the 
hip joint and must contain the complete 
thigh, all thigh meat and the oyster, but 
shall not contain the illium or the is¬ 
chium bones or any part thereof; 

(iii) The breast must be removed from 
the back by cutting alongside the ex¬ 
terior of the oyster socket illium and 
through the ribs at the point where the 
ribs connect with the spinal vertebrae. 
No part of the wings, legs, back and neck 
bones, skin or meat or the gizzard, heart 
or any other portion not breast may 
be sold as breast; 

(iv) The back must contain the neck, 
vertebrae, backbone, oyster socket (il¬ 
lium), the ischium, and the meat, skin 
and bones of these parts. 


(16) Raw poultry fat. “Raw poultry 
fat” means edible fat which is obtained 
from cleaned poultry fat tissues and 
which is free from all flesh and viscera. 

(17) Government inspected raw poul¬ 
try fat. “Government inspected raw 
poultry tat” means “raw poultry fat” 
taken from frozen eviscerated poultry, 
as defined in paragraph (a) (12) of this 
section. 

(18) Rendered poultry fat. “Rendered 
poultry fat” means fat obtained from 
pure poultry fat tissues which are free 
from other tissues and all foreign mat¬ 
ter and which have been cleaned, de¬ 
odorized or purified by settling, strain¬ 
ing. filtering, treating with chemicals or 
other such means and which, at the con¬ 
clusion of the refining process, do not 
contain any added or foreign substance. 
The rendered poultry fat must be pure, 
sweet, clean and free from adulteration, 
taint, sourness, rancidity or foreign mat¬ 
ter and must not have a moisture content 
in excess of 1%. 

(19) Government inspected rendered 
poultry fat. “Government inspected 
rendered poultry fat” means government 
inspected raw poultry fat which satisfies 
the standards of rendered poultry fat.

(20) Shipping point. “Shipping point” 
mean that place in the seller’s business 
establishment from which shipments or 
deliveries of poultry items are normally 
made. In the case of non-delivered sales, 
“shipping point” means that place in the 
seller’s business establishment where the 
buyer normally calls for and receives his 
purchases of non-delivered poultry items.

ARTICLE IV—HOW TO CALCULATE MAXIMUM 
* BASE PRICE 

Sec. 4.1 What “maximum base price ” 
means. The term “maximum base price” 
means the highest price at which any 
poultry item subject to this regulation 
shall be sold by any person who is not 
eligible to charge any of the markups 
provided by sections 6.3 and 6.4 of this 
regulation. The term also means the 
price to which any one of the markups 
shall be added. 

Sec. 4.2 Where the maximum base 
price applies . Every place in the United 
States shall have its own maximum base 
price for each of the poultry items sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of this regulation. 

(a) The word “place” means any city, 
town, village, hamlet or any unincorpo¬ 
rated area in the United States where the 
purchase and sale of any poultry item 
subject to the provisions of this regula¬ 
tion occurs. 

(b) Ev ery place in the United States 
shall have as its ow n maximu m b ase 
price for all poultry items, except ducks, 
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the maximum base prices established by 
this regulation for the ap plicable zone 
in whic h such place is loc ated. Section 
4.4 li sts se parate geo graphi cal zones for 
turke ys and for ot her poultry item s ex^ 

cept ducks. 

<c) Every unincorporated area in the 
United States which is not a city, town, 
village or hamlet shall have as its max- 
imum base price fo r duck items subj ec t 
to the provisions of this regulation, the 
same price for such duck items as is es¬ 
tablished for the city, town, village or 
hamlet neare st to such unincorporated 
area.

Sec. 4.3 How the seller determines 
where the maximum base price applies — 
fa) Live poultry items. The maximum 
base price for live poultry items shall be 
the maximum base price at the place 
where the seller parts with physical pos¬ 
session of such live poultry item. The 
weight of live poultry items shall be de¬ 
termined at, and as of, the time when 
the seller parts with physical possession. 

Ex amp les: A trucker purchases 100 live 
broilers from a pr oducer, taking^tfiysical pos¬ 
session of the broilers at the producer'splace 
of business, w hich la~in an~unln corporatcd 
area, and loading the live broilers onto his 
truck. The maximum base price which the 
producer m ay charge, and which the trucker 
may pay , la the maximum base price estab- 
lished for the poultry zone In which "the 
i ucer‘s place of business is located. 

The same trucker hauls the live broilers to 
the county seat for sale at the local market. 
Here he has his broilers auctioned off to 
buyers from Pittsburgh, Cleveland and 
Setrolt. These buyers load the broilers onto 
their trucks immediately after the auction. 
The trucker’s maximum liase price~iB~the 
maximum base price established for the poul¬ 
try zone in which the local market Is located. 

A trucker, shipper or farmer receives a tele¬ 
phone call from a New York wholesaler 
ordering 1.000 pounds of ducks^ The live 
clucks are loaded - onto th~ seiler’s trucks and 
hauled to the nearest railroad station where 
the live ducks are then loaded 
car. The maximum t>a«rpricefor suctTsale is 
the maximum base prl^estabiishwf for the 
city, town, village or hamlet In which the 
ra 1 lroad~frelght~station la located"

(b) Processed poultry items. All proc¬ 
essed poultry items subject to this regu¬ 
lation shall be sold, purchased, or deliv¬ 
ered at the maximum base price estab¬ 
lished for the place either from which 
the seller makes shipment or else at which 
the buyer receives delivery, to be deter¬ 
mined as follows: 

(1) Delivered sales. When any proc¬ 
essed poultry item is sold on the basis of 
delivery to the buyer’s customary receiv¬ 
ing point, the maximum base price for 
such processed poultry item shall be the 
maximum base price at the buyer's cus¬ 


tomary receiving point unless otherwise 
required by subparagraph (2) below. In 
such case, all the costs of shipping the 
processed poultry item to the buyer's 
customary receiving point shall be as¬ 
sumed and paid by the seller and shall 
not in any event be paid by the buyer. 

(2) F.o.b. sales by wholesalers , by any 
seller to the U. S. Government and by 
producers or processors at retail to ulti¬ 
mate consumers. The maximum base 
price for processed poultry items shall be 
the maximum base price at the seller's 
shipping point in the following instances: 

(1) All sales by wholesalers, as defined 
in this regulation, to any type of buyer. 

(ii) Except where expressly provided 
otherwise by Table E, section 6.4 (a), all 
sales to Hie United States Government 
or any of its agencies by any type of 
seller.

fill) All sales by a producer or proc¬ 
essor at retail to an ultimate consumer 
other than a commercial, institutional, 
industrial or non-federal governmental 
user. 

(3> All other f. o. b. sales. All other 
f. o. b. prices for processed poultry (ex¬ 
cept where expressly provided otherwise 
for any particular sale or type of sale) 
shall be calculated in relationship to 
the maximum base price at the buyer's 
customary receiving point. Where any 
person purchases or sells any processed 
poultry item at one place for shipment 
to another place at a price f. o. b. the 
seller's shipping point, he shall calculate 
his maximum base f. o. b. price as follows: 

(i) He shall first determine the maxi¬ 
mum base price for such poultry item at 
the place to which it will be shipped; 
and 

(ii) He shall then subtract from such 
maximum base price his transportation 
factor from the place where shipment be¬ 
gins to the place where shipment ends 
and the difference so obtained shall be 
his maximum base f. o. b. selling price 
for such poultry item. 

(4) For the purposes of this para¬ 
graph (b) the buyer's customary receiv¬ 
ing point shall be the point of ultimate 
destination of the shipment and in no 
event may be the point where shipment 
begins. In addition, the buyer's cus¬ 
tomary receiving point shall have the 
same meaning as that contained in the 
definition of the term in section 3.5 of 
tills regulation.

ARTICLE VI—MARKUP TO BE ADDED TO 
MAXIMUM BASE PRICES 

Sec. 6.1 General explanation. The 
following Tables D, E and F list markups 
which may be added to the applicable 
maximum base prices for certain types 
of transactions and sales.

Sec. 6.2 Definitions of certain terms 
used in Tables D, E and F of this 
regulation —(a) Producer . “Producer” 
means any person who grows or raises 
live poultry on any premises operated 
by or for him. 

[Section heading amended by Am. 8, effective 

7-1-45 J 

(b) Processing plant. “Processing 
plant” means any canning plant convert¬ 
ing live poulty to dressed poultry for 
canning purposes or any business estab¬ 
lishment which is engaged primarily in 
the business of converting live poultry 
into dressed, hard-scalded, drawn or 
frozen eviscerated poultry. 

(c) Wholesale quantities . “Whole¬ 
sale quantities” means lots of 3.000 
pounds or more of live or processed tur¬ 
keys or lots of 1,000 pounds or more of 
other live or processed poultry. 

(d) Wholesaler . No person shall be 
considered a wholesaler within the mean¬ 
ing of this regulation and no person shall 
charge any of the wholesale markups 
established by this regulation unless he 
possesses all of the following character¬ 
istics: 

(1) He mast maintain a business es¬ 
tablishment or establishments where he 
physically receives and stocks, and from 
which he physically distributes poultry 
items at wholesale generally to retailers, 
and such other buyers as other whole¬ 
salers, purveyors of meals, institutional, 
industrial, commercial, and govern¬ 
mental users. 

(2) If he distributes live poultry his 
business establishment must include of¬ 
fice space and handling space suitable 
for the receipt and distribution of such 
live poultry. 

(3) If he distributes processed poultry 
his business establishment must include 
both office and warehouse space. This 


warehouse space, if leased, must be def¬ 
initely ascertainable and accessible to 
him and to his employees and he must 
have complete control of its poultry con¬ 
tents. This space must be leased on a 
fixed and established minimum base 
rental not in any way contingent upon 
the poundage or volume of poultry stored 
therein. 

(4) He must customarily physically 
receive and stock in the above described 
warehouse space of his business estab¬ 
lishment or establishments at least 60% 
of the processed poultry sold by him as 
a wholesaler. 

(5) He or his own pay roll employees 
shall physically distribute at least 60% 
of the poultry items distributed from his 
business establishment. No person on 
the pay roll of a commercial warehouse or 
a common carrier or a contract carrier 
shall be considered the employee of a 
wholesaler. 

(6) He must customarily distribute his 
processed poultry in quantity lots which 
are smaller than his purchases or re¬ 
ceipts of such processed poultry. 

(7) He must customarily sell or dis¬ 
tribute at least 75% of his dollar volume 
of poultry items for ultimate consump¬ 
tion within a radius of 100 miles from 
his place of business: Provided , however , 
That if he maintains his business estab¬ 
lishment at any place west of the eastern 
boundaries of the States of Montana, 
Wyoming, Colorado, and New Mexico, 
this radius shall be increased to 200 miles, 
unless otherwise fixed by order of the 
appropriate Regional Administrator of 
the Office of Price Administration. In 
computing his dollar volume of poultry 
items, he shall exclude all sales of poul¬ 
try to the United States Government or 
any of its agencies, all export sales and 
all sales of processed ducks.

(8) No person shall be deemed to be a 
wholesaler as to any sale or delivery of 
any poultry item, except ducks, made to 
any other wholesaler whose customary 
receiving point is located outside the 
applicable radius specified in subpara¬ 
graph (7) immediately above from the 
seller’s place of business. 

(e) Cooperative Live Poultry Auction . 
For the purpose of this regulation, “co¬ 
operative live poultry auction” means any 
person operating in conformity with the 
provisions of the Capper-Volstead Act 
and in a manner consistent with all the 
requirements of the “wholesaler defini¬ 
tion.” 

(f) Hotel supply house. “Hotel sup¬ 
ply house” means any person who sells or 
distributes 90% or more of his annual 


dollar volume of poultry sales to hotels, 
restaurants, clubs, dining cars, steam¬ 
ship companies and institutional users 
and who for a period of at least 12 
months prior to March 1, 1943. sold and 
distributed 90% or more of such annual 
dollar volume to such users. 

Sec. 6.3 Markups for transporting 
live poultry. Any person who transports 
live poultry for a distance of five miles 
or more to and for ultimate consump¬ 
tion in any city, town or village, may sell 
or deliver such live poultry items to any 
wholesaler, individual retail store or to 
any ultimate consumer, including com¬ 
mercial, institutional or governmental 
users, located in such city, town or vil¬ 
lage at the appropriate maximum base 
prices established for such place plus the 
following trucking markups in cents per 
pound:

ARTICLE Vn—SPECIAL MAXIMUM PRICING 
PROVISIONS 

Sec. 7.1 General explanation . This 
article establishes maximum prices for 
certain types of services, sales, purchases 
and deliveries and applies irrespective of 
other provisions of this Regulation. The 
maximum prices provided by this Article 
VII control and override the other maxi¬ 
mum price provisions of this regulation 
in the event of any conflict. 

Sec. 7.2' Service charges for converting 
live poultry into processed poultry, (a) 
Any person who is employed to convert 
into processed poultry for the owner’s 
account, any of the live poultry items, ex¬ 
cept turkeys, covered by this Regulation, 


shall compute his charges for such serv¬ 
ices in the following manner: 

(1) First, he shall multiply the live 
weight of such poultry items at his proc¬ 
essing plant by the applicable maximum 
base price per pound established for the 
corresponding live poultry items in this 
Regulation. 

(2) Second, he shall multiply the 
weight of these poultry items after they 
have been converted into processed poul¬ 
try by the applicable maximum base 
price per pound established in this Regu¬ 
lation for the corresponding processed 
poultry items. 

(3) Third, he shall then subtract the 
lesser of the results thus obtained from 
the greater. 


(4) His charges for picking up, trans¬ 
porting and converting the live poultry 
into processed poultry shall not exceed 
the difference between these two results: 
Provided, however, That if the live and 
processed poultry is the property of, and 
the services are performed for, the United 
States Government or any of its agencies, 
and the processed poultry is prepared, 
packaged and shipped according to the 
owner’s specifications, the person per¬ 
forming such services may add an 
amount not to exceed one cent for each 
pound of processed poultry items to the 
result thus obtained. 

(b) If the live poultry is delivered to 
the processing plant without expense to 
the person performing the service, he 
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shall deduct V 2 cent for each pound of 
processed poultry from the result ob¬ 
tained under paragraph (a) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

(c) If the processed poultry is re¬ 
turned to the owner in loose form, the 
person performing the service shall de¬ 
duct one cent for each pound of proc¬ 
essed poultry from the result obtained by 
the application of paragraphs (a) and 

(b) of this section. 

(d) Evasive practices prohibited. No 
person, who processes poultry not his own 
and who subsequently purchases such 
processed poultry items himself, or by or 
through an agent, employee or affiliate, 
shall charge less for the service of proc¬ 
essing the poultry than the true economic 
value of such service. A charge of less 
than that permitted by the preceding 
paragraphs of this section shall be con¬ 
sidered prima facie evidence of an eva¬ 
sion of the maximum prices established 
by this Regulation in the event that the 
poultry items so processed are subse¬ 
quently sold to the person who performed 
the service or to his agent, employee or 
affiliate. 

The practices described in this para¬ 
graph (d) are in addition to other eva¬ 
sive practices prohibited by section 1.3 
of this regulation. 

Sec. 7.3 Maximum prices for poultry 
items when sold at retail by any type of 
seller other than a retailer covered by 
Maximum Price Regulations 422 or 423. 
(a) The maximum price for the sale and 
delivery of poultry items at retail, that 
is. in quantities of 5 or less poultry items, 
except turkeys, or 3 or less turkeys sold 
to an ultimate consumer, other than a 
commercial, institutional, industrial or 
governmental user, by any type of seller 
other than a retailer covered by Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulations 422 or 423, shall 
be calculated as follows: 

The seller shall add IV 2 cents per 
pound to the maximum base price at his 
shipping point for the poultry items and 
shall multiply the sum so obtained by 
1.20 for all poultry items other than proc¬ 
essed turkeys, and by 1.17 for processed 
turkeys, and the product of such multi¬ 
plication shall be his maximum selling 
price for such poultry items; Provided , 
That in cases of mail order sales the 
seller may add to such maximum selling 
price his actual express or mailing ex¬ 
pense to the buyer’s receiving point. 

(b) Fractions of a cent remaining 
after the price per pound for the poultry 
item being sold under this section 7.3 
has been calculated, shall be dropped if 
less than and increased to the next 
higher cent if or more. 

Sec. 7.4 Maximum prices for poultry 
items requisitioned or purchased off car¬ 
riers by the United States Government 
or any of its agencies. If the United 
States Government or any of its agencies 
requisitions or purchases any of the poul¬ 
try items subject to this Regulation from 
a truck, freight car or any other carrier, 
whether or not such truck, freight car or 
carrier is in transit or at stoppage, it shall 
pay no more than the maximum base 
price established for such poultry items 
at the place where the requisitioning or 
transfer of physical possession occurs 
No. 126-15 


plus a sum not in excess of V /2 cents per 
pound. 

The weight of any poultry item requi¬ 
sitioned or purchased in such manner 
shall be determined at the time and place 
where the requisitioning or transfer of 
physical possession of such poultry oc¬ 
curs; Provided. That if the United States 
Government or its agency believes it is 
impracticable to determine the weight of 
the poultry items at the time and place 
where the requisitioning or transfer of 
physical possession occurs, then such 
poultry item shall be transported imme¬ 
diately to the nearest available weighing 
station and its weight shall there be de¬ 
termined as soon as possible. 

Sec. 7.5 Sale of poultry items by the 
United States Government. The maxi¬ 
mum price at which the United States 
Government or any of its agencies shall 
sell any poultry item which it has pur¬ 
chased or requisitioned shall be the price 
which the Government paid for such 
poultry items pursuant to the provisions 
of this Regulation, computed in the man¬ 
ner normally used by the government to 
compute purchase prices paid, whether 
by averages or otherwise, and any per¬ 
son may pay such price. 

Note: S. O. No. 81 18 exempts from price con¬ 
trol federal government sales to certain types 
of purchasers. 

Sec. 7.6 Maximum prices for proc¬ 
essed poultry items purchased for ulti¬ 
mate sale to ship operators —(a) Sales 
by civilian sellers to licensed ship sup¬ 
pliers or to designated corporations. 
Notwithstanding other provisions of this 
regulation, in any case where the pur¬ 
chase order has been initially placed by, 
through, or pursuant to the direction of, 
the War Shipping Administration, the 
maximum price for the sale of processed 
poultry items by any civilian seller, 
other than a designated corporation, to 
any licensed ship supplier or to any des¬ 
ignated corporation shall be the maxi¬ 
mum price as established by other pro¬ 
visions of this regulation, or other perti¬ 
nent orders or regulations issued by the 
Office of Price Administration, for the 
sale of such processed poultry items 
by such seller to the United States Gov¬ 
ernment or any of its agencies. 

(b) Sales by designated corporations 
to licensed ship suppliers or to other 
designated corporations. Notwithstand¬ 
ing other provisions of this regulation, 
any designated corporation which has 
purchased processed poultry items from 
any civilian seller, upon order initially 
placed by, through, or pursuant to the 
direction of, the War Shipping Adminis¬ 
tration, or from any agency of the United 
States Government, for the express pur¬ 
pose of ultimate resale to licensed ship 
suppliers, shall sell such processed poul¬ 
try items at a maximum price not in 
excess of the sum of (1) the purchase 
price paid by such corporation plus all 
interest charges, apportioned to the par¬ 
ticular lot of poultry being sold, not to 
exceed 2% per annum, (2) all banking 
charges, apportioned to the particular lot 
of poultry being sold, not to exceed \ r 2 % 
per annum, (3) all out of pocket storage

charges actually incurred and paid to a 
public warehouse for storing the poultry 
items being sold, (4) all administration 
charges actually incurred in handling 
the specific poultry items being sold and 
(5) all transportation charges actually 
paid by the designated corporation for 
transporting the specific processed poul¬ 
try items being sold to the place where 
title passes to the purchaser. No interest 
or banking charges may be added, how¬ 
ever, unless actually incurred in connec¬ 
tion with a loan obtained to facilitate the 
purchase of the poultry items being sold 
by the designated corporation from a 
bank approved in writing by the War 
Shipping Administration. Furthermore, 
before any designated corporation may 
add any of the interest, banking, storage, 
administration or transportation charges 
referred to above, these charges must be 
approved in writing by the War Shipping 
Administration. 

(c) Sales by licensed ship suppliers to 
other licensed ship suppliers. Notwith¬ 
standing other provisions of this regula¬ 
tion, the maximum price at which any 
licensed ship supplier may sell processed 
poultry items to another licensed ship 
supplier, where such sale has been re¬ 
quested or directed by the War Shipping 
Administration, shall be the sum of (1) 
the purchase price paid for such proc¬ 
essed poultry items, (2) the actual out of 
pocket storage charges accrued and paid 
to a public warehouse, and (3) all trans¬ 
portation charges actually paid by the 
seller for transporting the specific proc¬ 
essed poultry items being sold to the 
place where title passes to the purchasing 
licensed ship supplier: Provided , how¬ 
ever, That if such sale is not requested or 
directed by the War Shipping Adminis¬ 
tration, the maximum price which may 
be charged by the seller shall be the 
purchase price paid by him for such 
processed poultry items. 

In no event, however, may any licensed 
ship supplier add any storage or trans¬ 
portation charges under the provisions 
of this paragraph (c) unless such charges 
have been approved in writing by the 
War Shipping Administration. 

(d) Sales of processed poultry items 
delivered shipside by licensed ship sup¬ 
pliers, other than Group 2 ship chan - 
dlers, to ship operators. Notwithstand¬ 
ing other provisions of this regulation, 
the maximum price at which any licensed 
ship supplier, except a Group 2 ship 
chandler, shall sell and deliver shipside 
to any ship operator, processed poultry 
items purchased uftder the provisions of 
this section or purchased from any 
agency of the United States Government 
shall be the sum of (1) the purchase 
price paid by the licensed ship supplier 
for such processed poultry items, (2) 
actual out-of-pocket storage charges ap¬ 
proved in writing by the War Shipping 
Administration, and (3) an amount not 
in excess of 20 per pound.

issued by the Office of Price Administra-

than a “designated corporation”, not to 
exceed the applicable maximum base 
price, as established by this regulation 
and as adjusted by additions permitted 
by other pertinent orders or regulations 
issued by the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion, by more than 1 Y 24 per pound. 

(3) Out of pocket storage charges . 
“Out of pocket storage charges”, as used 
in this section, means all storage rates 
actually accrued and paid to a public 
warehouse not to exceed an amount of 
0.50 per pound for one month’s storage, 
10 per pound for more than one, but not 
over two months’ storage, 1.40 per pound 
for more than two. but not over three 
months' storage, 1.8f per pound or more 
than three, but not over four months’ 
storage, and 2.2c per pound for four or 
more months of storage. 

(4> Licensed ship suppliers. “Licensed 
ship supplier,” as used in this regulation, 
means any person who has received a 
license under War Food Order No. 74 to 
receive set aside, restricted and desig¬ 
nated foods for resale to ship opera¬ 
tors for ship stores. It shall also mean 
ship suppliers oth&wise approved in 
writing by the War Shipping Administra¬ 
tion to purchase and sell to ship opera¬ 
tors poultry or other food products made 
available by or through the War Ship¬ 
ping Administration. 

(5) Ship operator. “Ship operator,” 
as used in this regulation, means any 
person conducting the business of operat¬ 
ing vessels for the account of the United 
States or any of its agencies under a gen¬ 
eral agency form of service agreement 
approved by the Administrator Ct the 
War Shipping Administration; or operat¬ 
ing, as the owner or as the owner’s agent, 
a vessel which has been time-chartered to 
the United States Government, as rep¬ 
resented by the Administrator of the 
War Shipping Administration; or 


operating a vessel, the services of which 
are employed by the United States Gov¬ 
ernment, as represented by the Admin¬ 
istrator of the War Shipping Administra¬ 
tion; ok operating a vessel designated 
by the War Shipping Administration 
which is owned, chartered, or operated by 
any allied or neutral country. 

(6) Group 2 ship chandler. Group 2 
ship chandler means any licensed ship 
supplier whose total dollar volume of 
sales during the fiscal year 1944 
amounted to less than $500,000.00, and 
who files with the Regional Office of the 
Office of Price Administration a state¬ 
ment approved by the District Food Con¬ 
trol Representative of the War Shipping 
Administration in New York, New Or¬ 
leans or San Francisco, stating that he 
(1) has been allotted a ship store’s quota 
under War Food Order No. 74, covering 
the sale of each of the following prod¬ 
ucts: meats, butter, cheese, canned fruits 
and fruit juices and canned vegetables 
and vegetable juices and <2) who is cur¬ 
rently regularly engaged in the business 
of selling to ship operators a complete 
line of food products including, but not 
limited to meats, poultry, butter, cheese, 
eggs, fluid milk, canned goods, dry 
groceries, fresh fruits and vegetables 
and fresh or frozen fish. Furthermore, 
however, no person shall be deemed to 
be a Group 2 ship chandler for the pur¬ 
poses of this regulation unless he has 
also filed with the appropriate Regional 
Office of the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion a certi^ed statement showing the 
amount of his total dollar volume of sales 
during the fiscal year 1944.

The maximum charges 
listed above, which may not be added 
cumulatively, apply only where all the 
stated services (including those addi¬ 
tional incidental services requested by 
the person for whom the service is ac¬ 
complished) have been performed.

Article I— Scope of this Regulation 
Section 1. What this regulation covers . 

(a) This regulation applies to all persons 
making “wholesale” sales of the con¬ 
sumer goods articles belonging in the 
categories listed in section 27. 

(b) A “wholesale” sale is a sale (or 
delivery) which 

(1) Is made by a person who buys and 
sells the articles in substantially the 
same form, and 

(2) Is made to a purchaser who resells 
the articles, and 

(3) Is not covered by Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 580. 1 

(c) The word “you”, as used in this 
regulation, means a person who makes a 
sale or delivery covered by this regu¬ 
lation. 

Sec. 2. How this regulation fixes ceil¬ 
ing prices. In general, this regulation 
will provide you with percentage mark¬ 
ups which you will apply to your cost to 
find your ceiling prices for sales of arti¬ 
cles covered by this regulation, except 
those articles you now sell which were in 
your line during March 1942. For the 
purpose of figuring those markups, you 
must, if you were in the business of mak¬ 
ing “wholesale” sales during March 1942, 
prepare the Markup Chart and General 
Information Sheet described in sections 
12 and 13. and file it with OPA. The 
form of that chart and information sheet 
are set forth at the end of this regulation 
in Appendix A and Appendix B. 

Article II —Ceiling Prices 

Sec. 3. Previous regulation applicable 
to certain sales, (a). The ceiling prices 
for the following “wholesale” sales are 
those determined under the regulation 
which applied to those sales immediately 
before this regulation was issued: 

(1) “Wholesale” sales by persons who 
also make sales of the article at retail at 
prices determined from a pricing chart 
prepared under Maximum Price Regula-

to other retailers and wholesalers of certain 
listed articles when the seller’s sales to those 
persons amounts to less than 10 percent cf his 
total sales of those articles. 


tion No. 580, and whose total “wholesale” 
sales amount to less than 25% of their 
total sales of articles covered by this 
regulation, when 

(1) The “wholesale” sales are accom¬ 
panied by deliveries of the articles to 
ultimate consumers for the benefit of 
another retailer, and 

(ii) The seller’s prices on such “whole¬ 
sale” sales during March 1942 bore a 
fixed relation to his prices for sales at 
retail. . 

(2) “Wholesale” sales by any person 
to another person when both the seller 
and the buyer are under common owner¬ 
ship or control. 

(b) The ceiling price for all other 
“wholesale” sales is the price properly 
determined under the following sections 
of this regulation.

Sec. 4. Articles in your line during 
March 1942 . The ceiling price for sales 
to retailers of an article which is the 
same as one you delivered or offered for 
delivery during March 1942 is your 
“highest price charged during March 
1942” (as defined in section 20), but only 
if you have written records kept in the 
regular'course of business substantiating 
that price. 

Sec. 5. Sales to retailers of articles not 
in your line during March 1942 , but be¬ 
longing in a category in your line during 
March 1942. Your ceiling prices for sales 
to all classes of purchasers who are re¬ 
tailers of an article which you cannot 
price under section 4, but which is of the 
same category as articles which you de¬ 
livered or offered for delivery during 
March 1942, are as follows: 

(a) For all sales and deliveries made 
up to September 18, 1945, your ceiling 
prices are those properly established in 
accordance with the regulation appli¬ 
cable to those sales and deliveries before 
this regulation was issued. 

(b) For all sales and deliveries on and 
after September 18, 1945 your ceiling 
prices are those found by applying to 
your “net cost” your “category markup” 
for sales to each class of purchaser, but 
only if you have written records kept in 
the regular course of business from which 
to determine those figures. “Category 
markup” is the percentage markup fac¬ 
tor which you compute on the Markup 
Chart described in section 12 and filed 
with the Office of Price Administration, 
and “net cost” for this purpose is defined 
below in section 9. 

Sec. 6. Ceiling prices for sales to retail¬ 
ers where section 4 or section 5 cannot 
be used, (a) If you cannot use section 
4 or section 5 of this regulation to find 
your ceiling price for a particular sale to 
a retailer, you must apply to the appro¬ 
priate OPA Regional Office (as defined 
in section 20) for the establishment of 
a category markup which you will apply 
to your net cost (as defined in section 9) 
to find your ceiling price. It w f ill be 
necessary to apply under this section, for 
example, if you did not deliver or offer 
for delivery articles of the same category 
to retailers during March 1942; or it you

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have no written records kept in the regu¬ 
lar course of business to use in finding 
your ceiling prices under section 4 or 
section 5; or if you now wish to sell to 
a new class of purchaser, or on new terms 
and conditions of sale. 

(b) Applications for a category mark¬ 
up under this provision may be filed at 
any time after the issuance of this regu¬ 
lation and must be filed in duplicate on 
OPA Form No. 663-2272 (which is set 
forth in Appendix C) giving all the in¬ 
formation required by that form. Copies 
of that form are available from any OPA 
Regional or District Office. Category 
markups under this section will be estab¬

Sec. 7. Articles in your line during 
March 1942. The ceiling price for sales 
to other wholesalers of an article which 
is the same as one you delivered or of¬ 
fered for delivery during March 1942 to 
wholesalers is your “highest price 
charged during March 1942” (as defined 
in section 20), but only if you have writ¬ 
ten records kept in the regular course of 
business substantiating that price. 

Sec. 8. Ceiling prices for sales to other 
wholesalers where section 7 cannot he 
used. Your ceiling prices for sales to all 
classes of purchasers who are wholesal¬ 
ers of an article which you cannot price 
under section 7 are found as follows: 

(a) 7/ you are an “exclusive distribu¬ 
tor”. (1) If you are an “exclusive dis¬ 
tributor” of an article which is of the 
same category as articles which you de¬ 
livered or offered for delivery to other 
wholesalers during March 1942, your ceil¬ 
ing prices are: 

(i) For all sales and deliveries made 
up to September 18. 1945, your ceiling 
prices are those properly established in 
accordance with the regulation appli¬ 
cable to those sales and deliveries before 
this regulation was issued. 

(ii) For all sales and deliveries on and 
after September 18, 1945, your ceiling 
prices are those found by applying to 
your “net cost” your “category markup” 
for sales to each class of purchaser, but 
only if you have written records kept in 
the regular course of business from which 
to determine those figures. “Category 
markup” is the percentage markup fac¬ 


tor which you compute on the Markup 
Chart described in section 12 and filed 
with the Office of Price Administration, 
and “net cost” for this purpose is defined 
below in section 9. 

For the purposes of this section, a sell¬ 
er is an “exclusive distributor” of an ar¬ 
ticle if. under the terms of an agreement 
with the manufacturer, the seller has the 
sole right to supply that article to pur¬ 
chasers for resale in a specified geo¬ 
graphical area which includes at least 
one state and the manufacturer’s ceiling 
price to wholesalers other than exclusive 
distributors (if he sells to such), in any 
geographical area, is not lower than the 
“exclusive distributor’s” ceiling price for 
sales to other wholesalers computed un¬ 
der this section. 

(2) If you are an “exclusive distribu¬ 
tor” and cannot find your ceiling price 
for a particular sale to another whole¬ 
saler under paragraph (1> above, you 
must apply to the Office of Price Ad¬ 
ministration, Washington, D. C. for the 
establishment of a category markup 
which you w r ill apply to your “net cost” 
(as defined in section 9) to find your ceil¬ 
ing price. It will be necessary to file 
such an application, for example, if you 
did not, as an “exclusive distributor”, 
deliver or offer for delivery during March 
1942 articles of the same category to 
other wholesalers, or if you have no 
written records kept in the regular course 
of business to use in finding your ceiling 
prices under section 7 or paragraph (1) 
above, or if you wish to sell to a new 
class of purchaser, or on new terms and 
conditions of sale. 

Applications for a category markup 
under this provision may be filed at any 
time after the issuance of this regulation 
and must be filed in duplicate on OPA 
Form No. 663-2272 (which is set forth 
in Appendix C) giving all the informa¬ 
tion required by that form. Category 
markups under this section will be es¬ 
tablished by the Office of Price Admin¬ 
istration which, according to the best 
information available to it, will result 
in ceiling prices which are in line with 
the level of properly established ceiling 
prices of competitive sellers for sales to 
the same class of purchaser. Ordinarily, 
manufacturers wrill be considered to be 
sellers who are competitive with “ex¬ 
clusive distributors”. Until a category 
markup has been approved, you may not 
make any sales or deliveries for which 
ceiling prices must be determined under 
this paragraph: except that if you have 
ceiling prices for those sales properly 
established in accordance with the regu¬ 
lation applicable before this regulation 
was issued, and you file your application 
under this paragraph on or before Au¬ 
gust 7, 1945, you may continue to sell at 
those established ceiling prices until Sep¬ 
tember 18, 1945. 

(b) If you are not an "exclusive dis¬ 
tributor” (1) If you are not an “exclu¬ 
sive distributor” of an article which you 
wish to sell to other wholesalers, your 
ceiling price for all sales and deliveries 
on and after July 3.1945, is your net cost 
plus actual incoming transportation 
costs, unless in an application to the 
Office of Price Administration, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.. you show that your pro¬ 
posed ceiling prices for sales of the par¬ 
ticular article to other wholesalers are 


in line with manufacturers’ ceiling prices 
to the same class of purchaser, and ap¬ 
proval of ceiling prices or a method of 
determining ceiling prices in line with 
manufacturers’ ceiling prices has been 
issued by an order under this section. 

(2) Applications under this provision 
may be filed at any time after the issu¬ 
ance of this regulation and must be filed 
in duplicate giving the following infor¬ 
mation : 

(i) Your name and address. 

(ii) A list of the articles for which 
ceiling prices are to be established, to¬ 
gether writh your supplier’s name and 
address, the manufacturer’s name and 
address, the manufacturer's model num¬ 
ber for each article, and the category 
number of the category listed in section 
27 in which each article belongs. 

(iii) Which articles you will sell from 
your own stock and which from the man¬ 
ufacturer’s stock. 

(iv) A statement that the same articles 
were not sold by you to other wholesalers 
during March 1942, or that you sold the 
same articles to other wholesalers during 
March 1942 but do not have written rec¬ 
ords kept in the regular course of business 
substantiating the prices you charged 
during March 1942. 

(v) The manufacturer's ceiling prices 
to all classes of purchasers, if known. 

(vi) Your net cost after deducting all 
cash and other discounts. Also show the 
incoming transportation costs paid by 
you (if any). 

(vii) The geographical area in which 
sales will be made. 

(viii) Proposed ceiling prices and terms 
of sale to each class of purchaser who is 
a wholesaler, and why you believe those 
prices to be in line with manufacturers’ 
ceiling prices to the same classes of pur¬ 
chasers. 

Until ceiling prices or a method of de¬ 
termining ceiling prices has been estab¬ 
lished by an order of the Office of Price 
Administration you may not make any 
sales or deliveries for which ceiling prices 
must be established under this para¬ 
graph, except at prices no higher than 
your net cost plus actual incoming trans¬ 
portation costs. 

“net cost” and adjustment charges 

Sec. 9. “Net cost” For the purposes of 
sections 5, 6 and 8, “net cost” is your 
invoice cost (or your supplier’s ceiling 
prices to purchasers of your class, if that 
is lower) less all cash and other dis¬ 
counts, and not including any OPA ad¬ 
justment charge which your supplier is 
required to state as a separate amount. 
You may include “incoming transporta¬ 
tion costs” in your “net cost” only if the 
category markup you apply was com¬ 
puted on a markup chart which used 
delivered costs as the “current replace¬ 
ment costs”, or if the order issued under 
this regulation establishing a category 
markup for your sales specifically states 
that you may include incoming trans¬ 
portation costs in your “net cost.” (See 
section 20 for the definition of incom¬ 
ing transportation costs). 

Sec. 10. Adjustment charges on certain 
sales . (a) Order No. 1052 under Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation No. 188 permits 
manufacturers and (under certain cir¬ 
cumstances) wholesalers of certain arti¬ 
cles of furniture to make an upward ad- 
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Jusfment in their ceiling prices. The 
adjustment charge permitted by Order 
No. 1052 on sales by wholesalers may be 
added to the ceiling prices established by 
this regulation under the conditions and 
in the manner and amount provided in 
that order. 

(b> Any other adjustment charges per¬ 
mitted by specific orders of the Office of 
Price Administration on sales by whole¬ 
salers may be added to the ceiling prices 
established by this regulation under the 
conditions and in the manner and 
amount provided in those adjustment 
orders. 

ARTICLE III—THE MARK-UP CHARTS 

Under section 5 and section 8 ceiling 
prices for sales to retailers and for sales 
by “exclusive distributors” to wholesalers 
of articles which belong in categories de¬ 
livered or offered for delivery during 
March 1942, are found by applying a 
“categoiy markup” to a “net cost”. 
Those category markups are based upon 
your costs and ceiling prices of articles 
which you delivered or offered for de¬ 
livery during March 1942. 

Sec. 11. Filing of markup charts, (a) 
On or before August 7,1945, every person 
who must determine his ceiling prices 
under section 4. 5, 7, or 8 (a) (1) of this 
regulation must file with the “appropri¬ 
ate OPA Regional Office” (as defined in 
section 20) markup charts, in duplicate, 
prepared in the manner set forth in sec¬ 
tion 12 together with two copies of the 
general information sheet (OPA Form 
No. 663-2270, which is set forth in Appen¬ 
dix A) giving the information called for 
on that sheet. 

(b) On and after August 28, 1945, no 
person may sell or deliver articles for 
which ceiling prices must be determined 
under section 4. 5, 7, or 8 (a) (1) of this 
regulation, until he has received from 
the OPA an acknowledgment of the fil¬ 
ing of the markup charts prepared in 
the manner set forth in section 12. 

Sec. 12. How to prepare the markup 
chart, (a) Your markup charts must be 
prepared on OPA Form No. 663-2271 
which is set forth in Appendix B, and 
must contain all the information called 
for on that form. On that form you list 
(in its proper category) each article 
which you delivered or offered for de¬ 
livery during March 1942 to retailers, and 
each article which you. as an “exclusive 
distributor”, delivered or offered for de¬ 
livery to other wholesalers. For each ar¬ 
ticle listed you must give a description 
sufficient to identify it on your March 
1942 sales records, its “current replace¬ 
ment cost” (as defined in paragraph (b) 
of this section) and your “highest price 
charged during March 1942” to each class 
of purchaser. A separate markup chart 
should be prepared for each category of 
articles. If. during March 1942 you de¬ 
livered or offered for delivery articles in 
a particular category both on a drop- 
shipment basis (that is, from the manu¬ 
facturer's stock) and from your own 
stock, you must prepare separate markup 
charts for sales on each basis. All of this 
information, with the exception of the 
“current replacement cost”, may be 
taken directly from your base period 
statement properly prepared in accord¬ 
ance with § 1499.11 of the General Maxi¬ 
mum Price Regulation, provided you 


have written records kept in the regular 
course of business substantiating the 
March 1942 prices appearing on that 
statement. 

(b) “Current replacement cost” means 
either the price appearing on the most 
recent invoice to you from your March 
1942 supplier (dated not earlier than 
March 1, 1942) or on a statement from 
that supplier as to Ills current ceiling 
price to you. in both cases less all dis¬ 
counts (including cash discounts) and 
not including any OPA adjustment 
charge which your supplier is required 
to state as a separate amount. If it was 
your practice during March 1942 to use 
as cost in computing your selling prices 
the total of invoice cost plus incoming 
transportation paid by you, you may, if 
you wish, include those transportation 
costs in the “current replacement cost” 
you enter on the markup chart. If you 
decide to use delivered cost, you must 
use it for all the articles on that chart 
and must indicate that fact on the mark¬ 
up chart. (See section 20 for the defini¬ 
tion of “incoming transportation costs”.) 

If you cannot find the “current re¬ 
placement cost” of a particular article 
from your own records or from your sup¬ 
plier, you may not list that article on 


To find the ceiling price for sales to each 
of these three classes of purchasers of a # bed 
which he did not deliver or offer for delivery 
during March 1942, and which has a “net 
cost” of $9.82, the seller makes the following 
computations: 

(1) For sales to mall order houses: $9.82 
(net cost) X 1.193 (category markup factor) — 
$11.72 (Ceiling price). 

(2) For sales to ABC Department Store: 
$9.02 (npt cost) X 1.205 (category markup 
factor) —11.83 (Ceiling price). 

(3) For sales to other retailers: $9 82 (net 
cost) X 1.245 (category markup factori¬ 
es^ (Ceiling price). 

Sec. 13. Revision of category markup. 
Any category markup computed on a 
markup chart may be revised by the 
Price Administrator or the appropriate 
OPA Regional Adinistrator of the Office 
of Price Administration at any time as 
follows: 

(a) An upward revision may be au¬ 
thorized if it appears that a particular 
category markup isiower than the whole¬ 
saler's realized cumulative markup on 
sales of the articles in that category for 
the year 1941 or for the seller’s fiscal year 
which includes most of 1941. Any revi¬ 
sion made under this section will bring 


the markup chart but you murt list it 
on the reverse side of OPA Form No. 
6C3-2271 and give all the information 
called for by that part of the form. The 
Office of Price Administration may itself 
ascertain the “current replacement cost” 
of articles so listed, ancl may recalculate 
category markups on the basis of such 
new information. 

(c) After you have entered all the cost 
and March 1942 price information for 
one category of articles, total each col¬ 
umn. Then divide the total of the high¬ 
est March 1942 prices to each class of 
purchaser by the total of the correspond¬ 
ing “current replacement costs”. (There 
must be exactly the same number of en¬ 
tries in the “current replacement cost” 
column as in the column of highest 
March 1942 prices to each class of pur¬ 
chaser). This will give you category 
markup factors for sales of articles in 
that category to each class of purchaser 
listed. (To find your ceiling price for 
sales to a particular class of purchaser, 
you multiply the “net cost” of the ar¬ 
ticle (as defined in section 9) by the 
category markup factor for sales of that 
category of article to that class of pur¬ 
chaser) . 


the category markup up to a figure no 
greater than that realized markup. Ap¬ 
plications for such revision should be 
filed with the appropriate OPA Regional 
Office and should be prepared in accord¬ 
ance with Revised Procedural Regula¬ 
tion No. 1 * as an application for adjust¬ 
ment. 

(b) A downward revision may be made 
if it appears that a particular category 
markup results in ceiling prices for ar¬ 
ticles in that category which are out of 
line with those of other wholesalers who 
serve the same or substantially the same 
geographical area, giving due considera¬ 
tion to customary price relationships and 
differences in selling conditions (for ex¬ 
ample, selling from own stock or manu¬ 
facturer's stock, terms of sale, etc.) be¬ 
tween the wholesalers during March 
1942. A revision under this paragraph 
will not apply retroactively. 

Article IV—General Provisions 

Sec. 14. Registration. The Price Ad¬ 
ministrator may at any time require 
sellers subject to this regulation to regis-

Sec. 15. Invoices. You must furnish 
every purchaser with an invoice or other 
similar written evidence of purchase 
giving your name and address and that 
of the purchaser; the date of sale; the 
terms of sale; the quantity, model desig¬ 
nation, and a description of the articles 
sold sufficient to identify them on your 
ceiling price records; the price charged; 
the kind and amount of any additional 
charge; and the following notice (with 
the blank properly filled in): 

Notice or Ceiling Prices 

All prices on this invoice are at or below 
our ceiling prices to you lor the quantities, 
terms and conditions of this sale, as shown 
on our Celling Price Statement filed with the

the OPA, pursuant to section 16 of MPR 590. 

Sec. 16. Ceiling price statements —(a) 
Wholesalers to file ceiling price state¬ 
ments. On and after October 16, 1945 
you may not deliver an article covered 
by this regulation to a purchaser for 
resale unless you have previously filed 
with the appropriate Regional Office of 
the Office of Price Administration three 
copies of a Ceiling Price Statement giv¬ 
ing the information set forth in para¬ 
graph (b) below for the article, the class 
of purchaser, and the terms and condi¬ 
tions of sale involved. An example of 
how you may comply with this require¬ 
ment is given in Appendix D. 

(b) What the ceiling price statement 
must contain. Every ceiling price state¬ 
ment must contain all of the following 
information: 

(1) An identification of every article 
covered by the statement, including the 
style or model number, and such addi¬ 
tional information as may be necessary 
to identify the article on your ceiling 
price records and your invoices to the 
purchaser. 

(2) Your ceiling price or prices for 
each article covered by the ceiling price 
statement. 

(3) A statement of the OPA regulation 
and the section of that regulation under 
which you established each ceiling price 
given in the ceiling price statement for 
sales to each class of purchaser. 

(4) If any ceiling price given on the 
ceiling price statement was established 
under a section of the regulation which 
requires you to file a report or applica¬ 
tion with the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration and obtain OPA approval of the 
ceiling price or method of determining 
ceiling prices, the ceiling price statement 
must contain a statement that OPA ap¬ 
proval was obtained and must give the 
date on which such approval was ob¬ 
tained. 

(5) A statement of the class of pur¬ 
chaser and terms and conditions of sale 
to which each ceiling price on the ceil¬ 
ing price statement applies; and a state¬ 
ment either that you had an established 
practice in March 1942 of selling that 
category of articles to that class of pur¬ 
chaser and on those terms and conditions 
of sale, or that you obtained written OPA 
approval of a ceiling price or method of 
determining ceiling prices for such sales. 

Note: You can have a proper ceiling price 
for sales of an article to a particular class of 


purchaser only if you had an established 
practice of selling that category of article to 
that class of purchaser and on the partic¬ 
ular terms and conditions during March 1942, 
or where you had no such practice. If you 
obtained OPA approval of a ceiling price or 
method of determining ceiling prices for such 
sales. 

(c) Filing of corrections to ceiling 
price statements. Whenever a ceiling 
price statement previously filed is in¬ 
correct in any respect you must at once 
file three copies of the corrections or a 
corrected statement with the OPA Re¬ 
gional Office with which you previously 
filed the incorrect statement,. 

Sec. 17. Effect of filing. The receipt, 
filing, or acknowledgment of charts or 
statements which you file in accordance 
with this regulation does not constitute 
an approval by the Office of Price Admin¬ 
istration of the figures or information 
appearing on those papers. 

Sec. 18. Records, (a) You must: 

(1) Retain the records which, prior to 
the effective date of this regulation were 
required by §§ 1499.11 and 1499.12 of the 
General Maximum Price Regulation. 

(2) Retain one copy of each markup 
chart, general information sheet, appli¬ 
cation, and ceiling price statement which 
you prepare and file under this regula¬ 
tion. 

(3) Prepare, on or before October 16, 
1945 and thereafter keep up to date a 
Current Ceiling Price List which contains 
a brief description of each article sold or 
offered for’ sale on and after that date 
sufficient to distinguish it from other 
articles in your line (including the type 
of article, model designation and sup¬ 
plier’s name); its ceiling price to each 
class of purchaser; and the basis for each 
ceiling price (as for example, “Section 4, 
MPR 590“ or “Section 5, MPR 590“ 

or “Order No._Under MPR 590“, 

etc.) (You may satisfy this require¬ 
ment by keeping a copy of the ceiling 
price statements which you file in accord¬ 
ance with section 16 but only if they are 
prepared in the form set forth in Ap¬ 
pendix D.) If your ceiling prices for an 
article are based on a “net cost” which 
includes incoming transportation costs, 
your current ceiling price list must, in 
addition, contain the shipping weight of 
the article, and the amount allocated to 
that article as having been paid for in¬ 
coming transportation. 

(4) Retain all purchase invoices and 
copies of all sales invoices. 

(b) These records shall be kept avail¬ 
able for inspection by the Office of Price 
Administration for so long as the Emer¬ 
gency Price Control Act of 1942, as 
amended, remains in effect; and you must 
show the records applicable to any par¬ 
ticular article or transaction upon re¬ 
quest of the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 19. Issuance of special order — 
(a) Modification of the provisions of this 
regulation by order . The provisions of 
this regulation, as applied to certain 
commodities or persons subject to this 
regulation, may be jsiodified by orders 
Issued under this section. 

(b) Establishment of maximum prices 
in certain cases . If any seller subject to 
this regulation fails to maintain records 
showing determinations of ceiling prices 


as required by this regulation or fails to 
make the applications for approval of 
ceiling prices or category markups 
which this regulation requires in cer¬ 
tain cases, the Office of Price Adminis¬ 
tration may,'either upon application or 
upon its own motion, issue orders under 
this section establishing ceiling prices or 
category markups which are or which 
will result in prices in line with the level 
of ceiling prices established by this reg¬ 
ulation. Ceiling prices so established 
shall be effective as of the date of first 
sale after the effective date of this regu¬ 
lation. 

(c) Corrections and revocations. Any 
ceiling price or category markup ap¬ 
proved under this regulation, may be 
corrected or revoked by order of the Of¬ 
fice of Price Administration, if it appears 
that the price or category markup ap¬ 
proved was based upon incorrect infor¬ 
mation furnished in connection with the 
request for approval. 

(d) Revision of ceiling price or cate¬ 
gory markup. Any ceiling price or cate¬ 
gory markup approved under this regu¬ 
lation may be revised by order of the 
Office of Price Administration if it ap¬ 
pears that the ceiling price is. or the 
category markup results in ceiling prices 
which are, out of line with the ceiling 
prices established under this regulation 
by competitive sellers. A revision un¬ 
der this paragraph will not apply retro¬ 
actively. 

Sec. 20. Definitions, (a) Unless the 
context otherwise requires, the defini¬ 
tions contained In 3 1499.20 of the Gen¬ 
eral Maximum Price Regulation shall 
apply to the terms used in this regu¬ 
lation. 

In addition, when used in this regula¬ 
tion. the term: 

(1) “Highest price charged during 
March 1942“ means: 

(i) The highest price which the seller 
charged for a commodity delivered by 
him during March 1942 to a purchaser 
of the same class; or 

(ii) If the seller made no such delivery 
during March 1942, his highest offering 
price for delivery during that month to 
a purchaser of the same class; or 

(iii) If the seller made no such deliv¬ 
ery and had no such offering price to a 
purchaser of the same class, the highest 
price charged by the seller during March 
1942. to a purchaser of a different class, 
adjusted to reflect the seller’s customary 
differential between the two classes of 
purchasers: Provided, however, That: 

(a) If before April 1, 1942, the seller 
raised his prices for a commodity to all 
his classes of purchasers (or to all his 
classes of purchasers except those to 
whom he was bound to make delivery 
during March 1942 pursuant to a firm 
commitment made before the price rise), 
and 

(b) If during March 1942 he delivered 
the commodity at the increased price to 
at least one class of purchasers, then, in 
order to allow the seller to apply the 
price rise to any class of purchasers to 
which no delivery was made during that 
month after the price rise (except under 
a firm commitment made before the 
price rise), the highest price charged 
during March 1942 shall be deemed to 
be: 
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(1 > The seller’s Increased offering 
price to such class of purchasers for de¬ 
livery during March 1942, or 

(2) If the seller had no such increased 
offering price to that particular class of 
purchasers, the highest price charged 
during March 1942 to a purchaser of a 
different class, adjusted to reflect: 

(1) The seller’s customary differential 
in price between the two classes of pur¬ 
chasers; or 

(ii) If the seller had no such cus¬ 
tomary differential, the actual percent¬ 
age differential in price between the two 
classes of purchasers which existed at 
the time the seller last entered into a 
commitment, or, if he did not enter into 
such a commitment, last submitted an 
offering price for delivery to a purchaser 
of that particular class during March 
1942. 

No seller shall require any purchaser, 
and no purchaser shall be permitted, to 
pay a larger proportion of transportation 
costs incurred in the delivery or supply of 
any commodity, than the seller required 
purchasers of the same class to pay 
during March 1942 on deliveries or sup¬ 
plies of the same or similar types of 
commodities. 

(2) “Incoming transportation costs’* 
means 

(i) With respect to the amount in¬ 
cluded in “current replacement costs’* 
on the markup chart (see section 12 (b)) f 
the actual amount you paid for transpor¬ 
tation to your warehouse, allocated on 
the basis of weight. 

(ii) With respect to the amount in¬ 
cluded in “net cost’* for purposes of sec¬ 
tion 9. the actual amount you paid for 
transportation to your warehouse, allo¬ 
cated on the basis of weight, but not to 
exceed railroad freight charges com¬ 
puted on a less than carload (1. c. 1.) 
basis. Such amount may be included in 
“net cost”, however, only if the current 
ceiling price list required by section 18 
shows both the weight of each article 
and the amount of transportation costs 
allocated to each article. If the current 
ceiling price list does not show those 
figures, no amount may be included in 
the “net cost” for incoming transporta¬ 
tion costs. 

(3) “Ceiling price** means a ceiling 
price for sales to a particular class of 
purchaser and, except where this regula¬ 
tion or an order under this regulation 
specifies otherwise, is subject to the 
terms, discounts, allowances, and price 
differentials which the seller had in effect 
during March 1942, or which have been 
specifically approved by the Office of 
Price Administration in an order under 
this regulation. 

(4) “Class of purchaser” means any 
purchaser or group of purchasers to 
whom the seller had an established prac¬ 
tice during March 1942 of selling the 
same type of article at prices different 
from those charged other purchasers or 
groups of purchasers. A class of pur¬ 
chaser may be a single purchaser, or a 
kind of purchaser (for example, mail¬ 
order establishments, department stores, 
etc.) or purchasers located in a particu¬ 
lar area (for example, retailers in the 
west coast area, etc.), or purchasers who 
buy in particular quantities, or purchas¬ 
ers who buy under particular conditions 


of sale (for example, long-term credit; 
cash; .5% cash discount; 2% cash dis¬ 
count; f. o. b. warehouse; delivered; pur¬ 
chasers who buy from stock, on drop- 
shipment, from showroom, through cata¬ 
logue, etc.). 

Any purchaser, kind of purchaser, or 
purchaser on certain terms or conditions 
of sale, which the trade has generally 
recognized as constituting a separate 
class of purchaser, and for sales to which 
the seller does not have ceiling prices 
established under this regulation is a 
new class of purchaser under this regu¬ 
lation. A seller’s ceiling prices for sales 
to a new class of purchaser must be es¬ 
tablished under section 6, section 8 (a) 
(2) or section 8 (b) of this regulation, 
whichever is applicable. 

(5) “Category” means any one of the 
categories of articles listed in section 27 
or any permitted subdivision of such 
categories. 

(6) “Appropriate OPA Regional Of¬ 
fice” means the OPA Regional Office hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction over the area in which is 
located the wholesaler’s office which cus¬ 
tomarily set the selling prices. 

Example: (i) A wholesaler has but one 
office and one place of business. He should 
file with the OPA Regional Office having Juris¬ 
diction over that location. 

(11) A wholesaler has six branches located 
in six different OPA regions, but all prices 
for all six branches were customarily set by 
one central office. That wholesaler should file 
pricing charts for all six branches with the 
OPA Regional Office for the area in which the 
central office is located. This applies re¬ 
gardless of whether the prices set by the 
central office were the same for all branches 
or not. 

(ill) A wholesaler has six branches located 
In six different OPA regions. Customarily 
each branch set its own prices. In this case 
the pricing charts for each separate branch 
must be filed with that branch’s OPA Re¬ 
gional Office.

Sec. 21. Relation between this regula¬ 
tion and other regulations . This regu¬ 
lation replaces the General Maximum 
Price Regulation or any other regulation, 
insofar as it establishes ceiling prices 
for sales, after this regulation became 
effective, of articles covered; however, 
the provisions of § 1499.5 (Transfers of 
business or stock in trade), § 1499.6 
(sales for export), § 1499.7 (Federal and 
State taxes). § 1499.18 (d) Adjustment of 
maximum prices for articles subject to 
State Fair Trade Acts), and § 1499.19a 
(Adjustable pricing) of the General 
Maximum Price Regulation shall con¬ 
tinue to apply to all “wholesale” sales. 

Sec. 22. Compliance with the regula¬ 
tion —(a) No selling or buying above 


ceiling prices. Regardless of any con¬ 
tract or other obligation, no person shall 
make a sale or delivery covered by this 
regulation, and. in the course of trade 
or business, no person shall buy or ac¬ 
cept delivery, at prices higher than the 
ceiling prices fixed by this regulation, 
and no person shall agree, offer, solicit, 
or attempt to do any of these things. 
Prices lower than the ceiling prices may 
be charged or paid. 

Any charge which is not quoted and 
billed separately shall, for the purposes 
of this regulation, be considered as part 
of the price charged for the article sold. 

(b) Certain practices forbidden. Any 
practice or device which has the effect 
of getting a higher-than-ceiling price 
without actually raising the dollars and 
cents price is as much a violation of this 
regulation as an outright over ceiling 
price. This applies, among others, to 
devices making use of commissions, serv¬ 
ices, tying agreements, combination 
sales, and the like. Matched sets, how¬ 
ever, if designed by the manufacturer 
for sale at a unit price, and so purchased 
by the seller, may be sold at a unit price; 
and matched groupings of furniture ar¬ 
ticles (covered by categories 701-W 
through 722-W) may also be sold at a 
unit price as suites or sets, if all the 
articles in the grouping were produced 
by the same manufacturer. 

(c) Licensing. The provisions of Li¬ 
censing Order No. 1 4 licensing all per¬ 
sons who make sales under price control 
are applicable to all sales subject to this 
regulation. A seller’s license may be 
suspended for violation of the license or 
of this regulation or any other price 
schedules or regulations. A person 
whose license is suspended may not. dur¬ 
ing his period of suspension, make any 
sales for which his license has been sus¬ 
pended. 

(d) Ceiling prices for sales made with¬ 
out required OPA price approval. If any 
person subject to this regulation who is 
required to apply to the Office of Price 
Administration for the approval of a 
ceiling price or category markup, makes 
sales or deliveries without so applying, 
or before a ceiling price or category 
markup is approved, or despite notifica¬ 
tion of disapproval of a proposed price 
or category markup, the ceiling price 
applicable to such sales and deliveries is 
the ceiling price finally established. 

(e) Enforcement. Persons violating 
any provisions of this regulation are 
subject to the criminal penalties, civil 
enforcement actions, license suspension 
proceedings, and suits for treble dam¬ 
ages provided by the Emergency Price 
Control Act of 1942, as amended. 

Sec. 23. Delegation of authority . Any 
Regional Administrator may, by order, 
fix ceiling prices or a method of deter¬ 
mining ceiling prices, upon the receipt 
of applications under section 6 of this 
regulation and adjust category markups 
in accordance with section 13 of this 
regulation. 

Sec. 24. Petitions for amendment. 
Any person seeking an amendment of 
any provision of this regulation may file 
a petition for amendment in accordance

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with the provisions of Revised Proce¬ 
dural Regulation No. 1. 

Sec. 25. Export sales . The ceiling 
price at which a wholesaler may sell an

Category 710-W— Upholstered sofas and 
love seats. 

This category includes all upholstered sofas 
and love seats (including those with outside 
frames or arms made of wood). It does not 
include sofas and love seats in categories 
712-W and 717-W. 

Category 711-W— Upholstered suites. 

This category does not include any set or 
suite covered in categories 712-W. and 717-W. 
It Includes sets or suites of upholstered ar¬ 
ticles having outside frames made of wood, 
such as maple frame, oak frame, etc. 


Category 712-W— Upholstered dual purpose 
sleeping equipment.

Category 716-W— Kitchen and utility cabi¬ 
nets, kitchen tables, chairs, stools. 

This category includes kitchen cabinets of 
all kinds, kitchen tables, kitchen chairs, 
kitchen stools, utility cabinets. It does not 
include any unfinished furniture or dinette 
or breakfast sets. 

Category 717-W— Sunroom and outdoor 
furniture. 

This category includes sunroom, porch, and 
lawn furniture, whether made of wood, metal, 
reed, fibre, rattan, or any combination of 
these. Included here are chairs, rockers, 
tables, canvas folding cots, settees, garden 
and beach umbrellas, gliders, swings, garden 
umbrella sets, collapsible folding chairs, adir- 
ondack chairs, rustic chairs, etc. 

Note: Sets or suites as well as individual 
pieces are included in the category. 

Category 718-W— Juvenile furniture. 

This category includes all articles of in¬ 
fants* nursery, and youths’ furniture. Among 
these are bassinettes, cribs, play yards, porch 
gates, chests, dressers, chifforobes, high 
chairs, bathinettes, nursery seats, juvenile 
tables, chairs, rockers, etc.

This category Includes all chairs not in¬ 
cluded in any other category such as rush- 
seat chairs, fibre-seat chairs, individual slip- 
seat chairs, benches, rockers, etc.

Category 722-W— Individual pieces of metal 
bedroom suites.

§ 28.7 Methods of payment for stu¬ 
dent nurse training programs and for 
postgraduate programs . (a> Payments 

from an allotment may be made on a six 
months prepayment basis for the first 
half of the Federal fiscal year and quar¬ 
terly thereafter for estimated expendi¬ 
tures for plans approved except that in¬ 
stitutions as defined in § 28.4 (c) partici¬ 
pating under an approved plan may be 
paid on a reimbursement basis upon com¬ 
pletion of the nursing courses. The first 
payment will be made as near a^~pos- 
sible to the beginning of the Federal fiscal 
year.

Notice of public hearing to consider 
advisability of extending the gypsy moth 
and brown-tail moth quarantine to in¬ 
clude the State of New York and to con¬ 
sider the quarantine status of an isolated 
infestation in the State of Pennsylvania. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has in¬ 
formation that the gypsy moth ( Porthe - 
tria dispar L.), an insect pest of serious 
consequence to forest, shade, and fruit 
trees, and shrubs, and not heretofore 
widely prevalent or distributed within 
and throughout the United States, but 
known to be present as a continuous in¬ 
festation in the New England States, has 
been found to be present in parts of east¬ 
ern New York State into which the insect 
has apparently spread by natural pro¬ 
gression from the adjoining infested 
areas. The Secretary also has informa¬ 
tion that an isolated infestation of the 
gypsy moth occurs in Pennsylvania. 

It appears necessary, therefore, to con¬ 
sider the advisability of revising the 
quarantine on account of this insect 
(B. E. P. Q.—Q. 45: 7 CFR 301.45) to in¬ 
clude the State of New York and of pro¬ 
hibiting or restricting the interstate 
movement from that State or areas 
therein where the gypsy moth has been 
discovered of (1) live gyspy moths in 
any stage of development, (2) trees, 
shrubs, and other plants having per¬ 
sistent woody stems, including Christmas 
trees and evergreen decorative plants, (3) 
forest plant products, (4) stone and 
quarry products, and (5) any other com¬ 
modities or articles capable of carrying 
the gypsy moth in any of its stages.

ORDER DENYING REQUESTED POSTPONEMENT 
OF HEARING AND FIXING DATE FOR FURTHER 
HEARING 

June 19, 1945. 

City of Pittsburgh, complainant, v. f 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia Gas Com¬ 
pany, Kentucky West Virginia Gas Com¬ 
pany, Defendants; Docket No. G-627. In 
the matter of Pittsburgh & West Virginia 
Gas Company and Kentucky West Vir¬ 
ginia Gas Company; Docket No. G-635. 

Upon consideration of the application 
for continuance of the hearings in the 
above-entitled matters filed on June 18. 
1945, by Pittsburgh & West Virginia Gas 
Company and Kentucky West Virginia 
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Gas Company, and upon consideration of 
the record in these proceedings. 

It appears to the Commission that: 

/a) On March 17, 1945, the City of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, a municipality 
within the meaning of the Natural Gas 
Act. filed a complaint in Docket No. 
G-627 in which it alleged, among other 
things, that Pittsburgh & West Virginia 
Gas Company (“Pittsburgh Company”) 
is engaged in the sale of natural gas in 
interstate commerce to Equitable Gas 
Company (“Equitable”), a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Pittsburgh Company en¬ 
gaged in the business of distributing 
natural gas at retail to domestic, com¬ 
mercial and industrial customers in the 
City of Pittsburgh and surrounding ter¬ 
ritory; that all or a substantial part of 
the gas sold by Kentucky West Virginia 
Gas Company (“Kentucky Company”) 
to its affiliate, Pittsburgh Company, is in 
turn sold by the latter company to Equi¬ 
table; and that the rates and charges de¬ 
manded and collected by Kentucky Com¬ 
pany for the sale of natural gas to 
Pittsburgh Company and by Pittsburgh 
Company to Equitable are unjust and 
unreasonable and in contravention of the 
provisions of the Natural Gas Act. 

(b) The City of Pittsburgh also alleged 
in its complaint that Equitable had on 
December 11, 1944, filed a tariff with the 
Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission 
which would effect increases in Equita¬ 
ble’s presently existing retail rates 
in the City of Pittsburgh; and that the 
Pennsylvania Commission, after protests 
against the increased rates had been 
filed by the City of Pittsburgh and 
others, had, on its own motion, insti¬ 
tuted an inquiry to determine the fair¬ 
ness, reasonableness, and justness of the 
proposed increases and had, in accord¬ 
ance with the law of Pennsylvania, sus¬ 
pended the operation of the increased 
rates to August 10, 1945. 

(c) The City of Pittsburgh prayed that 
an immediate investigation and hearing 
be instituted of the justness and reason¬ 
ableness of the rates and charges of 
Pittsburgh and Kentucky Companies and 
stressed the need for speedy relief be¬ 
cause of the fact that a substantial por¬ 
tion of Equitable's operating expenses 
consists of the cost of natural gas pur¬ 
chased from Pittsburgh Company and 
the “relatively short period of suspen¬ 
sion” of Equitable's proposed rate in¬ 
creases. 

(d) The complaint was served on 
Pittsburgh and Kentucky companies on 
March 23, 1945, and their answers were 
filed on April 16,1945. In these answers, 
among other things, the companies 
denied that their rates and charges are 
unjust and unreasonable. 

(e) On April 18, 1945, the Commission 
adopted an order instituting an investi¬ 
gation on its own motion of all rates and 
charges of Pittsburgh Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Company subject to the Commis¬ 
sion’s jurisdiction, in Docket No. G-635, 
consolidated the complaint proceeding 
and the investigation for purposes of 
hearing, and set both proceedings for 
public hearing on June 11, 1945. 

(f) In accordance with the Commis¬ 
sion's order of May 29, 1945, fixing the 
procedure to be followed at the hearing. 


the City of Pittsburgh and the Office of 
Price Administration, which had on April 
10, 1945, been permitted to intervene in 
the proceedings, on June 11, 1945, and 
June 12, 1945, presented their case in 
chief. Upon completion thereof the 
Trial Examiner, in accordance with the 
order fixing the-procedure to be followed 
at the hearing, requested the Pittsburgh 
and Kentucky Companies to go forward 
with their case in chief. Counsel for the 
afore-named companies then announced 
for the first time the companies were 
not ready to proceed and requested a 
minimum of thirty days to present a por¬ 
tion of their case and about three or four 
months to present the entire case in 
chief. 

(g) The trial examiner on June 13, 
1945, denied the request for continuance 
and directed Pittsburgh and Kentucky 
Companies to go forward with their case 
in chief on June 18, 1945. 

(h) On June 18, 1945, Pittsburgh and 
Kentucky Companies jointly filed a writ¬ 
ten application for a continuance of the 
hearings in which they represented that 
they would be ready to present a portion 
of their case in chief by July 18, 1945. at 
the earliest and that their entire case in 
chief would not be ready before Septem¬ 
ber 16, 1945, and possibly not before Oc¬ 
tober 16, 1945. 

The Commission finds that: 

(1) The Commission’s order of April 
18, 1945, setting the above-entitled 
matters for hearing, was served on Pitts¬ 
burgh Company and Kentucky Company 
on April 20, 1945; and such companies 
have had notice of the urgency of these 
proceedings since March 23, 1945. 

(2) Pittsburgh Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Company have had notice of the 
Issues involved in these proceedings at 
least since April 20. 1945, and the rec¬ 
ord indicates that they were informed on 
these aspects since March 23.1945. 

(3) Pittsburgh Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Company filed no application for 
continuance prior to June 11. 1945, and 
did not make known any need for a con¬ 
tinuance before June 12, 1945. 

(4) Ample opportunity has been af¬ 
forded Pittsburgh Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Company to prepare and go for¬ 
ward with their case in chief. 

(5) No good cause has, therefore, been 
shown for the granting of the application 
for continuance, and the same should 
be denied, as hereinafter ordered. 

The Commission orders that: 

(A) The application for continuance 
filed by Pittsburgh Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Company on June 18, 1945, be and 
the same is hereby denied. 

(B) The hearings in the above-en¬ 
titled matters be recessed from June 19, 
1945. to July 10.1945, at which time Pitts¬ 
burgh Company and Kentucky Company 
shall go forward with the presentation of 
their entire case in chief without further 
delay and recesses.

An opinion accompanying this Amend¬ 
ment, issued simultaneously herewith, 
has been gled with the Division of the 
Federal Register. 

A new paragraph (a) <60 > is added to 
Order A-l to read as follows: 

(a) (60) Modification of maximum 
prices for vitrified clay sewer pipe and 
allied products when sold for delivery 
outside a factory's normal market area, 
(i) The manufacturer’s maximum prices 
for vitrified clay sewer pipe and allied 
products, except as covered by Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation 206, when 
sold for shipment from a factory to a des¬ 
tination which is outside the normal mar¬ 
ket area of such factory, to a Federal, 
State, county or municipal governmental 
agency, or to a drainage or sewerage dis¬ 
trict, or to a contractor or subcontractor 
of any such agency or district, may be 
determined in the following manner: 

(a) A price f. o. b. factory not in excess 
of 95 percent of the f. o. b. plant price 
for straight or mixed carload shipments. 
The following methods shall be used in 
determining the f. o. b. plant price which 
shall apply to manufacturers who wish 
to use this subdivision: 

1. For those manufacturers who sell 
on an f. o. b. plant basis, the price so 
established in this Maximum Price Reg¬ 
ulation 188. 

2. For those manufacturers who sell 
at a delivered price based on geographi¬ 
cal zones, the delivered price as estab¬ 
lished in this Maximum Price Regulation 
188. for the zone within which the factory 
is located, less the Weighted average 
freight paid by the manufacturer, during 
the calendar year 1941, for delivery in 
the zone in which the factory is located. 

For those manufacturers who deter¬ 
mine their price in accordance with 2. 
the weighted average freight shall be 
determined in the following manner: 
From the total amount of freight paid 
during the year 1941 for rail delivery of 
sewer pipe products to the zone within 
which the factory is located, deduct that 
amount of freight applicable to dunnage 


only, that is, to crating, bracing, or other 
materials carried for the protection of 
the product. Divide the balance by the 
total amount of tons of sewer pipe prod¬ 
ucts delivered by rail, during the calen¬ 
dar year 1941, in the zone in which the 
factory is located. 

3. For manufacturers located in the 
Eastern Area, who sell at a delivered 
price based on freight rate zones, the 
delivered price as established in this 
Maximum Price Regulation 188, in the 
first or 10c zone, les^the highest amount 
of freight from Alfton, for delivery to 
the first, or 10c zone. 

(b) A delivered price may be charged 
under this provision not higher than the 
maximum price established in this sub- 
paragraph, f. o. b. factory plus the actual 
freight charges incurred by the manu¬ 
facturer in making delivery to the point 
of destination.

(d) Makes less than carlot or less 
than trucklot or less than original con¬ 
tainer sales to institutional or commer¬ 
cial users such as restaurants, ships, ho¬ 
tels, hospitals, camps, and the War Ship¬ 
ping Administration. 

(e) Delivers within the metropolitan 
area surrounding and including the City 
and County of Philadelphia. 

(f) Maintains at all times an inven¬ 
tory consisting generally of all fresh 
fruits and vegetables available. 


(g) Extends credit to not less than 
75% of all his customers. 

(h) Was doing business in the man¬ 
ner described and maintained the facil¬ 
ities enumerated in this section in the 
calendar year 1942 and continuously 
thereafter, unless this requirement is 
specifically waived by the Office of Price 
Administration.

(2) Any power laundry listed in para¬ 
graph (1) of this order is permitted to 
add to its present legal maximum price 
to agent-drivers supplied by it, the per¬ 
centage price increase granted to it in 
that paragraph. Agent-drivers, any of 
whose family laundry and related serv¬ 
ices are supplied by any such power- 
laundry. are permitted to add to their 
retail prices the same percentage in¬

(3) The percentage increases per¬ 
mitted to any laundry establishment by 
this order shall be applied only to the 
total amount of the bill rendered to each 
customer for any service afforded (as it 
would be computed under existing law¬ 
ful maximum prices). Such increases 
may not be applied to Individual items 
of service. Existing price lists shall not 
be altered. If the increased prices so 
arrived at include a fraction of a cent 
less than one-half, the price that may 
be charged shall be reduced to the next 
lower cent. If, however, the increased 
price includes a fraction equal to or more 
than one-half cent, the seller shall be 
permitted to charge the next higher cent. 

(4) Any power laundry establishment 
and any driver-agent of a power laundry 
which has been granted a price increase 
by this order shall give notification of 
such price increase as follows: (a) fur¬ 
nish each customer within 15 days after 
the effective date of this order with a 
statement describing its services, and 
specifying its lawful ceiling prices, and 
the percentage increase permitted it 
by the order; (b) file a copy of the same 
statement with the New York Regional 
Office of the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion within 15 days after the effective 
date of this order, together with a state¬ 
ment signed by a responsible official of 
the laundry establishment certifying 


that the applicant has complied with 
section (a) above: (c) inscribe on each 
bill rendered the statements: “OP A per¬

crease to maintain supply: $-and 

(d) give all new customers as acquired 
the same notification as hereinabove 
provided for existing customers. The 
foregoing statement may be omitted upon 
compliance with the provisions of Order 
No. 18 under Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation No. 165. 

(5) In addition, all power laundries 
to whom a price increase is permitted by 
this order shall immediately advise their 
agent-driver customers of the amount of 
permitted price increase which the latter 
may add to their total bills under the 
provisions of paragraph (3) of this order, 
and of the manner in which such per¬ 
mitted increase shall be computed. 

(6) Customary allowances, discounts, 
or other price differentials may not be 
changed by any of the laundry service 
suppliers named or otherwise referred 
to in this order, unless such change re¬ 
sults in prices lower than the prices per¬ 
mitted by this order, after applying the 
supplier’s customary allowances, dis¬ 
counts, or other price differentials; and 
all laundry service suppliers named or 
otherwise referred to herein shall main¬ 
tain all of their legal current pricing and 
other business practices.
